Washington.  Jan.  2g.-  Alliance  mem- 
bers of  the  house  have  had  another  con- 
ference at  which  all  were  present  except 
Messrs.  Simpson  and  Otis,  of  Kansas, 
and  Watson,  of  Georgia.  A  number  of 
alliance  measures  were  discussed  and 
one  or  two  bills  that  are  bein^  prepared 
were  read  and  considered,  one  of  which 
will  be  introduced  within  a  day  or  two. 
Another  meeting  will  be  held  next 
Thursday  nijjht  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
cussing the  sub-treasury  scheme  prepar- 
atory to  which  Mr.  Livingstone  early 
this  week  introduced  a  house  bill  provid- 
ing for  the  establishment  of  such  an  in- 
stitution. 

The  members  agreed  fully  upon  their 
plan  of  action  in  this  congress,  and  it  is 
certainly  a  most  uniciue  one.  They  will 
introduce  a  flood  of  bills,  putting  on  the 
free  list  pretty  much  everything  that  the 
farmer  consumes.  Their  endeavor  is  to 
urge  the  passage  of  such  bills  as  will  de- 
crease the  revenues  and  insure  a  de- 
ficit. 

A  deficit  once  created  it  would  be 
necessary  in  some  way  tg  meet  it,  and 
this  could  only  be  done,  the  alliance 
people  contend,  by  the  issuance  of  trea- 
sury notes.  With  these  launched  the 
alliance  men  think  the  sub-treasury  idea 
would  be  enacted  into  law.  This  was 
the  plan  agreed  upon  at  their  meeting, 
and  it  is  understood  that  in  conformity 
to  it  Mr.  Moses,  of  Georgia,  will  today 
introduce  the  first  bill. 


TWIN  1UT\  FRIIT  JOBBERS 

Combine  for  the  Purpose  of  Controlling 
The  Northwest  Market. 

MlNNi: AH)Lis,  Jan.  29.— The  fruit  com- 
mission firms  of  Minneapolis  and  St. 
Paul  have  just  formed  a  close  corpora- 
tion which  is  designed  to  control  abso- 
lutely the  fruit  business  which  centers 
here.  The  articles  of  incorporation  of 
the  new  concern  will  be  filed  at  an 
early  day  and  will  begin  business  with  a 
paid  up  capital  of  $25,000. 

Every  firm  m  the  two  cities  has  given 
its  adhesion  to  the  scheme.  The  asso- 
ciation will  buy  all  the  fruit  for  the  job- 
bing trade  here  which  supplies  the 
Northwest  and  may  conclude  to  operate 
a  daily  auction.  The  obtaining  of  im- 
portant concessions  from  the  railroads 
is  a  part  of  the  plan  and  the  shutting  out 
of  the  market  of  the  fruit  brokers  and 
other  middlemen  between  the  jobber 
and  the  producer  is  another.  The  fruit 
business  is  one  of  the  largest  interests 
here,  aggregating  $15,000,000  a  vear.

HERR  MiyUEL  WILL  RESIGN. 

Caprivi's  and  Miquel's  Views  are  Too 
Opposite  to  Permit  an  Agreement. 
Bekli.n,  Jan.  29.-  Chancellor  Von 
Caprivi  in  the  diet  today  said  that  he 
was  in  favor  of  the  school  bill  which  was, 
he  added,  intended  to  combat  atheism— 
the  greatest  danger  in  the  future.  The 
government,  the  chancellor  continued, 
desired  peace  with  the  national  liberals, 
but  he  added,  the  latter  had  attacked 
the  government  and  joined  the  progress- 
ists when  they  again  attacked  the  gov- 
ernment which,  he  said,  had  not  shrunk 
from  the  attacks  of  commissioners. 
(Cheers  and  counter  cheers.)  During 
the  course  of  the  chancellor's  speech, 
Herr  Miquel,  imperial  minister  of 
fmance.  left  the  house.  This,  it  is  ex- 
pected, definitely  settles  the  cabinet 
crisis. 

THE  OXFORD  LYNCHING. 

An  Outbreak  is  Threatened  by  the  In- 
dignant Colored  People. 
O.XFOKi),  Ohio,  Jan.  29. -There  is  con- 
siderable indignation  on  the  part  of  a 
number  of  the  colored  population  of  this 
village  who  condcnm  the  whites  for  the 
lynching  of  Corbin,  the  black  fiend,  who 
murdered  Mrs.  Horner,  and  an  outbreak 
is  threatened  at  any  moment.  Since  the 
brute  W.1S  lynched  his  friends  have  mut- 
tered threat  of  venegeance.  It  now  de- 
velopes  that  several  nights  since  a  large 
number  of  the  colored  men  assembled 
in'the  hall  and  passed  resolutions  con- 
demning the  hanging  of  Corbin  and  de- 
manding their  liberty  and  right  as  citi- 
zens. The  news  is  spread  about  town 
and  the  feeling  is  very  high.

Stirring  Scenes  of  49  Reacted  in  a  Lit- 
tle Clorado  Town. 
Ckkede,  Col.,  Jan.  29.— Messrs.  Croff 
Webb  and  Dornette  made  a  tremendous 
strike  here  yesterday  in  the  Jack-pot 
claim.  The  ore  \%  silver  bearing  and 
220  ounces  in  silver  to  the  ton.  Mining 
men  are  wild  with  excitement.  The 
rush  for  location  is  a  mad  one.  The 
population  of  Creede  two  weeks  ago  was 
2,000.  Today  it  is  3,500  and  two  trains  a 
day  are  swelling  that  number.  There  are 
few  houses  in  the  place  and  75  cents  is 
the  price  charged  to  secure  a  place  on  a 
bar  room  floor  to  sleep  and  furnish  your 
own  blankets.  The  side  tracks  are  filled 
with  IHillman  sleepers  and  the  struggle 
for  berths  is  of  daily  occurrence.  Lum- 
ber is  22  cents  a  foot. 


GOVERNOR  McKINLEi'  ILL. 

He  is  Confined  to  His  Bed  by  Neuralgia 
of  the  Stomach. 
CoLLMBUS,  Ohio,  Jan.  2g.— Governor 
McKinlcydid  not  appear  at  the  execu- 
tive office  this  morning,  and  it  was  given 
out  that  he  is  slightly  indisposed.'  The 
fact  is,  however,  that  he  is  seriously  ill. 
For  some  days  he  has  been  gr.iduallv 
succumbing  to  an  attack  of  neuralgia  of 
the  stomach,  but  would  not  give  up 
work.  Today  he  is  confined  to  his  bed 
suffering  very  great  pain,  and  Dr.  F.  B. 
I-ullerton,  his  physician,  regards  it  as  a 
serious  attack. 


Laureate  Tennyson's  Latest. 
London,  Ian.  29.  The  poem  of  Baron 
Tennyson,  the  poet  laureate,  upon  the 
death  of  the  duke  of  Clarence  and  Avon- 
dale,  is  being  subjected  to  the  fire  of 
iniblic  criticisms  and  is  notwithstanding 
ihc  bombardment  to  any  great  extent. 
The  poem  is  only  17  lines  long  and  is 
largely  composed  of  gush,  though  classed 
in  some  quarters  as  being  very  beauti- 
ful. He  dubs  the  late  prince  as  being 
tender,  reverent  and  pure. 

Ktill  Driftine  Seaward. 
Ni.w  VoHK,  Jan.  29.  L;Ue  last  night 
the  tug  Luckenbach,  which  has  been 
searching  for  the  tug  Webster  and  her 
tow  of  scows,  returned  to  the  city  with 
one  of  the  missing  scows  which  she  had 
picked  up  far  out  to  sea.  Three  or  four 
scows  which  went  adrift  are  still  unac- 
counted for.  \'ery  little  hope  is  now 
entertaiiTtd  of  recovering  the  Webster 
and  her  crew,  but  the  search  will  be  con- 
tinued for  some  time. 


New  York,  Jan,  29.— The  New  York 
papers  today  comment  upon  Chile's  re- 
ply as  follows: 

The  Herald  says  the  Chilean  reply  is 
manly  and  graceful,  it  does  honor  to 
the  government  of  that  country  as  well 
as  credit  to  the  patriotism  and  states- 
manship of  Premier  Pereira.  In  the 
light  of  the  correspondence  published 
this  morning  Mr.  Harrison's  ultimatum 
seems  hasty,  uncalled  for  and  unwar- 
ranted. The  fortunate  result  is  a  vic- 
tory for  the  American  people  and  one 
honorable  to  Chile.  It  is  not,  however, 
a  triumph  of  Mr.  Harrisons  jingo  diplo- 
m.-icy,  but  a  triumph  in  spite  of  it. 

The  World  says:  Punishment  and  hu- 
miliation which  are  the  revenges  of  mon- 
archical governments  should  be  un- 
known in  the  brotherhood  of  republics. 
And  now  that  Chile  has  expressed  her 
willingness  to  make  honorable  amends 
of  the  acts  of  an  irresponsible  mob  and 
the  affront  of  a  hot-headed  minister  our 
response  should  be  most  generotis  and 
friendly. 

The  Tribune  says:  The  Chilean  con- 
troversy has  practicallyJIbeen  closed  by 
just  and  honorable  action  on  the  part  of 
the  Santiago  government.  The  compli- 
cations which  have  arisen  and  are  now 
pr.ictically  adjusted  will  have  the  salut- 
ary result  of  bringing  Chile  and  the 
United  States  into  more  friendly  and 
harmonious  relations  in  future. 

The  United  States  was  entitled  to  its 
rights  and  these  it  has  amply  secured. 
Chile  has  not  in  any  sense  been  humili- 
ated while  its  respect  for  the  United 
States  has  been  increased  by  the  firm 
and  resolute  stand  taken  for  the  main- 
tenance of  American  rights. 

The  newspapers  of  London  join  in  say- 
ing that  the  second  message  of  President 
Harrison  has  confirmed  the  previous 
opinion  they  expressed  on  the  subject 
and  claim  that  there  is  a  unanimous  be- 
lief that  President  Harrison  has  been 
guilty  of  "double  dealing,"  and  that  he 
was  aware  of  Chile's  apology  before  the 
message  was  sent  to  congress. 

The  English  newspapers,  however, 
have  dropped  their  sneering  reference 
to  the  Lfnited  States  and  now  .seriously 
and  briefly  condem  President  Harrison 
.ind  predict  a  republican  defeat  in  No- 
vember. 


WAS  HE  DROWNED? 

Some  Peculiar  Circumstances  About 
the  Accident  to  Jacob  Johnson. 
The  second  drowning  accident  of  the 
season  occurred  near  the  Imperial  Mill 
early  last  evening.  Jacob  Johnson  and 
Henry  Mattson  were  skating  the  latter 
being  in  the  lead.  He  missed  his  com- 
panion and  turning  saw  he  had  gone 
through  a  hole  in  the  ice.  Johnson  was 
22  years  old,  unmarried,  and  boarded  at 
1708  West  Superior  street.  The  body 
has  not  been  recovered. 

Such  was  the  storv  told  of  the  case  last 
night  but  today  some  additional   detail! 
have  come  out  which  may  give   the  mat 
ter    another    turn.     Detective    Havden 
was  sent  out  this  morning  to   investi'gate 
the  case  and  his  report  casts  some  doubt 
upon  the  affair.     No  one  saw  Johnson  go 
into  the  water.      Where  he  is  alleged  to 
have  gone  in  is  an  open  space  cut  by  the 
current.     He  must  have  known  of  its  ex- 
istence.   Another  fact  in  connection  with 
this  is  that  it  would  be    almost    impossi- 
ble to  recover  a  bodv    lost    there.     This 
was  known  to  those  who  tell    the    story. 
Mattson  on  being  questioned  this   morn- 
ing   stated      that      when      he      missed 
Johnson         he         went      back       and 
found  his  hat  on  the   edge    of  the    hole, 
but  saw  nothing  of  the  man.    Johnson's 
life  was  insured  for  $2000,    the    policies 
being  held  bv  Christ  Sogga    with  whom 
he  boarde<l.    This  is  the  sensational  fea- 
ture of  the    case.    The    police    depart- 
ment do  not  say  that    »l»ey  think    there 
has  been  foul  play  or    any  efifort   to  de- 
fraud the  insurance    company,  but  they 
are  going  to  give  the  matter  a    thorough 
investigation  to  prove  that  such    is    not 
the    case.    The  story    of    the    accident 
and  the  circumstances  of  the    case  they 
regard  as  suspicious  and    worthy  of   in- 
vestigation.   An  effort  will  be  made  this 
afternoon  to  find  the    body,  but    there  is 
very  little  hope  of  so  doing  even  though 
the  facts  of  the    accident    were    just  as 
related  by  Mattson.

Paid  the  Penalty. 
Litchfield,  Conn.,  Jan.  29.— Andrew 
Borjessen,  the  murderer  of  Emma  An- 
derson, was  hanged  in  the  jail  here  this 
morning.  The  drop  fell  at  10:38  and  the 
victim  was  dead  in  11  minutes  there- 
after. 


Four  Horses  Burned  at  an  Early  Morn- 
ing Fire  on  the  Sargent  Dock. 
The  most  serious  fire  which  Duluth 
has  had  for  some  time  occurred  about  5 
o'clock  this  morning  and  occasioned  a 
loss  of  S2500.  The  fire  was  at  Sargent's 
dock  and  destroyed  a  barn  containing 
four  horses  which  were  also  burned  and 
a  coal  derrick  on  the  dock  valued  at 
$1000.  The  fire  originated  in  the  barn, 
and  from  an  unknown  cause.  No  one 
was  sleeping  there  and  there  was  no  fire 
about.  It  is  supposed  that  some  tramp 
was  sleeping  in  the  place  and  that  the 
fire  was  started  by  him.  It  cannot  be 
accounted  for  in  any  other  way.  Carl 
Hoppman,  a  newsboy,  discovered  the 
fire.  He  was  delivering  the  morning 
papers  and  saw  the  fire  burning  in  the 
building.  He  entered  by  a 
stairway  leading  to  the  second 
floor         and  started  to        cross 

this  but  it  was  weakened  by  the  flames 
and  gave  way  under  him,  throwing  him 
down  into  the  fire  and  in  the  midst  of 
the  terrified  horses  who  were  plunging 
about  wildly  in  their  struggles  to  escape. 
His  situation  was  a  most  dangerous  one 
and  only  great  presence  of  mind  enabled 
him  to  escape.  Shut  off  from  the  regu- 
lar exit  by  the  fire  he  managed  to  save 
himself  by  crawling  through  a  small 
window  in  one  of  the  stalls. 

The  fire  department  had  been  called 
and  as  usual  did  prompt  and  effective 
service  but  were  unable  to  save  the  barn 
or  any  part  of  its  contents.  They  could 
not  prevent  it  either  from  burning  a 
corner  of  the  dock  and  destroying  a 
coal  derrick.  The  horses  were  the 
property  of  H.  Molyneux.  One  team 
w;is  used  by  the  Dry  Goods  companv, 
the  other  by  the  Shoe  company.  Mol- 
yneux has  a  heavy  loss  as  he  has  no  in- 
surance. Besides  the  horses  he  lost 
harnes!<  valued  at  $75  and  hay  and 
feed  worth  $100  more.  The  barn  be- 
longed to  Mr.  Sargent  and  was  worth 
S400.  It  was  insured  for  $^00.  The  loss 
on  the  derrick  was  $1000  covered  by  in- 
surance. The  total  loss  was  $2:175,  in- 
surance $1300,  mostly  carried  in  the 
companies  of  Mendenhall  ^K:  Hoopes.

A  SHOUT  SKRMOX  OX  SIN, 
The  News  of  yesterday  contained   the 
following  ver>-  innocent  little  item  which 
we  take  as  our  text  today: 

Twelve  madames  of  liousett  of  ill-fnm  e  paid 
their  roRular  monthly  fines  in  municipal  court 
yesterday. 

To  the  good  people  of  Duluth  this, 
when  called  especially  to  their  attention 
will  awaken  a  train  of  thought.  And 
here  we  would  say  that  The  Herald  is 
not  attacking  the  present  administration 
as  being  worse  than  some  others,  but 
when  its  moral  character  is  advertised 
as  the  one  particular  qualification  to 
command  our  suffrages  and  we  are 
beckoned  to  look  upon  this  holy  thing, 
its  real  condition  is  a  proper  object  of 
our  research. 

We  have  purposely  taken  the  above 
item  from  the  administration  advocate 
that  there  can  be  no  claim  of  unfairness, 
and  we  would  now  inquire  what  does  it 
mean  ? 

Does  It  not  mean  that  the  lowest  form 
of  vice  is  practically  licensed  in  our  city 
by  an  administration  that  boasts  of  its 
virtue  and  has  nothing  else  to  com- 
mend it.' 

It  will  be  noticed  that  this  little  scene 
in  the  municipal  court  room  was  no  un- 
usual thing.  In  the  words  of  the  ad- 
ministration mouthpiece  these  women 
paid  "their  regular  monthly  fines."  This, 
then,  is  and  has  been  the  settled  policy 
of  the  administration.  If  such  licensing 
of  prostitutes  is  the  very  climax  of 
virtue,  what  does  the  term  "wide-open" 
polj  :y  mean? 

It  will  be  further  noticed  that  this  was 
not  the  isolated  case  of  a  single  woman.but 
'•twelve  madames  of  houses  of  ill-fame" 
paid  their  fines.  This  means  that  the 
mistresses  of  a  dozen  dens  of  vice 
paid  their  license,  which  carries  with  it 
police  protection,  for  the  carnal  use  of 
perhaps  a  hundred  girls. 

Will  those  who  are  charging  that  The 
Herald  is  the  advocate  of  a  "wide-open" 
policy,  whatever  that  may  imply,  sit 
quietly  down  in  the  gloaming  by  the  in- 
gleside  and  tell  us  from  their  heart  of 
hearts  if  d'Autremont  could  do  worse? 

And  now  let  us  for  a  monftnt  trace  the 
progress  of  a  ten  dollar  bill  in  this  bus- 
iness. To  make  it  entirely  impersonal 
we  will  suppose  that  some  youth  who 
comes  from  a  good  family  in  the  East 
has  arrived  in  Duluth  to  grow 
up        with      the  country.  With 

'the  restraints  of  home  removed 
and  the  temptation  of  courtesans  daily 
on  our  business  streets  he  is  lured  into 
the  path  of  evil,  and,  once  under  the  in- 
fluence of  liquor,  for  it  is  sold  there  with- 
out license,  days  may  be  spent  in  these 
abodes  till  the  roll  of  money  dug  out  of 
the  New  England  hills  is  gone.  Soon  it 
is  paid  to  the  city  of  Duluth  as  a  license. 
At  the  end  of  the  month  the  mayor  or 
some  other  official  draws  it  in  his  salary, 
and  very  soon  it  is  invested  in  the  Ever- 
ett townsite  or  a  Missouri  lead  mine. 

This  is  but  a  short  and  simple  story 
which  we  submit  to  the  consideration  of 
our  people  that  they  may  say  whether 
this  is  not  a  "wide-open,"  policy  if  that 
term  has  any  significance  whatever,  and 
that  they  may  decide  for  themselves 
whether  it  is  wise  tor  the  city  to  become 
a  partner  in  or  beneficiary  of  such  pros- 
titution.

Tlio  Herald  is  aware  that  the  election  of  Mr. 
d'Autiemont  means  that  the  city  would  a«raiu 
be  turned  over  to  the  control  of  the  Ramblers 
and  other  disreputable  and  vicious  classes,  but 
it  cares  nothing;  for  that,  because  its  ideas  of 
rectitude,  honor  and  morality  have  become 
vitiated  aid  deffraded  by  the  base  company  into 
which  it  has  fallen.  ' 

The  Herald  last  evening  asked  The 
News  a  list  of  questions  regarding  the 
condition  of  the  city  which  that  sheet 
fails  to  answer.  It  has  never  told  us 
what  it  means  by  a  "wide-open"  policy, 
though  frequently  requested  to  do  so, 
because  it  doesn't  know  itself  what  it 
means  and  is  merely  playing  the  hypo- 
crite in  the  campaign.  If  there  is  any 
particular  thing  it  fears  Mr.  d'A'itremont 
would  do  which  isn't  now  done,  and  it 
will  point  out  such  thing,  it  can  have  its 
fears  removed  or  it  will  be  given  further 
assurance  that  they  are  well  founded.  It 
is  too  cowardly  to  define  its  position,  and, 
having  already  forced  it  to  back  down 
on  one  lie,  even  after  it  had  arrogantly 
reaffirmed  it,  we  can  assure  our  readers 
the  News  is  equally  false  and  malicious 
in  its  other  charges.  Under  its  former 
management  the  News  had  regard  for 
truth  and  decency  but  it  has  now  stooped 
to  the  level  of  a  blackmail  sheet  and  is 
utterly  unworthy  of  respect.  The  man- 
ager of  that  paper  having  recently  been 
disconnected  with  The  Herald  after  he 
had  tried  to  fire  tlje  editor,  the  public 
fully  understands  the  animus  of  the  ar- 
ticles. 

But  the  News  having  charged  that  if 
d'Autremont  were  elected  over  that  par- 
agon of  purity,  the  present  administra- 
tion, the  city  would  be  turned  over  to 
"gamblers  and  other  disreput.tble  and 
vicious  classes,"  let  us  itemize  a  few  of 
the  things  we  now  have  and  inquire 
how  much  of  a  turn-over  the  charge  im- 
plies. 

There  arc  now  in  Duluth  about  fifty 
places  in  which  liquors  are  sold  without 
a  municipal  license,  among  the  number 
being  many  houses  of  prostitution  in 
which  liquors  can  be  obtained  at  any 
hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

In  certain  rooms  of  a  well  known 
building  on  Superior  street,  a  gambling 
den  has  been  run  unmolested  during  the 
present  administration,  to  the  full  knowl- 
edge of  the  police,  and  nearly  every- 
body else. 

In  another  well  known  building  on  Su- 
perior street  a  gambling  house  is  now 
running  and  has  been  for  fifteen  months. 
Many  thousand  dollars  have  changed 
hands  in  it. 

In  a  well  known  building  on  Michigan 
street  a'gambling  den  has  been  running 
during  most  of  the  present  administr.i- 
tion.     It  was  called  a  club  room. 

At  a  certain  number  on  Superior  street 
between  First  and  Third  avenues  west  a 
gambling  game  is  conducted  by  men  who 
do  nothing  else  but  look  out  for  suckers 
for  the  house. 

There  are  others  of  the  same  kind,  but 
these  will  suffice  as  samples. 

In  rooms  on  Superior  street  between 
First  and  Third  avenues  west  a  certain 
woman  well  known  to  the  police  has 
conducted  a  house  of  assignation  and 
prostitution  since  early  in  the  summer  of 
i8qo. 

At  a  number  on  First  avenue  west  be- 
tween Michigan  and  Third  streets  a  cer- 
tain woman  well  known  to  the  police  is 
now  and  for  many  months  has  been  con- 
ducting a  house  ot  assignation  and  pros- 
titution. 

At  another  place  on  First  avenue  west 
a  house  of  prostitution  has  been  con- 
ducted over  a  year  without  any  molesta- 
tion whatever. 

There  is  also  a  place  well  known  to 
the  police  at  a  number  on  Superior 
street  within  a  block  of  the  old  opera 
house  corner  where  several  prostitutes 
have  been  living  for  the  past  i8  months. 
A  certain  building  on  Superior  street 
owned  by  a  gentleman  of  national  repu- 
tation, is  commonly  known  as  a  house  of 
prostitution,  in  which  have  resided  pros- 
titutes of  all  kinds  and  color. 

These  statements  are  as  definite  as  we 
care  for  the  present  to  make  them,  but 
if  there  are  any  good  people  who  wish  a 
more  intimate  knowledge  they  can  be 
accommodated  with  names  and  numbers 
by  calling  at  The  Herald  office.  To  talk 
of  gamblers  returning  when  they  are 
here  now,  and  of  turning  the  town  over 
to  "other  disreputable  and  vicious 
classes"  who  are  now  plying  their  trade 
unmolested  and  selling  liquor  without  a 
license,  can  be  conceived  only  of  amateur 


THE  .NEWS  K.NOCKED  Ol'T. 

The  News  this  morning  admits  it  lied 
about  The  Herald  and  crawls  down  into 
its  dugout  like  a  whipped  cur  into  its 
kennel.  This  was  the  only  thing  left  for 
It  to  do,  and  it  did  it  as  gracefully  as 
could  be  expected  of  a  willful  maligner. 
But  in  doing  this  it  emits  a  parting  and 
pitiful  wail. 

The  manager  of  the  News,  who  was

Now  will  the 
News  be  more  definite  and  tell  the  pub- 
lic what  "several"  of  these  are  pliant 
tools  of  the  Gas  and  Water  company 
through  the  mystic  power  of  Daniel,  and 
jump  when  he  pulls  the  string?  We  want 
the  facts.  .Moreover  the  man.iger  of  the 
News  is  the  largest  individual  stock- 
holder in  The  Herald  and 
as  such  has  the  acknowledged 
right  to  know  every  action  of  The  Her- 
ald company's  directors.  We  urge  him 
to  exercise  this  right  and  give  to  the 
public  above  his  own  signature  all  that 
has  been  done.  Nothing  can  be  con- 
cealed from  him,  the  records  are  open 
for  his  inspection,  we  hereby  empower 
him  to  se«d  for  persons  and  papers,  and 
unless  he  accepts  the  invitation  and 
proves  the  charges,  public  opinion  will 
cooper  him  up  again.  Give  us  the 
names  of  the  unworthy  directors  and  we 
will  publish  the  f.icts  to  the  world. 

The  Herald  denies  that  a  majority  of 
its  directors  ordered  it  to  support 
d'Autremont. 

The  Herald  denies  that  the  directors 
held  any  meeting  to  consider  that  pro- 
position. 

The  Herald  denies  that  it  has  ever 
flopped,  even  when  the  present  man.iger 
of  the  News  tried  in  an  unmanly 
way  to  make  it  do  so;  that 
while  in  the  interests  of  the  public 
it  urged  the  nomination  of  Davis 
as  preferable  to  Long,  and  still  holds  to 
that  opinion,  it  has  supported  for  elec- 
tion no  mayoralty  candidate  but  d'Autre- 
mont. 

The  Herald  denies  that  Daniel  G. 
Cash  in  any  way  dictated  the  course  of 
The  Herald  in  the  present  or  any  for- 
mer campaign  further  than  to  protest 
against  a  premeditated  flop  by  the  order 
of  the  now  disgruntled  manager  of  tiie 
News. 

If  this  is  not  definite  enough  and  the 
aforesaid  disgruntled  manager  of  the 
News  will  be  more  explicit  in  his  state- 
ments, we  will  give  him  the  information 
of  which  in  his  malignant  ignorance  he 
has  so  much  need.

The  town  is  yours  said  Duluth   to  the 
retail  lumbermen   of    the    Northwestern 
association    last    night.     There    was  no 
elaborate  presentation  of  a  golden  key  in 
an  ornate  box,  but  nevertheless,  the  town 
was  theirs,  and    lumber    was    the    only 
thing  which  was  heard  or  talked.    About 
300  of  the  association    left    Minneapolis 
yesterday  morning  by  special    train  and 
started  for  Cloquet  and   Duluth.     About 
the  same  time  a  special   car  containing 
the  prominent    Duluth    lumbermen  left 
here  to  go  and  meet    their  guests.    The 
party  from  Duluth  included  G.  F.    Stev- 
ens, G.  W.  Logan  and    S.  C.  Jackson,  of 
the  Cranberry  Lumber   company;   Chas. 
A.  Duncan,  T.  Duncan,  Jr.,    and    D.   A. 
Duncan,    of    the    Duncan- Brewer  com- 
pan;  W.S.  Conklin  and   T.  B.   Dickens, 
cf  Mitchell  &  McClure:  R.   (i.   Borland. 
H.  C.  Doney.  Z.  D.  Scott  aud  D.E.  Hols- 
ton,  of  the  Scott-Holston    Lumber    com- 
pany; \V.  B.  Peck,  of  Peck  &  Son;  W.  B. 
Peyton,  of    Peyton,    Kimball  &  Barber; 
Giles      Gilbert,    of    the      Olean      Land

layor  Davis,  Dwight  Woodbridge, 
F.  G.  Stevens,  A.  B.  Chap- 
in,  L.  F.  Totman,  C.  F.  Leland.

Magner.  The  two  parties  met 
at  Sturgeon  Lake  and  returned 
together  to  Cloquet.  Nearly  two-thirds 
of  the  party  spent  the  day  at  the  Nelson 
camp,  while  the  rest  remained  in  the 
city  the  state  delegation  as  the  guests  of 
Geo.  S.  Shaw,  of  the  Cloq^uet  company. 

At  5:15  the  train  left  Cloquet  for   Du- 
luth and  400  were  now  in  the  party.  Con- 
siderable  preparation    had    been   made 
here  for  receiving  the  guests.    When  the 
train   drew  into    Duluth   at  6:35  the  city 
band  was  at  the  gate  to  give  harmonious 
welcome.   There  were  numerous  citizens 
present,  too,  to   show  how  much   interest 
was  taken  in  the  visit.      By  dint  of  great 
effort   made   yesterday  the  Union  depot 
was  ready  for  use  and  for    the  first  time 
it  was  thrown  open,  and   Duluthians  and 
visitors   alike    as    the    procession    filed 
through  the  main  room  had  a  chance   to 
look  upon  the  splendid  buildin.:.     In  the 
procession  was  a  donkey  with  a  history 
It  was  discovered  loose   at  Cl'.quet  and 
confiscated  but  the    owner  dicovered  his 
loss  and  came  after    his  property  just  as 
the  train  was   pulling    out.     A    negotia- 
tion was  made  with  him    and  for  $30  the 
donkey  became  the  mascot  of  the  party. 
It  was  in  the  center  of  the  procession  at 
Duluth  and    at  the    Spalding    one   jolly 
lumberman  rode  the  animal   clean  up  to 
the  desk. 

Accompanying  the  party  were  a  num- 
ber of  newspaper  men  including  W. 
Wettelson.  St.  Paul  Globe;  T.  H.  Gil- 
man.  Minneapolis  Times;  A.  Barthole- 
mew,  Minneapolis  Journal;  B.  A.  John- 
son, Lumber  Trade  Journal,  Chicago; 
Mr.  Graham,  Minneapolis  Tribune;  P. 
B.  Walker.  Jr.,  Minneapolis  Lumber- 
man; Ed.  H.  I)efehaugh.  Chicago  Tim- 
berman;  A.  E.  Quinn,  Cloquet  Pine 
Knot. 

An  hour  was  spent  in  cleaning  up  and 
securing  dinner  and    then  a    move    was 
made  toward  Temple  Opera.     Thehouse 
was  more    than    filled.     It  was   packed 
from  the  boxes  to  the  top  of  the  gallery. 
About       9       o'clock        Mr.       Simonas 
called       the        assembly      to       order 
and    in     a      brief      address      he      wel- 
comed     the        visitors        to        Duluth 
"Nature."  he  said    after  a   happy    intro- 
duction, "'for  your    benefit   has    sent  for 
into  the    country    an  arm   of    the  ocean 
and  places  hero  a  crown  of    white    pinC. 
We  are  here  to  cut  this  pine  and  send  it 
to  you.      We  saw  you  must  have  a  place 
to  send  your  grain  and    we  prepared  for 
it.       Now  we  have  iron  and  many  things 
else.      All  this   is   not  for  us.       It  is  for 
you.     We  ask  you  to  come  and  inspect  it 
when    you    wish    and  now  on    your  first 
visit  give  you  a  hearty  welcome."    Presi- 
dent E.  L.  Arnold  of  the  association  fol- 
lowed but  he  only  expressed  thanks  in  a 
few  brief  words.     Hon.  Page  Morris  was 
then  called  on  but  it  was  some   time  be- 
fore he  could  speak.      He    received   an 
ovation    and   no  one  in  Duluth  can  ever 
again  doubt  his  great  personal  popular- 
ity.     As    usual    he    made  an  excellent 
speech.      "These    lumberman  of  ours," 
he  said,  "are  pure    gold,  and  they  have 
brought    you  up    here  to  get  more  gold. 
But  they  are  deficient  in  brass  and  they 
have  selected  me  to  speak  for   them   as 
possessing  a  large  share    of    that  metal. 
We  are  glad  to  show    you    what    riches 
we  have.     We  will  be  glad  to  open    ex- 
change with  you.     We  want  to  send  you 
our  lumber  and  have  your  grain    in    re- 
turn.   The  United  states  in  the  glory  of 
America,  the  Northwest    ot    the  L^nited 
States  and  Duluth  the  crowning  glory  of 
the  Northwest.     You  represent  a  mighty 
empire  of  trade   and    commerce.      We 
want  you  to  be  our  embassadors  in  that 
great  and  glorious  empire.       As    such,  I 

Sive  you  the  heartiest  of  welcomes  to 
>uluth." 

W.  H.  Robinson,  of  Mayville,  followed 
and  briefly  thanked  the  Duluth  men  for 
the  royal  reception  accorded  the  delega- 
tion. 

The  curtain  was  then  rung  up  and  the 
"Hustlers  Minstrels"  gave  their  show. 
The  company  is  made  up  of  traveling 
men,  and  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
they  have  had  almost  no  opportunities 
to  rehearse  together  they  gave  an  excel- 
lent performance,  one  which  had  an 
abundance  of  good  things  well  done. 
The  chorus  sang  well  together  and  con- 
tains .Tiore  good  voices  than  are  often 
collected  in  a  regular  minstrel  organiza- 
tion. The  first  part  was  followed  by  a 
specialty  program,  but  owing  to  the  late- 
ness of  the  hour  this  was  cut  somewhat 
short. 

When  the  guests  returned  to  the  hotel 
the  main  diningroom  had  been  cleared, 
and  here  lunch  of  cold  meats,  salad  and 
coffee,  with  plenty  ol  punch  and  cigars, 
were  enjoyed  by  the  party.  This  closed 
the  day  and  the  tired  lumbermen  went  to 
their  rooms  as  fast  as  they  could  be  as- 
signed. 

It  was  a  little  breezy  on  the  hilltop  this 
•morning  for  the  visitors,  but  many  ot 
them  took  advantage  ot  the  opportunity 
offered,  and.  taking  the  incline,  went  up 
to  the  top  of  the  bluff  to  enjoy  the  mag- 
nificient  view  of  river,  harbor  and  lake. 
Here  also  they  obtained  their  first  view 
of  Superior.  At  10:30  a  special  train 
was  placed  at  their  disposal  and  the  party 
went  to  West  Duluth  to  look  over  the 
town  there  and  particularly  the  lumber 
mills  located  there.  A  part  of  the  visi- 
tors remained  at  Duluth.  but  the  bulk  of 
them  accepted  the  invitation  to  see  the 
facilities  that  West  D;iluth  has  for  turn- 
ing out  the  staple  they  are  interested  in. 
After  a  morning  spent  at  the  manufac- 
turing suburb  the  party  returned  to  the 
Spalaing  for  lunch,  the  party  then  took 


At  the 
Union  depot  there  two  extra  cars  were 
attached  tor  the  accommodation  of  the 
chamber  and  a  special  engine  drew  the 
tmin  over  the  termiT^^!  t'^^'^ks  THpv 
visited  the  steel  plant.  Lehigh  docks, 
shipyard,  South  Superior  and  East  End. 
At  6  p.  m.  dinner  will  be  served  at  the 
West  Superior  and  at  8  p.  m.  the  show 
will  be  taken  in.  Ex-Governor  Swine- 
ford  is  expected  to  make  an  address  of 
welcome  before  the  curtain  goes  up  and 
one  of  the  visitors  will  probably  respond. 
The  party  will  court  Morpheus  at  the 
West  Superior  and  depart  on  Saturday 
morning. 

Just  before  leaving  the  hotel  Mr. 
Arnold,  president  of  the  association, 
called  the  members  of  the  association  to 
order  and  once  more  expressed  their 
thanks  for  their  reception.  In  conclu- 
sion he  called  for  three  cheers  for  the 
Zenith  city,  which  were  given  with  such 
goodwill  that  the  rotunda  fairly  shook. 
Headed  by  the  band  the  members  then 
marched  down  to  the  train  and  bid  fare- 
well to  Duluth.

BOARD  OF  TRADE  RESOLVES. 


The  Memorial  Against  the  Washburn 
Bill  Adopted  by  That  Body. 
The  board  of  trade  committee,  con- 
sisting of  F.  Paine,  Ward  Ames  and 
W,  J.  Forbes  appointed  to  draft  resolu- 
tions to  be  presented  to  congress  against 

the  Washburn  option  bill,  have  prepared 
the  following  memorial  and  upon  sub- 
mitting it  to  the  board  yesterday  it  was 
adopted  in  substance  as  follows: 

The  abolition  or  dealing  in  futures  of 
farm  products  would  result  in  narrow 
markets  confined  to  a  few  traders. 

As  a  rule  broad  and  general  markets 
while  narrowing  the  range  of  fluctua- 
tions tend  to  a  higher  average  level  of 
prices  of  all  products.  As  a  rule,  spec- 
ulative traders  buy  futures  and  not  cash 
product,  and  these  purchases  constitute 
the  main  support  to  the  markets  at  all 
times.  We  believe  that  the  abolition  of 
the  trading  in  futures  would  result  in  im- 
mense injury  to  commercial  interests 
and  a  financial  panic,  while  trading 
might  be  adapting  itself  to  new  condi- 
tions. We  also  believe  the  dealing  in 
futures  would  only  be  transferred  from 
the  United  States  to  foreign  countries. 
Basing  our  requests  upon  the  foregoing 
reasons  we  respectfully  ask  the  Llnited 
States  senate  and  house  of  representa- 
tives to  defeat  any  bill  having  in  view 
the  suppression  of  dealing  in  futures  of 
farm  products.

A  True  Account  of  Wliat  Was  Said  ami  l>oue 

at  Svea  and  Central 

Halls. 


Prices  Oi>ened  About  One-Half  Cent  Off,  Fluc- 
tuated During  the  Session  and  Closed 
Dull  and  Irregular. 


A  number  of  prominent  French  citi- 
zens of  Duluth  called  at  The  Herald  of- 
fice this  morning  and  asked  that  the 
false  reports  regarding  the  French  meet- 
ings in  the  west  end  last  night  be  cor- 
rected. The  truth  is  this.  Two  meet- 
ings were  held.  One  called  in  the  inter- 
ests of  Charley  Long  held  at  Svea  hall, 
the  other  was  a  citizens  meeting,  called 
by  no  political  party,  and  held  at  Cen- 
tral hall.  The  reports  given  in  the 
Tribune  were  deliberately  false.  At  the 
Long  meeting  there  was  a  very  slim  at- 
tendance and  only  a  few  of  those  pres- 
ent were  Frenchmen.  One  gentleman 
who  was  present  states  that  in  the  audi- 
ence were  onfy  26  Frenchmen  who  list- 
ened with  polite,  though  bored  attention 
to  the  "political  rot"  thrown  into  them. 

The  meeting  as  a  political  gathering 
may  have  been  a  success,  but  as  an  at- 
tempt to  secure  Long  the  support  of  the 
French  voters  it  was  an  absolute  failure. 
There  was  no  enthusiasm  and  very  few 
Frenchmen. 

;  At  Central  hall  things  were  quite  dif- 
ferent. There  were  at  least  300  present 
at  the  lowest  possible  estimate.  The 
meeting  was  not  called  by   any  political 

f)arty.  It  was  not  conducted  on  party 
ines.  It  was  a  meeting  of  French  citi- 
zens to  decide  what  would  be  their  ac- 
tion in  the  coming  election.  Addresses 
were  made  by  Dr.  Ladouceur,  J.  P.  Col- 
let, Dr.  Rene  and  J.  U.  Dominique.  The 
municipal  situation  and  its  reference  to 
the  coming  election  was  fully  and  fairly 
discussed  and  in  a  non-partisan  spirit. 
Although  non  partisan  in  its  idea  there 
could  be  no  doubt  before  the  meeting 
was  fairly  under  way  what  was  the  trend 
of  alT  lirs. 

Mr.  d'Autremont  was  present  and  the 
meeting  became  enthusiastic  for  him. 
The  Frenchmen  of  Duluth  are  almost  to 
a  unite  in  favor  of  the  democratic  candi- 
date. If  Mr.  Long  does  not  secure  a 
larger  vote  from  the  other  nationalities 
than  he  does  from  the  F'rench  his  re- 
turns will  have  to  be  countad  with  a  mi- 
croscope. 

In  a  general  way  there  is  lit- 
tle political  news.  The  situation  remains 
much  the  same.  Long's  chances,  if  he 
ever  had  any,  are  entirely  gone.  The 
method  of  his  campaign  has  turned  from 
him  much  support  that  might  have  been 
saved  by  more  careful  management.  Po- 
litical blunders  of  the  most  stupid  type 
have  characterized  the  work  of  himself 
and  his  managers.  Blunders  such  as 
that  which  lead  him  to 

falsify  through  his         political 

poster  the  accounts  of  the  west  end 
meetings  of  last  night.  Such  reports  are 
an  insult  to  the  intelligence  of  every 
man  who  lives  in  that  neighborhood  and 
who  knows  for  himself  the  condition  of 
affairs  there.  The  average  man  does 
not  approve  of  such  miserable  cam- 
paign methods  and  by  that  one  error  he 
has  not  only  lost  the  very  few  French 
votes  he  might  have  had,  but  numerous 
others  as  well.  The  campaign  seems 
warmer  at  the  west  end  than  at  any 
other  part  of  the  city.  It  is  said  that  the 
politicians  there  have  almost  come  to 
blows  and  that  a  warrant  was  issued  last 
night  on  *the  complaint  of  Alderman 
Cox  for  Mr.  McNamara,  charging  the 
latter  with  a  threatened  assault,  the 
difficulty  being  one  which  grew  out  of  a 
political  discussion. 


The  Duluth  market  ruled  rather  slug- 
gish in  the  early  session.  Such  sales  as 
were  made  were  for  large  lots.  The  May 
futures  seem  to  absorb  all  the  energy  of 
the  speculator  on  this  board  who  buys 
large  amounts  and  saves  energy  by  buy- 
ing seldom.  The  market  here  opened 
about  ,'<c  off  on  May  No.  i  northern  and 
the  gain  was  steady  until  it  had  touched 
the  cp  cent  point,  a  gain  of  YiZ.  Before 
noon  a  break  again  occurred.

Paris,  Jan.  30.  Hatdly  has  France 
scrambled  out  of  the  unpleasant  posi- 
tion she  thoughtlessly  placed  herself  in 
by  protesting  against  the  expulsion  from 
Bulgaria  of  a  French  newspaper  man, 
Mr.  Chadourne,  than  she  expels  a  Lev- 
antine journalist,  M.  Justin  Marengo,  of 
the  Latin  catholic  community  known  as 
Francis,  from  her  territory  in  appar- 
ently the  most  outrageous  manner  by 
order  of  the  minister  of  the  interior,  M. 
Constans. 

If  the  account  given  of  this  affair  by 
M.  Marengo  is  correct  the  agents  of  .\i. 
Constans  have  acted  in  a  more  high- 
handed manner  than  did  the  agents  of 
M.  StambulolT.  M.  Marengo  has  ap- 
pealed to  M.  de  Freycinet,  president  of 
the  council,  protesting  against  his  ex- 
pulsion from  France  and  demanding 
that  he  be  allowed  to  return.  The  fol- 
lowing is  M.  Marengo's  account  of  the 
affair: 

"On  Jan.  10,  1892,  at  8  o'clock  in  the 
evenmg  tv»o  police  officers  appeared  tW 
my  house  and  rec|uested  me  to  follow 
them  to  the  district  commissary  of  police 
who  had  a  'little  communication  to  make 
to  me.'  I  arrived  at  the  commissariat 
where  the  secretary  informed  me  on  the 
part  of  his  chief,  M.  Gucnin,  that  I  was 
to  be  expelled  as  a  man  dangerous  to  the 
public  peace.  The  twp  officers  then 
took  me  to  the  prefecture  with  all  the 
conmion  prisoners  arrested  that  morn- 
ing. I  was  even  hit  violently  to  allow 
any  arms  which  might  have  oeen  about 
me  to  fall.  I  was  then  brutally  shut  up 
in  a  cold,  wet  cell.  From  that  they  took 
me  to  the  measuring  department  where 
after  being  almost  entirely  undressed 
and  m.ide  to  stand  on  the  cold  floor  in 
my  bare  feet,  I  was  forced  to  wait  my 
turn  to  be  examined,  photographed  and 
measured.  At  about  ii  o'clock  at  night 
we  reached  Mons,  when  the  two  detect- 
ives suddenly  informed  me  that  I  was 
free. 

This  punishment  held  lasted  fifteen 
hours,  i  was  just  getting  over  an  ill- 
ness following  an  attack  of  intluen/a 
which  had  kept  me  in  bed  and  was  not 
suitablv  dressed  for  traveling  in  such 
severe  cold  weather  without  endanger- 
ing my  life.  I  might  have  had  to  sleep 
in  the  open  air  at  Mons  had  I  not  for- 
tunately had  by 'me  a  little  money.  As 
it  was,  indeed,  on  reaching  Brussels,  I 
felt  seriously  ill  and  it  is  only  today-  a 
week  after  my  expulsion-  that  I  have 
been  strong  enough  to  draw  up  with 
difficulty  this  protest  to  inform  you  of 
the  outrageousand  inhuman  proceedings, 
like  the  acts  of  an  earlier  age,  employed 
in  a  country  which  only  the  other  day 
made  a  great  diplomatic  stir  about  the 
expulsion  of  M.  Chadourne,  correspon- 
dent of  the  Ilavas  Agency  at  .Sofia,  that 
M.  Chadourne  was  expelled  violently 
and  illegally,  1  admit.  iJut  he  was  not 
so  knocked  about,  so  maltreated  as  I. 
Moreover,  he  had  been  warned  before- 
hand on  several  occasions.  As  for  me. 
I  was  simply  carried  off.  I  was  not  al- 
lowed an  hour  to  see  my  wife  .again,  to 
attend  to  my  affairs,  to  provide  myself 
with  money  or  my  papers. 

"Again,  there  is  no  analogy  between 
the  Chadourne  case  and  mine.  I  have 
never  attacked  France  or  any  of  her 
public  men.  I  have  beetj  merely  busy 
with  Eastern  affairs  in  particular  with 
Turkish,  which  I  know  completely.  The 
only  plausible  explanation  rfhat  1  have 
so  far  had  of  my  case  is  that  my  expul- 
sion was  asked  for  by  the  sublime  porte. 
It  would  seem  that  the  sultan  had  de- 
manded it  as  a  sine  qua  non  to  forcing 
Bulgaria  to  grant  some  sort  of  satisfac- 
tion to  France  in  the  Chadourne  affair.  I 
refuse  to  believe  in  this  version,  although 
it  reaches  me  through  several  deputies 
who  have  kindly  intervened  for  me  with 
M.  Constans.  But  even  if  this  be  true, 
there  was  no  necessity  for  maltreating 
me;  it  would  have  been  enough  to  ap- 
peal to  me  personally.  I  would  willingly 
have  sacrificed  myself  for  the  dignity  of 
F' ranee  or  its  government." 


ITS  CONDITION  IMPROVING. 


The  Affairs  o:  the  Dulnth  Red  Wing 
and  Southern  are  Looking  up. 

The  affairs  of  the  Duluth,  Red  Wing 
&  Southern  railroad  seem  to  be  assum- 
ing a  more  favorable  turn  and  some  de- 
cided movements  may,  it  is  said,  be  ex- 
pected within  the  next  ten  days.  The 
recent  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of 
the  road  and  of  the  construction  com- 
pany held  at  Red  Wing  was,  so  far  as 
can  now  be  ascertained,  a  most  import- 
ant one.  The  prospects  of  the  road,  in 
a  financial  way,  are  very  flattering  and 
it.  is  probable  that  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments will  be  perfected  soon  to  go 
ahead  with  the  work  of  construc- 
tion       from    this      end    of    the    line. 

The  .proposition  made  by  the  Soo  line 
some  time  ago  is  still  open.  The  Soo 
road  having  the  Canadian  Pacific  for  an 
eastern  connection,  has  at  present  no 
means  of  reaching  Duluth  or  deep  water 
navigation.  The  proposition  submittted 
was  this:  The  Soo  people  asked  the  Red 
Wing  company  to  bridge  and  grade  the 
line  from  the  Soo  crossing  to  the  lakes. 
The  Soo  then  agreed  to  take  hold  of  the 
work,  put  down  the  ties  and  iron  the 
road.  This  proposition  it  is  said  is  now 
in  the  hands  of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Red  Wing,  and  it  is  within  the 
range  of  probabilities  that  it  may  be  ac- 
cepted, although  it  is- quite  possible  that 
outside  aid  may  not  be  required.

The  Munioioal  Judgeship. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

In  your  issue  of  the  27th  inst.  appears 
a  letter  on  the  above  subject,  over  the 
pom  de  plume,  lawyer.  Like  the  man 
in  the  faole  he  blows  on  his  fingers  to 
make  them  warm  and  blows  on  his  pot- 
tage to  make  it  cold.  He  urges  the 
election  of  Mr.  Powell  because  he  has 
been  in  the  practice  of  law  for  the  past 
seven  years  and  has  been  successful  in 
his  practice.  Then,  because  of  the  ab- 
sence of  these  same  qualifications  in  N 
A.  Gearhart  he  urges  you  to  support  him 
for  special  judge,  because  as  he  savs, 
"Mr.  Gearhart  has  not  had  a  very  laree 
experience  as  a  lawyer  "  and  "possesses 
in  an  eminent  degree  another  requisite 
for  a  judge,  towit,  the  avoirdupois."  Yet 
no  one,  perhaps,  but  Lawyer  ever 
thought  that  legal  or  judicial  ability  is 
necessarily  associated  with  avoirdupois. 
Lawyer  further  adds:  "Licenses  from 
courts  may  authorize  men  to  practice, 
but  they  cannot  make  lawyers;  a  man 
becomes  a  lawyer  by  hard  work  and  un- 
remitting study."  Hence,  again,  you 
should  support  .Mr.  Gearhart,  because  he 
received  a  license  from  the  court  two 
years  ago,  and  has  never  yet  practiced 
law  nor  devoted  to  it  "hard  work  and  un- 
remitting study."  He  is  engaged  in  the 
business  of  real  estate.  But,  Lawyer 
urges  you  to  support  him  not  only  be- 
cause of  (dis)qualificat»ons  but  "in  order 
to  make  your  position  thoroughly  sound 
on  the  judgeship  question." 

Lawyers  argument  might  be  reduced 
to  the  following  syllogism:  No  one 
should  be  elected  to  the  judicial  bench 
unless  he  be  a  fairly  able  and  experi- 
enced lawyer. 

Powell  is  such  a  lawyer;  therefore  he 
should  be  elected,  (iearhart  is  no 
lawyer  and  has  no  experience  as  such, 
but  he  has  avoirdupois;  ergo,  he  should 
be  elected. 

Mr.  Editor,  permit  me  to  call  atten- 
tion to  an  editorial  in  the  Tribune  of 
Jan.  27.  A  portion  of  it  is  in  the  follow- 
ing words:  "Mr.  Gearhart  is  a  lawyer 
of  unquestioned  ability,  and  is  a  native 
of  America,  having  been  born  in  Living- 
ston county,  [township  not  given].  New 
York,  40  years  ago."  His  ability  as  a 
lawyer  nas  never  been  questioned  for 
the  same  reason  that  hi>  ability  as  acivil 
engineer,  architect  or  theologian  niias 
never  been  questioned.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  he  was  bom  in  America,  and 
born,  too,  after  the  adoption  of  the 
American  constitution,  though  it  is  quite 
possible  that  some  of  his  ancestors  were 
born  in  Europe.  But  why  mention  the 
place  of  his  nativity,  except  as  a  Know- 
Nothing  argument  in  his  favor  and 
against  his  opponent?  The  office  seeker 
or  journalist  who  appeals  to  race  preju- 
dice is  unworthy  the  name  of  American 
citizen. 

K.  H.  Winje,  the  democratic  and  peo-

DEEP  WATERWAYS

and  House  Committee.

Dillerent  Speakers  Present  Eloquent 

Statistics  Sliowiuff  the  Need  of 

the  Deep  Channel. 


Washington,  J^n.  30— The  delegates 
appointed  by  the  deep  waterways  con- 
vention held  at  Detroit  in  December 
last  to  urge  congress  to  authorize  im- 
mediate commencement  and  speedy 
completion  of  an  unobstructed  channel 
not  less  than  twenty  feet  deep  to  the 
lakes  and  their  connecting  waters,  be- 
tweeh  Chicago,  Duluth,  Superior  and 
Buffalo,  appeared  today  before  a  joint 
committee  consisting  of  members  of  the 
senate  committee  on  commerce  and  the 
house  committee  on  rivers  and  harbors 
and  foreign  and  interstate   commerce. 

George  H.  Ely,  of  Cleveland,  opened 
the  hearing  by  presenting  a  series  of  res- 
olutions in  favor  of  the  project  adopted 
by  the  convention  at  its  meeting  in  De- 
troit. Mr.  Ely,  Gen.  Sloan,  of  New 
York,  Hon.  H.  W.  Seymous,  of  the  Sault 
Ste.  Marie  chamber  of  commerce,  S.  A. 
Thompson,  secretary  of  the  Duluth 
chamber  of  commerce.  Gen.  O.  M.  Poe, 
of  the  llnited  States  engineering  corps, 
and  others  spoke  for  the  relatjpns  and 
urged  speedy  and  favorable  action  by 
congress  on  the  project. 

The  speakers  reviewed  the  growth  of 
the  tniffic  on  the  great  lakes  and  sub- 
mitted statistics  showing  how  enormous 
had  been  the  increase.  It  was  claimed 
that  twenty  feet  of  water  between  Lakes 
Superior  and  Huron  meant  and  always 
did  mean  twenty  feet  through  every 
other  channel  on  the  lakes. 
The  principal  object  of  the  convention 
which  the  delegation  represented,  was 
the  consideration  of  this  great  subject 
and  to  urge  upon  congress  the  necessity 
of  immediate  and  comprehensive  action. 

A  report  from  Gen.  Poe  was  submitted, 
estimating  the  cost  of  the  improvement 
contemplated  at  $3,394,835.

Union  Men  in  the  Saddle. 
To  the  editor  of  The  Herald: 

I  see  communications  in  the  News 
from  Mr.  Beversand"Jack  Plane."  The 
former  of  whom  I  know  personally  and 
also  know  him  to  be  a  member  of  a  labor 
union,  and  who  works  at  his  trade  for  a 
living.  The  latter  I  do  not  know  by 
that  name,  but  think  I  know  his  right 
name  .ind  if  he  is  the  party  I  have  in 
mind  I  know  he  is  a  union  member,  but 
when  he  has  done  a  day's  work  at  his 
trade  I  don't  know,  and  it  is  some  years 
since  I  first  knew  him.  1  do  not  agree 
with  these  two  writers  in  their  remarks 
upon  the  present  city  election,  and  how 
the  union  men  of  Duluth  should  vote. 

My  ideas  on  this  question  are  simply 
these:  Last  February  The  Tribune  de- 
liberately broke  a  written  agreement 
with  the  Typographical  union  and  locked 
out  all  union  men  in  its  employ.  Since 
then  it  has  left  no  stone  unturned  to 
down  union  labor  of  every  kind  in  Du- 
luth. Not  a  chance  has  it  let  slip.  I 
wonder  if  the  union  men,  affiliated  with 
the  Trades  Assembly,  here  in  Duluth 
have  forgotten  the  lying, .  malicious  at 
tacks  the  Tribune  made  upon  our  guest 
Samuel  Gompers,  president  of  the  Amer- 
ican Federation  of  Labor.  What 
would  you  have  done,  if  this  election  had 
come  shortly  after  that  attack  was  made, 
with  any  candidate  the  Tribune  might 
bring  forward.    Would  you  vote  for  him  ? 

The  News  is  the  same  "row  of  stumps" 
that  the  Tribune  is.

THE  NEWS  COPPERED  AGAIN. 


Messrs.  R.  H.  Harris,  S.  F.  Snively  and 
George  Spencer  Deny  the  Charge. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

Mr.  Robert  H.  Harris  and  George 
Spencer  at  their  option  came  to  my  of- 
fice on  Friday,  Jan.  22,  and  asked  a  con- 
ference with  me.

We  have  been  pleased  to  read  the  re- 
port of  the  speeches  at  the  Long  meet- 
ing in  Svea  hall  Thursday  night  as  given 
in  the  columns  of  that  Aujjustan  orf,'an, 
the  rodentia.  We  were,  however,  not  a 
little  surprised  that  our  friend  Charley 
Towne  should  claim  that  when  LaFay- 
ette  consented  to  help  Washington  tiyht 
the  battles  of  our  country  he  did  so  on 
condition  that  Frenchmen  in  the  here- 
after would  vote  for  Charley  Long  for 
mayor  of  Duluth.  This  is  what  might 
be  called  a  sort  of  heir  loom  argument 
that  is  not  creditable  to  the  personal 
charms  and  Augustan  claims  of  our  own 
pretender.  The  speaker  doubtless  no- 
ticed the  slight  he  had  shown 
his  candidate,         for         a         little 

later  in  his  address  he  asserted, 
not  in  so  many  words  to  be  sure,  but  in 
effect,  that  Charley  Long  freed  the 
slaves;  or  that,  if  he  didn't  free  them,  he 
is  the  only  man  who  can  keep  them  from 
going  back  into  slavery. 

This  would  be  a  clincher  if  it  were 
true,  but  we  must  assure  our  republican 
friends  that  the  speaker  put  it  too  strong. 
The  mayor  of  Uuluth  is  a  very  great  per- 
sonage, we  all  admit,  but  as  yet  no  one 
filhng  that  place  has  gone  into  the  eman- 
cipation business  to  any  great  e.\tent. 
We  feel  that  wo  can  say  in  behalf 
of        Mr.        d'Autremont,        that  if 

elected  mayor  he  will!  *  not 
repeal  any  amendments  to 

the  federal  constitution  nor  do  anything 
discreditable  to  the  memory  of  La  Fay- 
ette. He  is  under  no  pledge  to  this  ef-

But  it  IS  fortunate  for  us  there  is  no  dou- 
ble role  Charley  can't  play  quite  accept- 
ably himself,  and  if  there  is  any  two- 
faced  act  our  friends  would  like  to  see 
we  will  undertake  to  present  it  with  that 
lightning  change  artist,  the  gentleman 
from  the  Second  ward. 


THE  PROBABLE  RESULT. 

The  present    campaign,  although  reg- 
ular party  nominees  are  in    the  field,   is 
not  being  fought  on  party    lines,  and   as 
yet  all  estimates  of   the    result    are  but 
guess  work.     There  is  very    little   basis 
for  an  estimate,  as  Duluth  is   a  growing 
city  and  many    citizens    will    cast   their 
first  ballot    here    next    Tuesday.    This 
leaves  an  unknown  quantity  in  the  prob- 
lem which  nothing  but   a    count    of    the 
votes  can    discover.     On  general  princi- 
ples it  can  be  said  that  about  35  per  cent 
pi  the  votes  of  Duluth    are    democratic, 
and  if  d'Autremont  polls    the  full    party 
strength,  as  he    seems    sure  to  do,  with 
the  additions  that  are  morally  certain  to 
come  from  other    sources,  his  election  is 
the  most  probable  result  of  the  contest. 
Should  Long  poll    1000  or     12000    votes, 
which  now  seems  probable,  d'Autremont 
is  an  almost  certair    winner.     The   total 
vote  will  not  be  far  from  5000,  and  a  vote 
of  2000  is  most  likely  to  elect.   The  odds 
are  surely   with   d'Autremont  today  and 
►he  is  steadily    growing    stronger.     The 
outlooic  is  exceedingly   hopeful,  but   the 
weather  on  election  day  may   prove   the 
biggest  roorback  of  the  campaign.     We 
make  no  idle  boast,   but  believe    that  if 
the  friends  of  good    government   forget 
not  the  trust  imposed    in  them  our  can- 
didate will  go  in  with    a  handsome   plu- 
rality.    The  other  forces,  however,   are 
working  hard  and   are    more    lavish    of 
men  and    money.    Their  labors   should 
be  destroyed  by  a    grand    rally    at    the 
polls. 

NOT  A  PROMISSORY  CA-NUIDATK 
If  elected  mayor  of  Duluth  Charles 
d'Autremont  will  go  into  that  office  with- 
out a  pledge  of  place  to  any  man,  and 
without  promise  or  obligation  to  any 
clique  or  clan.  He  will  go  there  with 
his  hands  free  and  will  at  all  times  do 
that  which  in  his  own  good  judgment 
seems  best  and  wisest  for  Duluth. 
Neither  he  nor  his  committee  is  bribing 
any  man  for  his  vote  or  influence  nor 
paying  any  paper  for  its  support,  al- 
though one  of  our  contemporaries  tend- 
ered its  services  for  a  consideration.

Did  somebody  pull  the  string? 


THE   NEWS  LI Fy  AND  LAY8  DOWN  AOAIX. 

This  morning's  News  continues  its  re- 
traction on  the  installment  plan.  In  the 
course  of  an  editorial  it  says. 

TIio  News  did  not  state  and  does  not  slate  that, 
when  Mr.  Cash  used  his  iufluonce  towards  The 
Herald's  flop  from  Davis  to  d'Autremont,  ho 
was  actiiateti  by  any  iinproi>er  motives  arisins 
out  of  his  connection  with  the  Duluth  Gas  and 
Water  company.  Wo  understand,  however,  that 
such  an  inference  has  bei'n  drawn  by  some  peo- 
ple, and  as  we  had  no  intention  whatever  of 
charBiiiK  Mr.  Cash  with  such  motives  we  deem 
it  but  just  to  him  to  express  our  sincere  regret 
that  we  were  thus  unintentionally  the  cause  of 
doing  him  an  net  of  injustice. 

So  the  News  "did  not  state  and  does 
not  state,"  that  in  this  matter  Daniel  G. 
Cash  was  "actuated  by  any  improper 
motives  arising  out  of  =  his  connection 
with  the  Duluth  Gas  and  Water  com- 
pany." Well,  then,  wc  will  ask  our  con- 
temporary to  explain  not  only  what  it 
means  by  a  wide-open  policy,  but  what 
i:  meant  by  the  following  language 
which  appeared  in  its  editorial  coulmns 
on  January  26: 

It  ap|H>ar9  that  Daniel  (>.  Cash's  dictation 
that  the  Herald  shoiihl  support  d'Autre- 
mont was  prompted  by  more  than  a  de.-<ire  to 
secure  a  "wide-o|K'n"  administration.  It  was  also 
caus(>d  by  a  dosin<  to  defeat  Mayor  Davis  be- 
cause he  has  stiHxl  up  manfully  throuKhout  the 
two  years  of  his  administration  to  prevent  the 
Gas  and  Water  company  from  collecting  its 
illegal  claims  against  the  city  and  because  he 
a-<sisted  to  defeat  the  pro(H>8itiou  tosaiidle  that 
company's  plant  upon  thecity  atanextortiouat*» 
price.  Mr.  Cash  is  a  stockholder  in  the  Gas  and 
Water  company  and  in  case  the  i)eople  had 
voted  to  purchase  the  plant  at  the  llgure  named 
he  would  have  received  a  handsome  amount  for 
his  stock.  In  this  flght  on  Mayor  Davis,  he  has 
enlisted  the  aid  of  stmie  other  men  who  have 
large  interests  in  that  company. 

If  a  malignant  liar  was  ever  treed  up 
a  stump  it  is  in  this  case,  and  we  submit 
the  question  to  an  honorable  public  for 
an  honest  verdict.  The  habit  of  lying 
has  become  so  fixed  upon  the  News  that 
even  in  its  retraction  it  steps  out  of  its 
way  to  do  so.  Why,  if  it  had  any  sense, 
did  it  not  omit  those  simple  words,  "the 
News  did  not  state  '  and  just  make  it  a 
plain  "does  not  state,"  which  would  have 
been  in  better  taste  and  quite  sufficient. 
But  the  habit  could  not  be  shaken  off. 
So  it  lied  again. 

Hereafter  we  are  to  presume  that 
when  the  News  says  a  thing  it  means  the 
very  opposite.  And  it  therefore  seems 
unnecessary  Xo  deny  again  the  other 
faked  up  charges  which  it  makes,  for  if 
some  one  should  touch  the  button  it 
would  come  out  tomorrow  and  deny  that 
it  ever  said  so.  When  it  says  there  was 
a  meeting  of  The  Herald  directors,  it 
means,  by  its  own  interpretation,  that 
there  was  no  meeting.  And  when 
it  says  a  majority  of  the  direc- 
tors ordered  The  Herald  to  sup- 
port d'Autremont,  it  means  of  course 
that  they  did  not  do  so.  But  the  original 
falsehood  (hat  D.  G.  Cash,  on  behalf  of 
the  Gas  and  Water  company,  pulled  the 
string  on  the  directors, having  been  with- 
drawn with  profound  regrets,  the  ques- 
tion whether  The  Herald  directors  held 
a  meeting  or  not  is  immaterial.  They 
have  a  perfect  right  to  meet  if  they  wish 
to  do  so,  and  we  trust  our  dugout  con- 
temporary will  not  longer  bewail  such 
innocent  gatherings.  If  there  were  no 
"improper  motives,"  as  the  News  now 
declares,  why  all  this  fuss  and  bellyach- 
ing about  it?  The  local  press  doesn't 
usually  have  spasms  when  a  board  of  di- 
rectors meet. 

As  a  matter  of  history,  however,  there 
was  no  official  meeting  nor  official  action 
either  of  the  directors  or  the  Stockhold- 
ers of  The  Herald  company.  The 
editor  of  The  Herald  met  in  an  informal 
way,  on  the  occasion  referred  to,  several 
gentlemen  financially  and  otherwise  in- 
terested in  this  paper.  Some  of  those 
present  were  directors,  some  were  only 
stockholders,  and  others  were  only  em- 
ployes. The  manager  of  the  News  as  a 
stockholder  would  have  been  welcomed 
had  he  happened  in.  The  last  day  for 
bringing  candidates  into  the  field  had 
arrived  and  there  was  a  free  exchange 
of  opinion  on  all  the  facts  that  enter 
into^he  campaign.  We  pr,*sunie  the 
public  and  even  the  manager  of  the  News 
will  excuse  us  if  we  deem  the  wishes  of 
the  men  who  own  The  Herald  as  worthy 
of  consideration.  And  if  they  won't  ex- 
cuse us,  we  shall  continue  to  think  so 
just  the  same.  This  is  the  sum  and  sub- 
stance of  the  whole  business,  and  thus  is 
run  down  and  plugged  into  its  hole  the 
lying  sheet  that  maliciously  attempted 
to  throw  suspicion  and  discredit  upon 
the  utterances  of  The  Herald.  Mr.  Cash 
is  vindicated,  The  Herald  directors  are 
vindicated,  and  the  News  humbled  and 
humiliated  beyond  measure  cowers  in 
its  den  and  should  trade  off  its  dugout 
for  a  deeper  dungeon.

New  Manufactories,  Industries,  Blocks 
and  Buildings  Promised  During  the 
Year.. 

Since  the  reaction  which   followed  the 
great    speculative    boom    reached    low 
water  mark    three    or    four    years  ago, 
Winnipeg  has  made  steady  progress,  the 
development  being  chiefly   noticeable  in 
residential  portions  of    the  city,  a   large 
number  of  dwelling   houses  having  been 
erected,  especially  during    the  past  two 
years;  and,  though  that   degree  of  activ- 
ity which  some  hoped    would  come  with 
each  recurring  year,  has   not    been  real- 
ized, those  who  observe  with  a   business 
eye  cannot  do  otherwise  than  admit  that 
the  city's  growth  has  been  most   gratify- 
ing   and    encouraging.       The   recovery 
from  a  long   perioa    of    depression    has 
been  gradual,  but   each    year   records  a 
fresh  step    forward.     While    there    was 
but  little  progress  in  the  city  the  farming 
districts  were  fast  settling  up,  and  the  re- 
sultant      trade       from       that       settle- 
nient     has     embucd      old      established 
industries      with      fresh       vigor      and 
is     creating     new      ones,      and     those 
who  grappled  with    the    times    as    they 
came  will  have  a  deeper  satisfaction    in 
the  new  area  of    prosperity    than    those 
who  brought    disappointment  on  them- 
selves by  clinging  to   the  fond  hope  that 
another  inflated  boom    would    occur   to 
bring  new    or    redeem      lost      fortunes' 
While  real  estate  investments  in  Winni- 
peg during  the  next  five  years    will    un- 
doubtedly treble   in  value,  it  is   not  like- 
ly that  the  wild  cat-speculations  of    1882 
will  ever    again    be    experienced    here. 
The  indications  are  that    legitimate    de- 
velopment will  be  the  basis  of  all  invest- 
ments of  capital  hereafter,  and  there  is 
no  question  but  that  there  will  be  such 
as  to  induce  outside  capitalists  to  invest 
here  to  a  very  much  larger  extent    than 
heretofore.    This  year  the  city  will  take 
a  stride  forward   which    will  accentuate 
the  revival  of  commercial  and  industrial 
life  in  the  community  more  strongly  than 
any  events  of  the  past  few  years.    In  this 
line,  the  Cordage  Supply  company's  fac- 
tory which  will  be  located   on    a   site   of 
over  seven  acres  and    will    emplov    be- 
tween 150  and  200  hands,  another  barbed 
wire  works,  another         biscuit 

factory,  the  enlargement  and  im- 
provement of  the  Ogilvie  mills 
and  a  piano  factory  will  be  the  most 
prominent  undertakings.  An  electric 
street  railway  will  be  built  and  extended 
to  all  the  populous  portions  of  the  city, 
and  five  or  six  handsome  new  business 
blocks  will  ere  another  winter  enhance 
the  metropolitan  appearance  of  the  city. 
Principal  among  these  buildings  will  be 
a  block  on  Portage  avenue  at  the  corner 
of  Main  street,  which,  it  is  said,  will  be 
far  ahead  in  architectural  design  and  in- 
ternal appointments  of  any  other  build- 
inpf  in  the  city.  The  Norwood  Improve- 
ment company  will  also  make  extensive 
improvements  on  their  plot  across  the 
river.  The  C.  P.  R.,  may  also  make 
some  extensive  alterations  in  their  build- 
ings here,  though  they  have  not  definitely 
been  decided  on.  The  city  architects 
are  kept  busy  making  plans  for  altera- 
tions in  blocks  and  for  new  buihlings  of 
varied  description.  Should  the  con- 
struction of  the  Hudson  Bay  railway  be 
proceeded  with  this  year,  and  there  is 
very  good  reason  to  believe  that  it  will,

But  '  the  fight  is 
all  his  own.  Mr.  Towne  is 
lending  '  him  all  the  support 
that  oratory  can  furnish,  but  that  is 
really  of  little  avail.  Long  is  hopelessly 
defeated  and  no  one  recognizes  that  bet- 
ter than  the  practical  politicians  who 
are  in  the  republican  party.  The  situa- 
tion with  them  is  this:  For  a  few  days  of 
the  campaign  Long  was  given  the  nom- 
inal support  of  some  of  republican  lead- 
ers, but  others  have  had  nothing  to  do 
with  his  hopeless  rainbow  chase  from 
the  first.  Yesterday  there  was 
a  split.  It  is  on  open 
secret  that  the  republicans  have 
had  a  battle  royal.  Today  the  knives 
which  have  been  in  waiting  ever  since 
Charles  Alexander  was  named  have  been 
put  into  service.  "I  estimate,"  said  a 
republican  this  morning,  "that  Long's 
vote  has  fallen  off  506  in  the  last  two 
days.  The  day  after  he  was  nominated 
I  gave  him  1000.  From  the  way  he  is 
being  deserted  by  the  vote  controllers  of 
his  party  I  regard  it  now  as  doubtful  if 
he  gets  more  than  500.  If  the  tide  keeps 
setting  against  him  as  it  is  now  doing  1 
do  not  believe  he  will  get  even  so  large 
a  vote  as  did  Mr.  HalT  two  years  ago. 
His  campaign  is  just  such  a  one  as  was 
Mr.  Hallss.  He  has,  I  believe,  a  little 
more  personal  popularity  than  did 
the  tormer  candidate  but  not  a  great 
deal.  His  failure  will,  however,  be  not 
so  much  the  result  of  anv  great  fault  of 
his  own  as  it  will  be  that  of  his  party. 
I  think  that  Long's  defeat  will  be  a  good 
thing  for  the  party.  He  is  not 
a  representative  republican.  He 
would  be  anything  that  would  help 
him  to  gain  his  ends.  When  it  comes  to 
a  question  of  state  and  national  politics 
the  party  will  be  all  the  better  for  his  de- 
feat. At  the  same  time  1  have  no  ex- 
cuse to  make  for  the  men  who  have  be- 
trayed hiin.  It  is  a  part  of  a  well  laid 
political  plan  which  will  be  developed 
in  the  future  but  it  was  unkind  to  make 
a  victim  of  Mr.  Long."  This  is  doubt- 
less the  sentiment  of  the  street   today. 

Long  stock  is  "slumping"  badly.  He 
has  tried  to  bull  a  falling  market.  Such 
an  attempt  could  meet  nothing  but  dis- 
aster. Every  point  that  Long  stock 
loses  is  a  ^ain  for  d'Autremont.  The 
latter  is  gaining  strength  with  every  day 
of  the  campaign.  With  a  strong  man 
nominated  by  the  republicans  he  might 
have  lost.  As  it  is  his  chances  are  bet- 
ter than  thosfe  of  any  other  candidate. 

Political  meetings  are  being  held  in 
prolusion.  There  were  party  meetings 
in  nearly  every  ward  last  night.  On 
Park  point  two  meetings  were  held  one 
for  Long  and  one  for  d'Autremont. 
Both  were  well  attended.  In  the  west 
end  several  meetings  were  held.  On 
Monday  evening  a  grand  rally  will  be 
held  at  the  Temple.

Cradled  at  the  Mercy  of  an  Angrry  Sea 

and  Surrounded  on  All  Sides 

by  Rocks. 


Heroic  Guardsmen  Labor  Under  the 

Utmost  Disadvanta{?e  in  Rescuing: 

the  Imperiled  Passengers. 


London,  Feb.  i,--The  steamship  Eid- 
er, of  the  North  German  Lloyd  steam- 
ship line,  Capt.  Henecke,  which  left  New 
York  for  Bermen  on  Jan.  23,  went  ashore 
last  night  on  the  Atherfield  rocks  nine 
miles  west  of  Ventnor,  Isle  of  Wight, 
during  a  heavy  fog. 

The  passengers  became  so  alarmed 
and  pleaded  so  earnestly  to  be  allowed 
to  go  ashore  that  the  Eider's  commander 
consented  to  allow  some  of  them  to  do 
so  and  13  of  the  passengers  were  safely 
landed  at  Atherheld  in  the  lifeboat  af- 
ter passing  through  an  experience 
among  the  waves  off  shore  that  they  are 
not  likely  to  forget  for  the  remainder  of 
their  lives. 

The  life  boat  was  tossed  about  like  a 
cork,  her  passengers  and  crew  were  re- 
peatedly half  drowned  beneath  the  crests 
of  towering  breakers  and  were  repeated- 
ly lost  to  view  from  the  ship  ana  from 
the  shore.  The  drenched  and  half 
drowned  passengers  and  life  savers  were 
heartily  cheered  upon  landing  and  re- 
ceived every  assistance  possible. 

The  steamship  is  cradled  in  a  spot 
surrounded  on  all  sides  by  dangerous 
rocks  which  are  so  close  together  that 
even  the  light  draught  life  boats  experi- 
ence the  utmost  difficulty  in  getting 
near  enough  to  permit  of  passengers  and 
mail  bags  oeing  swung  off  into  them. 
Everything  possible  is  being  done  for 
the  distressed  vessel.  Tugs  and  life 
boats  are  struggling  to  reach  the  Eider, 
but  the  cruel  rocks  combined  with  the 
heavy  sea  and  terrible  wind  prevent 
these  crafts  from  reaching  her  and  it  is 
now  feared  that  the  Eider  is  doomed  to 
destruction  and  that  there  will  be 
serious  loss  of  life  among  her  passen- 
gers. The  scene  off  Atherfield  is  grandly 
terrible.  As  the  day  wears  on  the  con- 
dition of  the  Eider  becomes  more  and 
more  serious.  She  is  now  firing  mmute 
guns  of  distress. 

The  Eider  left  New  York  on  Jan.  24. 
There  were  ig  first  cabin,  25  second 
cabin  passengers,  and  175  steerage  pas- 
sengers and  about  70  in  the  crew.  The 
vessel  is  5500  tons  register  and  was  con- 
sidered one  of  the  best  vessels  of  the 
North  German  Lloyd's  fleet.  The  pas- 
sengers were  mostly  Germans,  Scandi- 
navians and  Danes  returning  to  their  na- 
tive lands.  Her  cargo  consists  of  a 
large  consignment  of  cotton  for  English 
and  German  manufacturers.

section  24  of  the  timber  culture  law  and 
requesting  all  Minnesota  representatives 
in  congress  to  favor  its  passage;  request- 
ing them  to  support  river  and  harbor  im- 
provements suggested  at  the  late  river 
improvement  convention  held  at  Kansas 
city.

Preachers  is  no  More. 

London,  Feb.  i.— Rev.  Charles  H. 
Spurgeon  died  at  his  home  at  Mentone 
at  1 1  :o5  last  night. 

Rev.Chas.  Hadden  Spurgeon  was  born 
on  June  19, 1834,  in  Kelvcdon,  Essex.  He 
received  an  ordinary  education  under 
strong  religious  influences.  He  became 
a  village  preacher  at  Taversham.  and 
soon  alter  became  pastor  of  a  baptist 
chapel  at  Waterbeacn.  At  this  period, 
only  17  years  old,  he  delivered  a  series  of 
discourses  which  attracted  immense 
crowds  and  spread  his  fame  through 
England  and  even  America  as  the  "Hoy 
Preacher." 

He  preached  for  the  first  time  in  Lon- 
don in  1853  with  such  success  that  the 
edifice  had  to  be  enlarged  to  accommo- 
date the  rapidly-growing  congregation. 
Finally  the  Metropolitan  tabernacle  was 
built,  which  holds  4000  or  5000  people, 
and  there  the  famous  preacher  has  re- 
mained to  this  day. 


A  Good  Gathering  ol  Polanders 
Svea  Hall  Yesterday. 
There  was  a  well  attended  meeting 
yesterday  afternoon  m  Svea  hall  of 
Polish  laborers  whose  employme'-t 
makes  it  almost  impossible  for  them  to 
meet  at  any  other  time.  Amon^  the 
speakers  was  C.  d'Autremont,  candidate 
for  mayor,  who  made  a  strong  'speech 
urging  the  claims  of  good  government 
upon  his  hearers.  He  attacked  what  is 
called  a  ''wide  open"  policy  and  de- 
clared himself  tor  the  suppression 
of  vice.-  "He  holds  that  the 
dens  of  assignation  can  be 
driven  from  the  heait  of  the  city,  that 
the  sale  of  liquor  to  minors  can  be  sup- 
pressed, that  the  unlicensed  sale  of 
liquors  day  and  night  in  houses  of  pros- 
titution can  be  prevented  and  that  Du- 
luth can  be  run  without  giving  the  demi 
monde  the  freedom  of  the  city.  He  read 
the  following  item  from  the  News:

Secretary  Blaine  Formally  Responds 
to  Chile's  Recent  Apoloey. 

Washington,  Feb.  i.— The  following 
is  the  reply  sent  by  Secretary  Blaine  to 
the  Chilean  government  note  of  apology 
of  the  2Sth  inst.: 

"Egan,  minister,  Santiago:  I  am  di- 
rected by  the  president  to  acknowledge 
the  receipt  of  Senor  Pereira's  dispatch  of 
the  25th  mst.  It  has  been  communicat- 
ed to  congress  and  has  given  great 
pleasure  to  the  people  of  the  IJnited 
Stated  and  the  executive  department,  as 
it  restores  the  correspondence  between 
the  two  republics  to  a  basis  of  cordiality 
and  makes,  as  he  believes,  a  full  and 
honorable  adjustment  of  all  unsettled 
matters,  easily  attainable. 

"The  President  congratulates  the 
Chilean  government  upon  the  frank  and 
ample  withdrawal  of  the  Matta  circular, 
ancl  upon  the  spirit  of  justice  displayed 
by  Minister  Egan.  You  will  assure  the 
Chilean  government  that  the  President 
will  be  glad  to  meet  in  the  most  gener- 
ous spirit  these  friendly  overtures. 

"Believing  that  the  subject  of  apara- 
tion  for  the  assault  upon  the  seeman  of 
the  Baltimore  is  now  capable  of  adjust- 
ment between  the  two  governments  by 
the  usual  diplomatic  methods,  the  presi- 
dent postpones,  for  the  present,  any  dis- 
cussion of  the  suggestions  macie  by 
Senor  Pereira,  as  to  the  use  of  other 
methods;  aot  doubting  that  the  sense  of 
justice  of  Chile  will  enable  the  two  gov- 
ernments to  speedly  and  honorably 
make  a  full  end  of  the  whole  matter."

I  XANSWEKED  AND  UXAXSWEKAHLE. 

The  Herald  has  made  no  statement  in 
this  campaign  which  it  cannot  prove  in 
a  court  of  law.  It  has  itemized  its 
charges  against  the  present  administra- 
tion and  the  maligning  advocate  of 
mock  morality  has  not  dared  to  deny 
them.  They  remain  unanswered  and 
unanswerable.  On  the  olher  hand  every 
charge  made  by  the  maligner  against 
this  paper  or  our  candidate  has  been 
squarely  met,  confession  of  falsehood  se- 
cured and  the  willful  liars  run  into  their 
holes.  A  few  of  the  charges  which  we 
are  ready  to  prove  we  here  reiterate: 

There  are  something  like  fifty  places 
in  Duluth  where  Uquor  is  sold  at  retail 
without  a  municipal  license.  Many  of 
these  places  ate  houses  of  prostitution  in 
which  liquor  can  be  obtained  at  any 
hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

The  present  highly  moral  administra- 
tion practically  licenses  prostitution  by 
demanding  a  regular  monthly  fine  from 
the  mistresses  of  such  houses. 

There  are  numerous  houses  of  prostitu- 
tion and  assignation  in  the  heart  of  the 
city,  well  known  to  the  police,  which 
have  run  unmolested  during  the  present 
administration.  For  further  particulars 
call  at  The  Herald  office. 

There  are  several  gambling  games 
now  running  in  Duluth,  to  the  full 
knowledge  of  the  police,  and  without 
molestation.  Many  thousands  of  dollars 
have  changed  hands  in  them  this  winter. 

Liquors  have  been  habitually  sold  af- 
ter 1 1  o'clock  at  night  and  on  Sunday. 
There  have  been  spurts  of  virtue  in  cer- 
tain quarters  but  no  even  and  consistent 
enforcement  of  the  law. 

Saloon  keepers  who  have  been  favored 
have  declared  their  intention  of  support- 
ing the  present  administration  which 
they  say  is  "good  enough  for  us."  One 
of  this  number  had  a  communication  in 
the  columns  of  the  local  maligner  and 
immoral  advocate. 

The  Herald  has  no  purpose  to  be 
harsh,  but  when  any  class  of  people  pub- 
licly advertise  themselves  as  better  than 
the  world  around  them,  their  lives  and 
deeds  are  proper  objects  of  inspection.

gratify  the  morbid  tastes  of  the  vile  and 
vicious;  the  pretended  champion  of  high 
morality,  it  concedes  each  day  that  it 
lied  the  day  before;  crying  aloud  its  be- 
lief in  the  enforcement  of  the  law,  it  sees 
it  broken  without  remonstrance;  declar- 
ing that  the  whisky  crowd  are  all  for 
d'.A.utremont,  it  publishes  a  saloon- 
keeper's letter  in  support  of  Davis;  pro- 
fessing moral  heroism,  it  is  too  cowardly 
to  specify  charges  against  the 
opposing  candidate;  maliciously 
declaring  that  the  •  election  of 
d'Autremont  would  give  us  a  wide  ooen 
policy,  it  concedes  it  doesn't  know  what 
a  wide  open  policy  means;  and  declaring 
there  has  been  no  public  gambling  in 
Duluth  under  the  present  administration' 
it  charges  that  the  quarters  now  occu- 
pied by  The  Herald  were  gorgeously  fit- 
ted up  for  such  purpose. 

Such  is  this  holier  than  thou  advocate 
of  indecency.  Weak  and  vacillating, 
without  a  redeeming  quality,  it  day  by 
day  flops  from  one  falsehood  to  another, 
proving  nothing  and  deserting  every  po- 
sition but  that  of  malice  aforethought.

BARNACLES  ON  ITS  BOTTOM, 

The  municipal  ship  of  state  has  barn- 
acles on  its  bottom  that  are  dragging  it 
down.  It  should  be  put  in  dry  dock  and 
scraped  off.  With  a  police  force  cost- 
ing in  i8qo  four  times  what  it  did  in  '67 
($19,648,23  and  $76,749,59  are  the  exact 
figures),  and  with  far  less  efficiency,  it  is 
time  something  was  done.  The  men, 
themselves,  with  a  few  exceptions,  ar« 
all  right,  but  there  is  no  vigor  at  the 
head  of  the  business.  Many  thefts  have 
been  made  in  hotels  and  theaters  and 
the  thieves  have  very  leisurely  got  away. 
But  this  is  not  the  only  expensive  luxury. 
There  are  many  hangerson  in  the  various 
departments,  all  of  which  are  much 
more  expensive  than  they  should  be. 
What  we  want  is  a  mayor  that  hasn't 
promised  everybody  the  earth  and  will 
run  the  local  government  on  a  business 
basis. 


FIGURES  TALK. 
The  question  of  expense    in    running 
the  city  government  is  the  one    that  will 
appeal  most  strongly  to    the  solid    citi- 
zens who  pay  the  taxes.  The  Herald  has 
already  made  some  reference  to  the  mat- 
ter and  we  again  call  attention  to    a  few 
of  the  figures.    The  current  fiscal    year 
which  closes  with  the    present    election, 
shows  up  the  worst  of  all,  but  the  annual 
statements  are  not  yet  ready.    From  the 
official  report  of  the  city  comptroller  and 
treasurer  published  Feb.  16,    1891,    is  a 
comparative  statement  tor  the  four  pre- 
ceding years.    From  this    we    take    the 
following:

The  fire  department  cost  $33,915.74  in 
1887  and  $92,561.98  in  1890. 

The  health  department  cost  $2545.67  in 
1887  and  $6356.80  in  1890. 

The  salaries  of  cily  officers  not  in- 
cluded in  the  several  departments  were 
$8099.38  in  1887  and  $18,273.30  in  1890. 

The  engineer's  department  cost  $22,- 
522.64  in  1887  and  $34,988.02  in  1890. 

The  lighting  of  the  streets  cost  $2206.34 
in  1887  and  $22,863.68  in  1890. 

The  municipal  court  cost  $4103.02  in 
1887  and  $7594.08  in  1890. 

The  street  department  cost  $19,275.04 
in  1887  and  $29,776.97  in  1890,  while  the 
total  street  improvements  were  $547.- 
114.44  in  1887  and  only  $415,081.20  in 
1890.  The  board  of  public  works  also 
cost  less  in  1887  than  in  1890,  and  in  1888 
it  cost  only  $3668.21,  while  the  figures 
for  last  year  with  less  improvements  were 
$6623.58. 

In  this,  if  you  sum  up  the  totals,  you 
will  find  in  round  numbers  a  difference 
of  $150,000  a  year,  or  $300,000  for  the 
mayor's  term  of  two  years,  and  this  in 
the  face  of  the  fact,  that  there  were 
more  public  improvements  in  1887  than 
in  1890.  Only  a  very  small  fraction  of  it, 
as  in  the  case  of  street  lighting  and  the 
municipal  court,  can  be  explained  away. 
This  $300,000  would  pay  a  pretty  fair 
salary  for  an  efficient  mayor  and  the 
point  seems  worthy  of  consideration.

"My  friends,  I  want  to  say  that  if    there 
ever  was  a  country  and    nation    on    the 
globe  that  might  well   with    ancient    Is- 
rael be  called    "A    vineyard    in  a    very 
fruitful  hill  and  planted  with  the  choicest 
vine,"  it  is  this  glorious  America  beyond 
the  seji.     And  just  as  truly  as  God  had  a 
work  for  Israel  to  perform  and  a  mission 
for  Israel  to  fulfiH,  just  so  truly  has  God 
a  work  for  this  nation  to  perform    and  a 
mission  for  this  nation   to    fulfill.    With 
these  great  facts  pressing  upon  my  mind 
and    burning   within    my    heart,    and  I 
trust  fully  and  properly    awake    to    the 
great  and  living  interests  which  we  are  to 
consider  and  pass  upon  in  the  next  forty- 
eight  hours  I  have  felt    compelled    as  a 
faithful  watchman  to  take  up  the  trum- 
pet of  God  and  sound  the  cry  of  alarm 
Oh!  would  that  it  were  within  my   power 
to  kill  the  two  great   monster    sins    that 
are  sapping  the  nation's  life  and   threat- 
ening   the    nation's,   fall -intemperance 
and  the  desecration  of  God's    holy   Sab- 
bath day. 

I  have  gone  along  streets  where  it 
seemed  as  if  block  after  block  were  one 
continuous  line  of  fortifications  with  their 
machinery  'e.eled  at  the  passer-bv,  and 
what  is  so  alarming  is  we  cannot  nave 
the  plainest  and  simplest  laws  against 
these  carried  into  force.  AU  over  the 
country  it  is  against  the  law  to  sell 
liquors  to  minors  or  on  the  Sabbath  day. 
But  where  is  the  saloon  keeper  who  has 
any  conscience  to  observe  that  law? 
How  long  then  under  such  a  strain  may 
we  look  for  the  nation  to  stand  ?  How 
long  under  such  a  strain  might  we  look 
lor  any  nation  to  stand.?  When  the  cup 
of  God's  wrath  is  full,  then  it  is  that  the 
"woes  "  begin  to  fall.  .And  with  this  na- 
tion it  is  very  soon  to  be  a  question  ot  re- 
formation or  of  death. 

We  have  a  good  right  to  look  to  our  state 
and  county  and  township  and  cityofHcers 
than  to  any  others  to  see  that  this  is 
done,  yet  we  must  remember  that  the 
officers  cannot  execute  the  laws  and 
bring  about  lasting  reform  unless  the 
people  stand  with  them  and  by  them  to 
give  them  strength  and  support.  Banish 
the  wine  cup  from  your  tables  at  home. 
Cut  short  your  companionship  with 
drinking  men.  Swear  an  eternal  hos- 
tility to  the  traffic  of  rum.  And  resolve 
never  to  cross  the  threshold  of  a  grog 
shop  or  saloon  unless  it  be  to  make 
arrests  or  pray.  And  let  no  one  think 
that  because  he  is  to  approach  the  polls 
on  next  Tuesday  he  is  to  put  the  fear  of 
God  away  from  before  his  eyes;  but  go, 
and  as  an  honored  citi/.en  of  this  free 
and  Christian  land,  cast  your  ballot  as 
you  would  be  glad  to  have  it  counted 
when  the  books  are  opened  for  the  judg- 
ment day. 


At  the  Temple. 
Rev.  Mr.  Barker  drew  out  a  larger 
house  than  ever  at  the  vemple  last  even- 
ihg.  But  the  limit  has  now  been 
reached.  No  more  people  can  be 
crowded  into  the  house  than  were  there 
last  night.

There 
are  a  great  many  republicans  and  a  large 
number  of  democrats  up  here,  but  that 
makes  no  difference;  we  know  what  we 
have    got    and  propose  to  keep  it.    We 
have  no  gas,  water  or  sewers  up  here, 
and  don't  know  as  we  ought  to  have  any 
of    those  conveniences,  considering  the 
way  we  have  always  voted,  but   we   can 
let  our  cows  run  loose  and  that  helps  out 
considerably.     We  helped  elect  Suiphin 
once  and  got  the  worst  of  it.      It  is  true 
he  ordered  the  Gas  and  Water  company 
to  build  a  reservoir  on  the   hill  to  supply 
us  with   water,  and  demanded  that  the 
Street    Car    company  build   a    line    on 
Fourth  street  to  Fourteenth  avenue  west. 
This  was  a  good  enough  thing  for  dudes 
who  want    to    ride    and  who    like  fresh 
water   to   drink,  and  we  don't  know  that 
it  would  be  objected  to  by  any  of  the  rest 
of  us;    but   he    made   a   great   mistake 
when  he   refused    to    let   the  cows  run 
below  Sixth   street.     He  used  to  have  a 
pound  master  up  there  all    the    time  to 
protect  people  who  were  too  high    toned 
to  keep  cows  and  pigs.     Davis  saw    this 
great  mistake  and  profited  by  it.     When 
he  ran  he  came  to  see  us  like  a  man  and 
agreed  if  he  was  elected  that    our    cows 
and  hogs  might  run   at    large    provided 
they  did  not    come    down    below    third 
street.     He  is  a  man  and  kept  his   word. 
Of  course    there    are    some    faults  in 
Davis;  for  instance  he  let  the  water  com- 
pany off  from    finishing    the    reservoir, 
but  with  apparent  good    reason,    for    if 
water  works  were  put  in    on    the    hill  it 
would  beat  all    the  water    cart    men    in 
town  out  of  a  job.    The  only  way  to   ap- 
preciate this  fully  is  to  become  a    water 
cart  man;  but  that  makes  no    difference; 
Davis    loves    the    workingmen    and     a 
water  cart    man  is    one   of  them.    The 
street  car  did  not  come  either    but    I  do 
not  think  Davis  is  any    more    to    blame 
tor  that  than  Mannheim  is. 

Besides  keeping  his  word    about    the 
cows  and  hogs  Davis  has    been    on    the 
popular  side  of  every  important  question 
that     has      come      up      since     he     has 
been  mayor.  Everybody  don't  know  how 
he  does  this,  but  we  who  do  know   think 
It  is  pretty  cute  of  him.     You  see  when- 
ever any  question  of  importance  comes 
up  he  skips  down  to  Joplin  Mo.  and  stays 
there  until  by  reading  all  the  Duluth  pa- 
pers, and  private  letters  from  his  friends 
he  finds  out  which  side  to   take,  then   he 
comes  home  and    bails  in    original    like 
just  as  though  he  was  leader  of   the  pop- 
ular side.       He  came    mighty  near  get- 
ting slipped  up  on  this    last   tall  though 
on  the  water  works  question  and  I  really 
don't  know  how  he   escaped,  but  think  it 
was    because    he    did    not  care  to  take 
sides    openly    until  after  the  votes  were 
counted. 

You  may  rest  assured  that  the  cow  and 
hog  fellows  will  vote  solid  for  Marcus 
Joplin  Davis.

THE   MARKETS. 


It  has  been  an  appropriate  day  for  the 
Long  party  and  its  nominees.  All 
day  the  snow  flakes  have  been  droppinj^ 
upon  his  political  grave  and  covering  it 
deeper  and  deeper.  There  will  be  a 
effort  made  tonight  by  all  the  means 
known  to  political  bosses  to  materialize 
the  ghost  of  Charley's  departed  hopes 
but  they  will  be  useless  and  after  tomor- 
row Mr.  Long  will  rejoice  that  he  did  not 
resign  his  position  as  alderman 
and  incidentally  a  few  of  the  snow  drops 
fell  upon  Mr.  Davis.  The  victory  is 
Mr.  d'Autremont's.  He  will  win  hands 
down.  Since  Saturday  there  has  been 
some  little  change. but  not  much.  Mr. 
Long  has  gained  some  little  and  Davis 
has  lost  some  ground.  It  has  just  come 
to  light  that  Mr.  Davis  has  been  indul- 
ing  in  some  peculiar  campaign  methods. 
He  has  been  carrying  out  Henry  Has- 
kins*  idea  though  on  a  little  more 
elaborate  scale.  For  some  time  past  it 
has  been  noticed  that  the  number  of 
pjddlers  has  increased  without  any  cor- 
responding increase  in  the  number  of 
licenses  issued.  The  peddlers  all  be- 
long to  one  class  of  people  and  their 
vote  it  is  said  the  mayor  will  receive  al- 
most solid.  He  has  in  a  word  been 
trading  the  rights  of  his  official  po-ition 
for  political  influence.  Any  one  of  these 
people  desiring  to  become  a  peddler  did 
not  need  to  pay  the  niecessary  fees  for 
securing  a  license.  He  had  only  to  ap- 
ply to  his  "honor"  and  secure  an  indefi- 
nite permit  which  was  all  that  was  re- 
auired.  It  cannot  be  told  how  many  of 
these  have  been  issued,  but  there  have 
been  a  great  many,  and  without  doing 
anything  out  of  the  direct  line  of  his 
ofticial  daily, beyond  buying  votes  with  his 
official  power,  the  mayor  has  added 
materially  to  the  number  of  ballots  which 
will  appear  to  his  credit  tomorrow  night. 

But  his  fight  is  useless.  He  may  come 
close  to  success;  he  cannot  reach  it.  Ap- 
parentlv  now  there  is  nothing  which  can 
defeat  d'Autremont.  The  Davis  regime 
is  nearly  over.  The  Long  campaign 
has  been  a  hard  fought  one.  Deserted 
by  his  friends  he  has  from  the  first  been 
leading  a  "forlorn  hope."  He  has  made 
a  better  struggle  than  was  expected  of 
him.  He  has  never  had  the  slightest 
chance  of  election.  Today  his 
prospects  are  slighter  than 

ever  before.  Tonight  he  will  close  his 
campaign  at  Temple  opera  with  a 
"grand  rally,"  which  will  be  the  funeral 
of  his  ambition.  The  straits  which  he 
is  in  will  be  best  understood  by  the  fact 
that  against  the  advice  of  his  friends,  he 
intends  to  bring  out  a  political  bomcrang 
of  the  most  dangerous  type.  He  real- 
izes that  his  defeat  has  been  accom- 
Blished  by  d'Autremont  rather  than  bv 
>avis.  His  object  now  is  not  so  much 
success  as  it  is  revenge.  Anything  to 
defeat  d'Autremont  will  be 

his         idea        for        he        in  com- 

mon with  the  rest  of  his  party 
recojijnizes  that  it  is  now  d'Autremont 
against  the  field,  and  they  prefer  that 
Davis  should  be  elected  rather  than  he. 
Accepting  this  view  of  the  situation  thev 
will  adopt  the  dangerous  course  of  going 
into  personal  mud-slinging.  It  is  said  on 
good  authority  that  a  personal  slander  of 
the  worst  sort  is  to  be  uttered  against 
Mr.  d'Autremont  when  it  will 
be  so  late  that  time  will  not  be  allowed 
him  to  show  how  false  it  is.  There  is 
comfort  in  the  fact,  however,  that  no  one 
will  believe  it  to  be  anything 
other  than  a  malicious  cam- 
paign lie,  adopted  as  the  last 
resort  of  a  defeated  candidate.  The 
Herald  was  at  pams  this  morning  to  in- 
terview as  many  prominent  republicans 
as  could  be  seen.  All  admitted  that 
they  had  heard  that  some  political  lie 
was  to  be  uttered  at  tonight's  meeting. 
There  was  not  one  of  them  either  who 
did  not  deprecate  the  proposed  action, 
not  only  as  an  unworthy  step  but  as  a 
dangerous  expedient  which  would  aid 
rather  than  injure  the  gentlemen  against 
whom  it  was  aimed.

New  York,  Feb.  2,— Ex-Governor 
John  L.  Hoyt,  of  Wyoming,  came  to  New 
York  yesterday  from  Washington  in  the 
interest  of  the  government  to  send  grain 
to  the  starving  people  of  Russia.

TO  KESTORE  SERFDOM. 

The  Czar  Proposes  to  Restore  Serfdom 
in  T\(ro  Provinces. 
Paris,  Feb.  2.— According  to   advices 
from  St.  Petersburg  the   czar  intends  to 
initiate  measures  for    the    restoration  of 
serfdom  among  the  peasants.     Reports 
from  many   district  officials    have   con- 
curred in  the  statement  that  the  increase 
of  population  in  the  villages  is   so  great 
that  land  belonging  to    the    local    com- 
munes is  insufficient  to  support  all  mem- 
bers.   One-third  of  the  harvest    is  to  be 
restored  in  the  communal  magazines  for 
the  sunport  of  the  peasants;  one-third  to 
be    sold    by    the   government     for  the 
payment    of    local    debts    to    the   state 
and       the      remaining      one-third      is 
to  be  retained  for  the  payment    of    gov- 
ernment taxes.    The  peasants    will    not 
be  allowed  to    move    from    their    com- 
munes, but  will  be  bound  to  the  soil  and 
will  be  obliged  to  fulfill   their    contracts 
with  the  state.    The  system  will   be  first 
applied  in  the  provinces  of  Samara  and 
SaratofT,  and  if  successful,    will    be    ex- 
tended all  over  the  empire.      The    exe- 
cution of  the  new  law  will  be    entrusted 
to  the  district  officials,  and  as  these   are 
recruited  from  the  reaction   of    anv    no- 
bility who  are  in  favor  of  the  restoration 
of  serfdom,  they  are    certain    to    report 
the  scheme  a  success.

YELLOWSTONE  PARK  SCHEME. 

A  Bill  Introduced  to  Incorporate 
Yellowstone  Park  Company. 
Washi.ngton,  Feb.  2.— Senator  Wash- 
bum  yesterday  introduced  a  bill   for  the 
incorporation  of  ihe  Yellowstone  Park 
company.    Section  i  names  Charles  Gib- 
son, John  D.    Perry,  Thomas  Lowry  and 
C.   B,   Raymond  as  a  body  corporated 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Yellow- 
stone Park  company.     The  capital  stock 
shall  be  $800,000,  in  shares  of  Sioo.    The 
company  is    authorized    to   acciuire   and 
operate  hotels  and  appartenant  Duildings 
or  establishments  in  or  near  the   Yellow- 
stone National  park.    The  bill  grants  the 
company    the    right    to    use    10     acres 
of    eround    at    each    of    the    following 
places:     Mamm*oth  Hot    springs,  Norris 
geyser  basin,   Fountain     geyser    basin, 
Grand  canon,  Lower    Yellowstone  lake, 
and  West  bay  of  Yellowstone  lake.   The 
company  shall  have  the   right  to  quarry 
stone  and  use  timber  in  the  park  for  use 
in  constructing    its    buildings.    No    ex- 
clusive privileges  are  granted  except  on 
the    ground    specified.      The    companv 
shall  acquire  control  of  the    property  of 
the  present    Yellowstone    Park    associ- 
ation within  go  days  after   incorporation. 

An  annual  rental  of  $50  shall  be  paid 
the  government  for  each  parcel  of  50 
acres  used.  The  present  law  allows 
only  10  acres  to  .any  one  comp.inv,  and 
as  the  buildings  not  in  use  occupy'  fully 
10  acres,  it  is  impossible  to  make  further 
improvements. 

Senator  Davis  presented  the  petition 
of  the  Young  People's  Society  of  Chris- 
tian endeavor,  of  Rochester,  Minn.,  in 
favor  of  closing  the  World's  fair  on  Sun- 
day.

TENEMENT  HOUSE  HORROR. 

Panic-stricken  Hebrews  Leap  From  a 
Burning  BuildinK:  Two  Will  Die. 

New  York,  Feb.  2.— A  fire  occurred 
last  night  in.  a  rear  4-story  tenement 
4ouse  at  87  Hester  street,  which  w!is  oc- 
cupied by  eight  families  of  Russian  He- 
brews. 

The  escape  of  the  inmates  by  the 
stairway  was  cut  off  and,  panic  stricken, 
they  fled  to  the  roof  and  fire  escapes. 
Seven  of  them  were  so  badly  frightened 
by  the' near  approach  of  the  fire  that 
they  leaped  to  the  court  yard  below.  All 
sustained  serious  injuries  and  two  of 
the  injured,  Rebecca  Pomerants  and 
Louis  Kaufmann,  will  die. 

The  other  tenants  remained  on  the 
roof  and  on  the  fire  escapes  in  which 
places  they  were  safely  rescued  by  the 
firemen.  The  loss  by  fire  amounts  to 
about  $10,000. 


Furious  Waves  are  Now  Breaking  the 
Vessel  to  Pieces. 
London,  Feb.  2. — There  now  seems  to 
be  more  than  a  probability  that  the 
steamship  Eider,  which  is  on  the  rocks 
at  Atherfield,  Isle  of  Wight,  will  become 
a  total  loss.  It  was  hoped  last  night 
that  the  government  and  other  tugs 
would  be  able  to  pull  the  Kider  off  at 
midnight,  but  all  attempts  in  that  direc- 
tion have  failed. 

Throughout  the  night  a  high  wind  pre- 
vailed, raising  a  heavy  sea  which  caused 
high  breakers  to  sweep  almost  continu- 
ously over  the  Kider.  The  result  is  that 
her  position  this  morning  has  changed 
decidedly  for  the  worse.  Her  propeller 
has  been  carried  away  and  the  size  of 
the  leak  in  her^bottom  has  increased  and 
the  water  is  gaining. 

Seventy-six  baes  of  mail  have  been 
landed  and  a  number  of  the  crew  have 
also  been  sent  ashore  in  the  local  life 
boats.  The  Eider's  life  boats  have  been 
launched  and  are  alongside  of  her, 
ready  to  take  off  the  remailider  of  the 
crew.  The  sea  is  breaking  furiously 
over  the  unfortunate  steamer  and  wreck- 
age from  her  is  being  washed  ashore. 
She  is  now  full  of  water. 

At  a  rough  estimate  the  cargo  is 
valued  at  about  $80,000,  not  including 
the  specie  which  will  be  saved.  The 
steamship  is  valued  at  about  $700,000. 
Both  vessel  and  cargo  are  fully   insured. 


Chicago,  Feb.  2.— The  directors  of 
the  whisky  trust  went  into  secret  confer- 
ence in  President  Greenhut's  room  at 
the  Auditorium  slvartly  after  i  o'clock. 
The  meeting  promises  to  be  of  a  stormy 
character,  but  the  outlook  is  that  Presi- 
dent Greenhut  and  his  supporters  will 
hold  the  winning  card. 

It  is  understood  that  the  ultimatum  of 
the  latter  provides  that  the  price  of 
spirits  be  further  lowered  and  that  the 
trust  shall  purchase  outright  all  the 
properties  which  it  now  leases  and  the 
leases  on  which  expire  next  May.  This 
would  involve  an  expenditure  of  nearly 
$4,000,000.  If  this  program  fails  to  go 
through  then  according  to  reports  Presi- 
dent Greenhut  will  immediately  let  goof 
the  reins  and  a  bitter  fight  between  the 
stockholders  will  be  inaugurated. 

President  Greenhut  admits  that  some- 
thing must  be  done  to  crowd  out  the 
competition  of  the  opposition  houses,  the 
business  of  which  seems  to  be  increas- 
ing all  the  time.  Charges  of  bad  faith 
are  being  bandied  to  and  fro  and  the 
western  delegates  particularlv  are  load- 
ed with  alleged  facts  and  figures  tend- 
ing to  show  that  the  holders  of  a  majori- 
ty of  the  stock  have  endeavored  to  in- 
flate the  certificates  and  that  the  war  on 
the  president  and  his  friends  is  due  to 
their  refusal  to  help  the  inflaters  to  un- 
load. 


HE'S  A  HERO  NOW. 

Canadian  Maritimers  Show  Their  Ap- 
preciation of  CaDt.  O'Grady's  Virtues. 
Montreal.  Feb.  2.— Tonight's  Cana- 
dian Pacific  express  for  St.  John,   N.  B., 
will  carry  to  that  city  a  parcel  addressed 
to  Capt.  O'Grady    of    the    British    ship 
Glendon  who  refused  to  haul   down  his 
colors  at  Bridgeport,  Conn  ,    on   Sunday 
at  the  demand  of  an  angry  and  excited 
mob  largely  composed  of    state    militia. 
This  parcel  contains  a  brand  new  union 
jack  which    was  purchased  by  a  number 
of  maritime  province   people    living    in 
Montreal  as   well    as    by    subscriptions 
from   Montrealers.    So   great    was    the 
desire  to    subscribe    to  this  testimonial 
that  the    amount    for    each    had    to  be 
placed  at  a  very  low  figure  and  the  num- 
ber of  persons  subscribing  had  to  be  lim- 
ited.   There  is  considerable  amusement 
here  at  the  efforts  of  the  American  press 
to  give  the  Bridgeport  incident  an  Eng- 
lish twist  by  reporting  the  name   of    the 
captain    of   the    "Glendon"    as    "Trow- 
bridge," when  asa  matter  of    fact  it  was 
O'Grady.

Ohio  Legislature  Questions  Calvin's 
Eligibility  to  be  Q.  S.  Senator. 
Columbus,  Ohio,  Feb.  2.— In  the 
house  today  a  resolution  w^s  adopted 
for  an  investigation  as  to  the  eligibility 
of  Calvin  S.  Bricc  to  be  United  States 
senator  from  Ohio.  This  investigation 
will  go  into  the  question  of  residence 
which  has  been  discussed  ever  since  his 
election  and  will  hinge  upon  his  being 
proved  a  citizen  of  Ohio  or  of  New  York.

He 
claims  that  in  instituting  the  proceed- 
ings in  quo  warranto  he  was  simply  liv- 
ing up  to  the  oath  he  took  when  inaugu- 
rated as  governor  of  this  state.  It  is  be- 
heved  that  Governor  Boyd  will  call  a 
special  session  of  the  legislature  as  soon 
as  practicable  to  redistrict  the  state  and 
to  pass  a  maximum  freight  bill. 

Steamships  Collida 
San  Franclsco,  Feb.  2.— An  extraor- 
dinary accident  occurred  in  the  harbor 
late  Sunday  night  during  a  heavy  rain 
storm  when  the  British  steamship  Orissa 
dragged  her  anchor  and  cra.shed  into  the 
British  ship  Gowanbank.  The  watch  on 
the  latter  shouted  to  the  Orissa,  but  got 
no  response  and  in  a  moment  came  a 
terrific  collision  which  tore  the  masts  out 
of  the  Orissa  and  brought  down  the 
spars  on  the  other  vessel.  It  was  a  nar- 
row escape  from  toUl  wreck.  It  will 
cost  $10,000  to  repair  the  Orissa.

FRAUD  AND  LYING. 

A  Federal  Judge  Hauls  Anthony  Com- 
stock  Over  the  Coals. 

Milwaukee,  Feb.  2.— C.  N.  Caspar, 
the  antiquarian  bookstore  maif  charged 
with  sending  obscene  literature  through 
the  mails,  went  before  Judge  Jenkins  of 
the  federal  court  and  pleaded  guilty  yes- 
terday. The  case  was  brought  on  the 
evidence  of  Anthony  Comstock  who, 
under  an  assumed  name  and  from  a 
small  village  in  Vermont  had  been  able 
to  induce  the  defendant  to  mail  him 
some  of  the  objectionable  matter.  The 
judge  took  occasion  to  severely  criticise 
Comstock  and  before  imposing  a  light 
fine  on  the  prisoner  he  said: 

"There  are  some  offenses  worse  than 
the  circulation  of  obscene  literature.  One 
of  them  is  the  practice  of  fraud  and  ly- 
ing, of  which  Anthony  Comstock  has  ap- 
parently been  guilty.  Mr.  Comstock 
may  be  able  to  reconcile  his  conduct 
with  the  laws  of  (iod  and  of  humanity, 
but  this  court  cannot  do  so," 

P.ATTLE  WITH  OUTLAWS. 

Deputy  Marshals  and  Villainous  Out- 
laws Engage  in  a  Desperate  Battle. 
Paris,  Tex.,  Feb.  2.— News  reached 
here  yesterday  of  a  terrible  battle  at 
Brunertown,  in  the  Creek  nation,  last 
Friday,  in  which  Esna  Gordon  and  Cas- 
ner  Bruner  were  killed  by  deputy  United 
States  marshals,  and  Deputy  Marshal 
McCall  was  seriously  wounded.  The 
officers  were  outnumbered  and  at  a  dis- 
advantage, as  the  outlaws  fired  from  the 
shelter  of  the  houses.  After  some  firing 
Bruner  and  Gordon  charged  on  the  offi- 
cers. As  they  cama  up  they  were  shot 
down  and  McCall  was  wounded  in  the 
thigh.  This  only  made  the  others  more 
desperate  and  the  officers  were  com- 
pelled to  retire.  Reinforcements  were 
secured,  and  the  officers  returned,  but 
the  gang  of  outlaws  had  ^one  in  the  di- 
rection of  the  Pottawatomie  country. 


Fonr  Were  Drowned. 
Dublin,  Feb.  2.— A  boat  belonging  to 
H.  M.  S.  Belle  Isle,  the  coast  guard's  ves- 
sel at  Kingstown,  foundered  this  morn- 
ing in  Dublin  bay,  drowning  four  of  her 
crew.

STILLWATER  SCHOOL  QUESTION. 

The  Stillwater  School  Problem  Will  be 
Solved  by  the  Courts. 

Stillwater,  Minn.,  Feb.  2.— The 
transfer  of  pupils  and  teachers  to  and 
from  the  Hill  building  will  be  made  to- 
day. About  50  pupils  are  affected  by 
the  change,  21  of  whom  are  catholics.

State  Oil  Inspector 
Himrod  (Boyd  appointee),  who  was  re-, 
jected  by  Thayer,  has  notified  oil  com- 
panies that  his  is  the  only  inspection 
that  will  fgo  and  they  have  recognized 
him.  It  is  probable  the  personnel  of 
the  executive  department  will  be  en- 
tirely reorganized  without  resistance 
from  the  Thayer  outfit. 

A  dispatch  from  Lincoln  says:  John 
L.  Webster,  Thayer's  attorney,  came  to 
Lincoln  this  morning  and  was  closeted 
with  the  ex-governor  for  some  hours. 
The  entire  situation  was  carefully  re- 
viewed and  Webster  put  forth  his  best 
endeavors  and  most  clinching  argu- 
ments to  prove  to  his  client  that  the  best 
thing  that  he  could  do  at  the  present 
time  would  be  to  simply  step  down  and 
out,  surrendering  the  office  to  Governor 
Boyd,-  without  further  delay.  But 
Thayer  was  obdurate  and  said  that  he 
should  continue  to  exercise  the  office  of 
governor  until  he  received  a  mandate 
a  court  from  which  there  was  no  appeal. 

Deadly  Dynamite. 
Montreal,  Feb.  2.— At  Cote  St.  Louis, 
an  outlying  suburb  of  Montreal,  last 
night  several  frozen  dynamite  cartridges 
which  had  been  placed  on  the  stove  to 
thaw  out  exploded,  completely  wreck- 
ing the  house.  A  Dupre  was  terribly 
injured  and  his  two  little  daughters  were 
fatally  burned.  A  third  daughter  had 
her  skull  fractured  and  will  probably  die. 
Mrs.  Dupre  esciped  injury,  but  on  see- 
ing the  injuries  of  her  husband  and  chil- 
dren became  insane  and  is  now  a  raving 
maniac.

Brief  Sketch  of  an  Old  Resident  Who

AN    IMPORTANT  DECISION. 

The  Judgment  of  the  District  Court  in 
Backus  V-.  Burke  Reversed. 
The  decision  of  the  supreme  court  in 
the  case  of  Backus  vs.  Burke  was  filed 
in  St.  Paul  this  morning.  The  decision 
is  an  important  one  as  it  involves  the 
title  to  240  acres  of  land  near  the  city. 
The  case  is  one  which  is  well  known  and 
which  at  the  time  of  the  trial  here  caused 
much  comment.  Frank  Burke,  R.  P. 
Edson,  et  al,  claimed  the  land  under  the 
original  fee  while  Backus  claimed  it 
under  title  gained  by  a  mortgage  fore- 
closure. The  case  was  tried  nearly  a 
year  ago  before  Judge  Stearns  and  de- 
cided in  favor  of  Backus,  the  judge  hold- 
ing that  the  foreclosure  was  in  correct 
form  and  in  all  respects  legal.  The 
case  was  appealed  and  by  the  decision 
just  rendered  the  decision  of  the  lower- 
court  is  reversed.  The  foreclosure  pro- 
ceedings are  annulled  and  the  title  lo- 
cated in  the  original.  The  case  was 
brought  to  an  issue  by  'a  suit  to  quiet 
title  brought  by  Backus,  The  amount 
involved  is  about  $75,000.

The 
speakers  did  very  well,  considering  all 
the  surrounding  circumstances,  but 
there  was  nothing  that  could  be 
railed  enthusiasm  for  the  head  of  the 
ticket.

The  editor-in-chief  ot  a  great  daily 
newspaper  differs  little  from  the  editor- 
in-chief  of  the  village  journal  except  in 
degree  of  responsibility  and  vexation. 
The  main  difference  that  I  see  between 
the  editor-in-chief  of  a  great  daily  and 
the  editor  in-chief  of  the  old  time  weekly 
is  in  the  fact  that  he  is  made  responsi- 
ble for  the  utterances  of  a  dozen  edi- 
torial associates  whose  writing  he  can- 
not revise,  for  the  vaporings  of  scores  of 
reporters  whom  he  seldom  sees  and 
whose  articles  he  has  rarely  has  know- 
ledge of  until  they  appear  in  his  col- 
umns, and  for  hundreds  of  co-respon- 
dents who  are  flashing  their  news  and 
speculations  over  the  wires  from  all 
parts  of  the  earth,  to  be  hurriedly 
jammed  into  a  newspaper  and  printed 
without  opportunity  of  verifying  any. 
For  all  these  things  the  editor-in-chief  is 
responsible  in  every  way  legally  res- 
ponsible for  libels  which  he  never 
dreamed  of  and  held  morally  responsi- 
ble for  utterances  that  often  grate  as 
harshly  upon  his  views  as  upon  the 
views  of  his  readers. 

Libel  suits  have  become  one  of  the  im- 
portant   incidents    in  the    life  of    every 
editor-in-chief  of    sufficient   importance 
to  attract  public    attention  or  to  make   a 
newspaper  read   by  the   public,  and  but 
for  the  generous  sense  of  justice  that  the 
law  extends  to  the  •ditor-in-chief  by  pro- 
tecting   him    from    the   punishment    of 
others'  wrongs  as    far  as  it    can  be  done 
with  public  safety,    there    is  not  an  edi- 
tor-in-chief of    a    daily    newsp.iper    in 
Pennsylvania  who  would  not  be  fined  or 
imprisoned  every  year  of  his  life,  unless 
the  newspapers  ceased    to   be  newspap- 
ers.    Thus  the  chief  distinction    of    the 
editor-in-chief  in  these  days  is,  first  of  all 
he  is    responsible    for  tht    general  tone 
and     expression      of      his      newspaper 
columns,  and  next  he  is  responsible    for 
the  countless  utterances  of  others  which 
he  cannot  dictate  or  revise.     If  he    is    a 
sensitive    man    he    is  likely  to  lose    his 
appetite  every  day  over  the  first  meal  he 
takes  after  reading  his    own  newspaper; 
and  if  he  is  not  a    sensitive    man    he    is 
likely    to    land    himself    in   jail  by    his 
neglect    of    caution    about     the    things 
which  are  written    and  published  in^ his 
name.  ^.  -  - 

But,  with  all  its~unpleasant  embarrass- 
ments, I  regard  it  as  the  inost  important 
position  a  man  can  attain  under  our  free 
institutions.  The  editor-in-chief  of  a 
widely-read  and  respected  dailv  news- 
paper holds  the  highest  public  trust 
under  our  government  of  the  people.  It 
is  the  most  responsible  office  to  which 
an  American  can  aspire.  Parties  rise 
and  fall;  Presidents  come  and  go;  cab- 
inets gather  and  scatter;  senators  and 
representatives  fill  their  brief  missions 
and  pass  away,  but  the  daily  newspaper 
continues  through  all  the  swift  changes 
in  politics  and  society,  ever  teaching  and 
ever  ennobling  mankind  if  faithful  to  its 
sacred  duties,  and  its  influence,  although 
often  unseen  and  apparently  unfelt,  is  as 
constant  as  the  genial  rays  of  the  sun 
that  bursts  the  seed  and  ripens  the  har- 
vest.

There  is  such  a  strong   love  of  justice 
among  all  classes    of  American   people 
that  the  final  victory  of    James  E.  Boyd, 
in  his  legal  contest  for  the  governorship 
of  Nebraska,  will  be    hailed  with  univer- 
sal approv.al.      He    received  the  largest 
number  of  votes  of  any  candidate  before 
the  people,  and  the    effort  to  defeat  him 
was  on  the  mere  question  of  his  citizen- 
ship.

THE  CITY  COUNCIL. 


The  campaign  of  the  municipal  elec- 
tion closed  last  night  in  a  blaze 
of  figurative  fire  works  and  num- 
berless meetings.  The  grand  rally 
was  at  Temple  Opera  where 
the  prominent  republicans  of  the  city 
.  appeared  before  an  audience  which  half 
filled  the  house  and  told  themselves  how 
sure  they  were  of  victory. 

The    first   speaker  was  Judge  Morris, 
who  as  always  made  a  good  speech.     It 
was   one    of    apology    though.     In  sub- 
stance he  stated  that  to  the   best   of  his 
knowledge  the  candidates  of  the  republi- 
can party  were  good   honest   men,   that 
that  they  had  been  fairly  nominated  and 
therefore  should  be  elected.     He  was  fol- 
lowed by  Judge  West  and  M.    A.    Gear- 
hart,  who  both  made  brief  but  creditable 
addresses.    Capt.   Barrett   followed  and 
made  one  of  his  characteristic  addresses 
which       set         the         house         in         a 
roar  and  left  the   audience  good-natured 
and  pliable.      The  important  part  of  his 
speech  was  as  follows:     "I  support  Mr. 
Long  because   I    read   today  two  letters 
addressed  to  Mr.  Long,  asking  him  to  sup- 
port  the   gas  and  water  steal,  and  that 
because    Mr.  Long  had   the   honor  and 
manhood  to  refuse  that  bribe  those  same 
people  are   knifing   him  in  the  back  to- 
day.     This  I  call  infamy,  and   the   man 
who  will    do   that   is   not   fit   to  look  an 
honest  man  in  the  face.     Every  vote  you 
give  for  Uavis  is  a  half  vote  for  d'Autre- 
raont.      Come  right   out    and   vote    for 
Long  and  we  will   make   Davis  and  the 
mugwumps  kick."      This  was  the  sensa- 
tion which  was  promised  all  day  yester- 
day, and  It  was  not  so  much  of  a  sensa- 
tion after  all.       It  was  in  substance  only 
that  someone  had   tried  to  bribe  Alder- 
man    Long,    and    that    he,    as    every 
good      citizen      should,      had      refused 
the  offer  made  him.      This  was  all  there 
was  to  the  charge  made.      It  had  this  in 
addition  also.      That  the  offer  was  made 
by  a  Herald  director  and  a    representa- 
tive of  the  gas  and  wates  company,  and 
that  because  it  was    refused    these    two 
companies  were  opposing  him  now.    Mr. 
Long  showed   there    was    not    even    so 
much  as  this  to  the  charge.     He  read   a 
portion  of  one  of  the  letters   as    follows: 
"I  do  not  know  your    attitude    in    the 
matter  and  whether  you  favor  acquiring 
the  present  plant  if  it  can  be  done    right 
or  constructing  new  works,    but    I    feel 
sure  on  due  consideration  you  will  favor 
the  former.     All  I  have  to  say  is   that   if 
you  can  consistently  aid  this  thing  that  I 
will  endeavor  to  reciprocate    the    favor. 
I'nder  any  circumstances  please  see  me 
before  communicating    with    the    news- 
papers or  with  individuals  on    the    sub- 
ject,     as      I      wish      to      explain     the 
matter      fully     to      you      in      person." 
This  letter  simply  asked  him  to  consider 
the  matter  and  favor    it  if  he  could  con- 
scientiously, and  promised  if  possible   to 
reciprocate  the  favor.      The   sensational 
part  of  Mr.  Long's  speech  was  a  distinct 
failure.      But  it    had   another  part    for 
which  he  dc^rves  credit.     He  took    up 
the  personal  charges  against  himself  and 
answered    thenj    with    a   simple,  manly 
dienity   that    won    him    respect,  if    not 
votes.    These  were  the  charges  against 
his       private,       not      his     public       life. 
They  should  never    have  been    brought 
into  the  campaign.      At   Normanna  hall 
the  republicans    hel  1    another  meeting. 
The  principal  Dav  s  meeting  was  held 
at  the  vVest  End    Mission    church.    A. 
McLean  and  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson  were  the 
principal  speakers. 

Eor  the  democratic  candidates  meet- 
ings were  held  in  nearly  every  one  of  the 
wards  and  at  each  there  was  an  enthusi- 
astic audiehce.  Anyone  who  doubted 
the  success  of  the  democratic  ticket 
would  have  had  that  impression  temoved 
by  a  visit  to  any  or  all  of  them.  There 
seems  no  doubt  this  morning  but  that 
d'Autremont  will  be  elected  and  carry 
with  him  the  rest  of  his  ticket. 


A  Very  Brief  Session  With  Very  Little 
Business  Was  That  of  Last  Night. 

A  considerable  part  of  the  council  was 
out  electioneering  last  night,  but  never- 
theless, a  quorum  was  secured    and  the 
regular  routine  of  business  gone  through 
with.     Among   the  communications  was 
one  from  City  Attorney  Allen  relating  to 
the      West    Park     condemnation.     The 
money  has  been  appropriated  to  pay  the 
damages,  but  has  not  been   paid    to  the 
property  owners,since  one  Naddo  clai  med 
tohave  an  interest  in  the  property.    This 
question  has  been  decided   against   him 
and  the  city  attorney  recommended  thai 
the  amount  ot  money  held  awaiting  dis- 
position be  now  distributed    among    the 
property  holders.     No  action  was  taken. 
An  ordinance  amending  the  penalty   for 
tearing  up  or  blocking   the    streets   was 
introduced  and    referred.     It  will  have, 
if      passed,      a       greater        effect      on 
the  gas  and  water  company  than  anyone 
else.    There  were    sever.il  other    com- 
munications,   but  none  of  them  of  great 
importance.     Of    the  city  officers   only 
the  treasurer  presented  his  report  for  the 
past  month. 

The  council  went  into  executive  ses- 
sion for  the  consideration  of  the  bridge 
question  before  they  adjourned.

New  LoKging  Railway  Which  Will  Be- 
come an  Important  Line. 
The  Cloquet  Lumber  company  is  haul- 
ing  the   material  for  a  logging  railway 
that  will  become  quite  an  important  fac- 
tor in  the  development  of  the  northern 
part    of    the    state.      It  will  eventuallv 
reach  the  international   boundary  at  the 
head  of  the  Lake  of  the  Woods,  and  will 
tap  the  great  timber  district  north  of  the 
Mesaba  belt  and  lying  between  ranges 
4   and    20   west.      In    this   area  is  esti- 
mated to  be  1 5,000,000,000  feet  of  standing 
pine,  all  of  which  quantity  is   now    una- 
vailable for  any   mills    exxept    those  on 
the  Canadian  Pacific.    Some  of  the  fin- 
est Lirming  lands  of    the  Northwest  are 
.also  in  this  are.i,  and  they  are  being  rap- 
idly settled.over  500  homesteads  haveing 
been  taken  there  in  the  last  three  months. 
The  new  road  branches  off  the  Duluth 
&  Winnipeg  in  town  52,   range    23,    will 
run  northeast  to  the  center    of    town  54, 
range  20,  and  will  then  go    due   north  to 
town   60.     Here    the    Cloquet    Lumber 
company  h.-is  100,000,000  feet  of  pine  and 
this  IS  as  far    as    it    proposes    to    build. 
Capititalists  interested  in   the  Duluth  <S: 
Winnipeg  will  build  from    here    to    the 
boundary,  ^  miles,  over  a  level  and  rich 
territory.     The  first  10  miles  of  the  ro.id 
will  be  built  at  once.

Michael  Chalk  to  Attempt  the  Feat 
Which  Cost  Oliver  Pelkey  His  Life. 
M.  F.  Chalk,  the  noted  Duluth  diver, 
has  started  to  tr  *a  feat  that  not  only 
killed  the  first  two  men  who  have  tried 
it,  but  the  four  who. have  preceded  him 
in  the  forlorn  hope. 

Yesterday  Mr.  Chalk  left  for  Alpena, 
Mich.,  "where  he  goes  under  contract  to 
attempt  to  locate  and  raise  the  wreck  of 
the  steamer  Pewabic,  which  sank  17 
miles  off  that  place  in  120  feet  of  water 
25  years  ago.  Four  attempts  have  been 
made  to  raise  the  vessel,  in  each  of  which 
the  diver  lost  his  life.  Of  all  the  four 
only  one  lived  to  reach  the  surface.  The 
depth  at  which  the  work  was  to  be  done 
was  too  great  and  the  consequent  pres- 
sure of  the  icy  water  so  enormous  that 
life  was  squeezed  out.  Diver  Chalk 
has  a  contract  with  several 
wealthy  Michigan  men  who  pay 
him  $1000  for  the  attempt,  guarantee 
his  life  insurance  in  case  he  dies,  pay  all 
expenses  of  e.xperiments,  etc.,  and  in 
case  they  are  able  to  bring  up  the  wreck 
thty  agcee  to  divide  the  cargo  equally. 
The  Pewabic  is  loaded  with  550  tons  of 
pig  co^  per  valued  at  $165,000  as  well  as 
$^000  Vorth  of  imperishable  freight. 
The  diver  has  had  a  hehnet  made  that 
will  stand  450  pounds  pressure  to  the 
inch,  and  beside  the  usual  rubber  dress 
will  wear  a  wrought  iron  vest  and  special 
steel  devices  over  his  arm  and  leg  joints 
to  do  away  with  some  of  the  water  pres- 
sure. He  is  confident  of  success,  and 
expects  to  follow  it  by  locating  and  rais- 
ing several  sunken  silver  and  copper 
carriers  on  other  parts  of  the  lakes  tnat 
are  of  greater  value,  but  in  deeper  water. 

THK  CANAL  BRIDGE. 

An  Understanding  With  the  Park 
Point  People  has  Been  Reached. 

An  agreement  has  been  reached  be- 
tween the  board  of  pubKc  works  and  the 
people  of  Park  Point  which  means  the 
early  building  of  the  canal  bridge,  or  as 
soon  as  the  permission  of  the  govern- 
ment is  obtained.  The  plan  selected  is 
that  of  Engineer  Waddell,  of  Kansas 
City.  It  provides  for  a  bridge  the  whole 
structure  of  which  is  raised  vertically  to 
give  free  way  for  pa^^ing  boats.  It  is 
hung  between  piers  which  sustain  and  at 
the  same  time  guide  its  direction  when 
raised.  Tho  bridge  will  cost  $125,000, 
Of  this  sum  rtxe  people  on  Park  Point 
will  pay  80  per  cent,  or  $100,000.  the  re- 
maining $25,000  will  be  {Said  from  the 
general  fund.

The  final  battle  of  one  of  the  hardest 
municipal  campaigns  I  )iiluth  has  ever 
known  is  being  fought  out  today.  The 
day  is  favorable  and  a  large  vote  will  be 
polled.  Early  this  morning  the  tickets 
began  dropping  into  the  boxes  and  all 
day  thoy  have  kept  falling  in  a  steady 
stream.  By  lo  o'clock  one-fourth  of  the 
total  expected  vote  had  been  polled  and 
the  indications  were  that  the  total  vote 
would  be  brought  out.  The  situation 
this  morning  was  about  as  complicated 
as  it  well  could  be  and  no  one  could  be 
found  who  clain'.ed  to  be  able  togiveany 
very  detinite  information  on  the  subject 
of  the  probable  success  of  any  candi- 
date, though  all  hoped  the  various  can- 
didates they  favored  might  come  out  on 

top- 
"I  have  been  away  several  days,"  said 

Chairman  Truelsen,  of  the  democratic 
committee,  "and  am  not  so  well  up  in  the 
situation  as  I  might  be.  I  have  been  look- 
ing the  matter  up  since  my  return,  how- 
ever, and  in  my  opinion  our  candidate 
has  the  best  chance  for  success,  though  I 
believe  that  the  fight  is  going  to  be  a 
close  one.  The  battle  has  been  hard 
fought  and  to  gain  victory  will  be  a  great 
credit.  D'Autremont  is,  I  think,  a  little 
in  the  lead.  He  has  the  united  support 
of  the  democratic  party  and  will  draw 
some  republican  and  people's  party 
votes.  They  ought  to  make  him  win.  1 
think  and  hope  they  will.'" 

Mayor  Davis  when  seen  had  little  to 
say  for  publication.  "I  have  made  a 
square,  honest  fight,"  he  said,  "and  am 
willing  to  abide  by  the  decision  of  the 
people  as  they  express  it  today.  If 
w  hat  I  am  told  is  true  and  I  believe  it  is, 
1  think  1  shall  be  elected,  but  in  a  three- 
cornered  hght  of  this  character  it  is  al- 
most* impossible  to  tell  with  any  cer- 
tainty what  will  be  the  result.  I  am 
hopeful  of  the  outcome  of  the  battle.  I 
have  done  my  best  to  give  the  people  of 
Duluth  an  honest  administration.  1 
would  appreciate  a  re-election  as  an  en- 
dorsement of  my  good  efforts." 

At  the  republican  headquarters  this 
morning  things  were  very  quiet  and   ap- 

fiarently  the  situation  was  not  very  hope- 
ul  to  them.  One  who  declined  to  allow 
his  name  to  be  used  said  for  the  republi- 
can committee:  "We  have  made  a 
good  fight  for  Long  and  he  has  made  one 
for  himself.  If  he  can  draw  out  the 
full  strength  of  the  republican  party  he 
need  have  no  fear  ofjtne  result.  Whether 
he  can  do  this  or  not  1 
am  unable  to  tell.  We  hope 
that  he  will  do  so.  There  is  no  doubt 
but  that  yesterday  and  today  there  has 
been  a  considerable  reaction  in  his  favor. 
His  vote  will  be  larger  than  it  was  esti- 
mated last  week.  I  hope  he  will  be  elect- 
ed, but  I  have  some  doubt.  I  am  sure, 
however,  that  the  total  he  receives  will 
make  a  creditable  showing  «and  that  he 
will  have  no  reason  to  be  ashamed  of  the 
run  which  he  has  made.  His  fight  has 
been  under  adverse  circumstances.  I  do 
not  think  he  has  received  the  support  he 
was  entitled  to.  If  defeated  he  will 
have  that  fact  for  consolation."  N.  F. 
Hugo  when  interviewed  declined  to  ex- 
press any  opinion  as  to  the  probable  re- 
sult. "1  don't  know  how  it  is  going  to 
come  out,  and  I  am  not  ashamed  to  say 
so,"  he  replied  to  the  reporter's  ques- 
tions. "There  has  been  a  bitter  fight 
and  no  end  of  hard  work  done  by  all  the 
candidates  and  their  friends.  I  do  not 
believe  any  man  can  tell  what  the  result 
will  be,  until  the  votes  are  counted.  I 
do  not  think  Long  will  be  elected.  1 
believe  he  will  poll  a  larger  vote  than  his 
opponents  credit  him  with  having 
in  his  favor.  Between  Davis 
and  d'Autremonl  1  do  not  care  to  say 
which  will  win.  It  will  depend  on  the 
Long  vote.  Not  being  Able  to  estimate 
that,  I  can  say  nothing  of  the  other." 

The  people's  party  are  perhaps  more 
confident  than  any  others.  "I  should 
not  be  surprised  said  one  of  their  lead- 
ers this  morning  to  see  Davis  have  a 
plurality  of  looo.  He  will  come  out  of 
the  Fifth  and  Sixth  wards  with  at  least 
500  to  his  credit.  He  will  carry  also  the 
First,  Third  and  possibly  the  Fourth. 
His  election  is  an  absolute  certainty." 
X'ictor  Johnson,  the  mayor's  private  se#^ 
retary  said,  "I  think  things  are  all 
right  and  the  reports  received 
this  morning  are  favorable.  Davis  will 
carry  the  west  end  wards  by  big  majori- 
ties. He  will  come  up  to  the  "Point  of 
Rocks"  with  600  or  700  to  his  credit. 
That  will  elect  him  if  he  does  not  carry 
another  ward  in  the  city,  but  I  expect 
him  to  carry  two  of  the  remaining  four 
as  welL  I  do  not  believe  that  Long  will 
get  over  900  votes.  I  cannot  see  that  the 
situation  will  warrant  allowing  him  a 
greater  estimate  than  that,  d'Autremont 
will  get  a  larger  vote  than  Long,  but  not 
enough  to  elect." 

The  democrats  are  not  so  extravagant 
in  their  claims.  They  recognize  that  the 
fight  is  to  be  a  close  one  but  they  claim 
d'Autremont's  election  by  a  strong  plu- 
rality. "I  am  not  sure,"  said  a  member 
of  the  democratic  committee  this'  morn- 
ing, "that  Davis  will  make  the  run  which 
is  credited  to  him.  I  think  he  will  carry 
the  Fifth  ward  and  probably  by  a  fairly 
large  majority.  In  the  Sixth  ward  I  ex- 
pect Mr.  d'Autremont  to  head  the  ticket 
getting  the  largest  number  of  ballots. 
There  is  a  sentiment  there  which  is 
strongly  in  his  favor  and  which  will  put 
many  crosses  opposite  his  name.  I  ex- 
pect to  see  him  carry  the  First  and 
Third  wards  and  in  the  Second  he  will 
have  a  large  third  of  the  vote  cast.  If 
he  does  all  of  this  he  will  be  elected 
easily.  He  can  fail  in  any  one  of  them 
and  still  be  successful. 

At  noon  the  voting  was  still  heaving 
with  every  indication  of  a  full  vote  be- 
ing cast.  The  early  voting  showed  the 
result  of  the  energetic  nature  of  the  fight 
and  the  determination  of  every  candi- 
date to  place  all  the  votes  possible  to  his 
credit. 

Frank  Burke  has  made  arrangements 
for  receiving  the  returns,  either  at  his 
office  or  the  council  chamber.  Every 
judge  has  received  a  duplicate  of  the 
blanks  on  which  the  returns  are  made. 
One  will  be  used  for  the  official  returns 
which  must  be  sealed.  The  other  will 
be  read  by  the  city  clerk.  The  first  set 
of  complete  returns  will  be  had  at  his 
office. 

Alderman  Long  wa?  seen  by  a  Herald 
reporter  and  expressed  himself  as  confi- 
dent of  success.  "I  know  I  was  ahead 
at  1 1  o'clock,"  Hie  said  "and  I  see  no 
reason  why  I  should  not  keep  the  lead. 
I  am  more  than  satisfied  with  the  situa- 
tion and  predict  a  victory  for  th«  whole 
republican  ticket."

David  Marchand,  respondent,  vs.  Town 
of  Maple  Grove,  appellant.  Syllabus: 
The  width  of  a  puclic  highway  ac- 
quired by  adverse  uses  is  not  fixed  by 
that  part  of  section  47,  chapter  13,  geri- 
eral  statutes  of  1878,  which  prescribes 
that  certain  ways  therein  mentioned 
shall  be  four  rods  wide. 

Where  a  public  highway  is  obtained 
solely  by  adverse  uses  for  the  period  of 
time  mentioned  in  said  section  47  its 
width  is  to  be  measured  and  determined 
as  a  question  of  fact  by  the  character  and 
extent  of  the  uses.  It  is  not  necessarily 
confined  to  the  track  made  by  passing 
vehicles,  but  may  include  such  adjacent 
land  as  may  be  needed  for  ordinary  re- 
pairs and  improvements.  Judgment 
affirmed.  Collins,  J. 

INSOLVENCY   PROCEEDINGS. 

Edward  C.  Bauman,  as  assignee,  etc., 
appellant,  vs.  William  Cunningham, 
respondent.  Syllabus: 
In  order  to  avoid  a  conveyance  where- 
by it  is  alleged  one  creditor  has  obtained 
the  fraudulent  preference  mentioned  in 
section  4,  chapter  148,  general  laws  1883, 
it  is  necessary  that  not  only  shall  insolv- 
ency of  the  debtor  exist  and  that  the  cred- 
itor shall  have  reasonable  cause  to  believe 
it  to  so  exist,  but  in  addition  that  the 
conveyance  shall  have  been  made  with  a 
view  of  giving  a  preference.  Held,  in 
this  action,  that  the  finding  of  the  court 
that  the  insolvent  debtor  did  not  make 
the  mo/lgage  in  question  wild  a  view  of 
giving  a  preference  to  his  creditor,  the 
defendant,  but  with  a  view  of  being  en- 
abled to  continue  his  business,  was  full 
supported  by  the  evidence.  Order  a" 
firmed.  '  Collins. 

RECOVERX  ON  INSURANCE  POLICY. 

Isaac  Mitchell  et.  al.,   respondents,   vs. 

Minnesota  Fire  association.     Syllabus. 

Where  a  party  acting  has  no  authority 
to  act  for  a  third  party  and  does  not  pro- 
fess at  the  time  to  act  for  him,  the  sub- 
sequent assent  of  such  third  party  to  be 
bound  as  a  principal  has  no  operation. 
A  restitution  is  only  effectual 
when  the  act  is  done  by  a 
person  professedly  acting  as  the 
agent  of  the  partv  sought  to  be 
charged  as  principal.  The  evidence  in 
this  case,  which  was  brought  to  recover 
on  a  fire  insurance  policy,  examined  and 
considered.  Held  to  conclusively  show- 
that  certain  persons  who,  as  adjusters, 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  plaintiffs 
to  submit  the  amount  of  their  loss 
to  arbitration,  and  subsequently 
stipulates  as  to  the  amount  there- 
of, had  no  authority  to  act  for  and 
did  not  profess  at  the  time  to  act  for  de- 
fendant company.  Held  further  that 
the  evidence  failed  to  show  that  the  de- 
fendant had  waived  the  requirements  of 
the  policy  as  to  notice  of  loss  and  proof 
of  loss,  or  that  it  had  in  any  manner 
estopped  itself  from  demanding  that 
these  requirements  should  be  complied 
with.    Judgment  reversed.

Two  Important  Resolutions  Passed  at 
This  Morning's  Meetiner. 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  chamber 
of  commerce  was  held  this  morning  and 
two  important  resolutions  passed.  The 
first  was  a  memorial  to  the  Minnesota 
senators  and  representatives  asking 
them  to  use  their  influence  to  secure 
a  deep  water  channel  for  vessels 
drawing  i6  feet  of  water  from  Grassy 
Point  to  New  Duluth.

The  matter  is 
looked  upon  as  being  of  vital  interest  to 
the  towns  on  the  St.  Louis  river  and  as 
essential  to  securing  the  location  of  the 
York  steel  plant. 

Secretary  Thompson  is  expected  here 
on  the  5th,  but  has  been  instructed  to 
Slav  over  if  by  so  doing  he  can  in  any 
way  advance  this  appropriation.  The 
other  resolution  taken  up  this  morning 
was  one  recommending  the  appropriation 
of  $l7S,ooo  tobuild  a  revenue  cutter  to 
take  the  place  of  the  Andy  Johnson. 
This  sum  has  already  been  asked  by  the 
secretarj'  of  the  treasury.

\'ALr'AKAiso,  Feb.  3. -The  resolution 
introduced  in  the  house  of  representa- 
tives at  Washington  requesting  Presi- 
dent Harrison  to  recall  Minister  Egan 
was  read  with  interest  in  this  city  and 
Santiago.  Much  surprise  was  expressed 
that  such  a  resolution  should  be  intro- 
duced. The  public  feeling  toward  Mr. 
Egan  in  this  country  has  undergone  a 
complete  change  and  his  attitude  seems 
now  to  be  better  understood. 

Minister  F.gan  was  asked  yesterday 
what  he  thought  of  the  resolution  and 
replied  as  follows:  "I  court  a  full  inves- 
tigation of  all  my  acts.  I  have  no  fear 
that  anything  detrimental  to  my  reputa- 
tion would  be  discovered.  My  actions 
throughout  these  difficulties  have  been 
approved  by  Secretary  Blaine  and  the 
administration  at  Washington." 

A  crowd  of  young  men  on  Monday 
night  sacked  the  office  of  La  Republica, 
a  newspaper  which  has  vigorously  op- 
posed the  present  regime.  The  police 
were  not  present  to  afford  any  protec- 
tion. 

During  the  past  week  there  have  been 
many  large  fires  in  Santiago  from  which 
losses  estimated  at  $2,000,000  have  re- 
sulted. Insurance  agents  believe  they 
were  started  by  incendiaries. 


CRISIIEU  INTO  SCRAP  IRON. 

A  Baltimore  *  Ohio  Train  Ditched 
With  Disastrous  Results. 
Tiffin,  Ohio,  Feb.  3,— A  disastrous 
wreck  occurred  on  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio,  a  few  rods  west  of  North  Baltimore 
depot,  at  2  o'clock  this  morning.  The 
limited  express  train  of  three  cars,  carry- 
ing no  passengers,  was  ditched  by  a 
broken  switch  rod  while  running  at  the 
rate  of  15  miles  an  hour.  The  locomo- 
tive and  tender  were  crushed  into  scrap 
iron,  the  cars  telescoped  and  valuable 
express  matter  was  strewn  promiscu- 
ously around. 

The  body  of  Engineer  James  Manuel, 
of  Garjet,  Ind.,  was  jammed  three  feet 
into  the  earth  beneath  the  firebox.  His 
neck  was  nearly  severed.  Fireman 
Kampton  was  wedged  in  by  the  tender 
and  was  fatally  scalded.  Express  Mes- 
sengers W.  1).  Callahan  and  L.  Gray, 
of  Chicago,  were  in  the.  forward  car  and 
miraculously  escaped  with  a  few  bruises. 
Conductor  Lewis  and  a  brakeman  were 
the  rest  of  the  crew  and  were  impris- 
oned in  a  car  for  a  time,  but  were  unin- 
jured. 

A  part  of  the  express  matter  included 
$8000  worth  of  silver  bullion  consigned 
to  the  Philadelphia  mint.  The  switch 
bar  had  held  together  by  a  mere  thread 
and  was  evidently  broken  by  a  precedj 
ing  train.

THE  TARIFF  UNPOPl  LAR. 

The  New  French  Tariff  Proves  Inim- 
ical to  the  Import  Trade. 
Paris,  Feb.  3.— The  new  tariff  has 
caused  a  general  disorganization  of 
business  connected  with  the  import 
trade.  The  authorities  are  overwhelmed 
with  protests  from  people  who  claim 
that  their  goods  ought  to  have  been  ad- 
mitted under  the  old  rate.  In  some 
CBses  these  claims  depend  upon  the 
question  of  whether  the  arrival  of  a  ves- 
sel could  be  entered  before  it  was  ac- 
tually in  port.  At  the  land  frontiers 
also  there  has  been  great  trouble  and 
confusion.  The  Germans  who  send 
sheep  to  the  Paris  market  have  cut 
down  the  usual  number  to  one-half, 
owing  to  the  customs  tariff,  and  this 
has  caused  an  advance  in  prices.  There 
is  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  many 
tradesmen  to  advance  prices  on  goods 
not  affected  by  the  tariff,  partly  out  ot  a 
desire  to  make  money  and  partly  to 
make  the  tariff  unpopular.  This  course 
is  strongly  condemned  by  public  opin- 
ion and  an  effort  may  be  made  to  reach 
the  offenders  by  legislation.

Denver,  Feb.  3.  One  of  the  most 
remarkable  strikes  of  rich  ore  ever  found 
has  been  made  in  the  famous  Mollie 
Gibson  silver  mine  at  Aspen.  A  g-foot 
body  of  ore  has  just  been  discovered 
which  IS  worth  fully  Sio.ooo  a  ton.  The 
drift  run  continued  and  penetrated  a 
7-foot  body  of  ore,  averaging  over  lyooo 
ounces  to  the  ton.  From  the  2-foot  body 
of  26,000  ounces  of  ore  huge  pieces 
weighing  300  pounds  were  hoisted, 
which  were  almost  pure  metal. 


A  MAGIC  CITY. 


Creede,  Col.,  Still  the  Scene  of  Intense 
Gold  Excitement. 

Denver,  Col.,  Feb.  3.  The  excite- 
ment at  Creede,  Col.,  the  new  mining 
camp  on  the  Rio  Grande  railroad,  is  in- 
tense. People  are  flocking  in  from  all 
parts  of  the  country  and  a  large  city  of 
rough  board  houses  has  sprung  up  in  a 
short  time.  David  H.  Morfatt  yesterday 
was  offered  §1,000,000  bv  an  English 
company  to  bond  tlie  Holy  Moses  mine 
at  Creede,  but  he  refused  to  do  so. 

Since  the  first  prospect  hole  was  started 
at  Creede  nine  months  .igo  there  has 
been  $5,000,000  worth  of  ore  taken  from 
the  mines  there,  although  everything  is 
new  and  undeveloped  as  yet.  Yesterday 
L.  Z.  Dickson,  Henry  R.  Wolcott  and  E. 
O,  Wolcott.  of  Denver,  a  Mr.  Ward,  of 
New  York,  and  Jake  Saunders  purchased 
a  two-thirds  interest  in  the  L.-ist  Chance 
mine  at  Creede  for  $100,000.  This  mine 
is  shipping  go  tons  of  ore  a  day,  which 
averages  $160  per  ton. 


The  Eider  Still  Floats- 
London,  Feb.  v-The  North  German 
Lloyd  steamship  Eider  is  still  ashore  on 
the  rocks  of  Atherheld,  Isle  of  Wight, 
and  there  is  little  or  no  prospect  of  ever 
seeing  her  afloat  .igain.  Shortly  after 
daybreak  the  work  of  clearing  the  Eider 
of  mails  was  recommenced.  Strange  to 
add,  up  to  the  time  this  message  is 
placed  on  the  wires  only  one  case  of 
gold  and  not  any  of  the  large  consign- 
ments of  silver  on  board  the  Eider  has 
been  landed.  The  conduct  of  Capt. 
Hcinecke  in  regard  to  his  passengers, 
mail  and  buillion  is  causing  much  com- 
ment here. 


THE  BOILER  BLEW  UP. 

An  Alton  Locomotive  Explodes,  Hur- 
ling Two  Souls  Into  Eternity. 

JOLiET,  111.,  Feb.  3.— A  horrible  acci- 
dent occurred  at  Zarleys,  one  mile  south 
of  this  city,  at  10:30  last  evening.  The 
boiler  of  engine  No.  47  on  the  Chicago  & 
Alton  road  pulling  a  heavy  freight  south, 
with  a  pusher  from  this  city  helping  over 
the  hill,  blew  up  just  as  the  engine 
reached  the  top  of  the  hill.  The  boiler 
exploded  throwing  the  engine  and  three 
cars  off  the  track. 

The  dead  are  Brandon  Thomas  and 
C.  F,  Hastings.  The  only  survivor  was 
Dubois  Williams,  engineer.  Owing  to 
the  feeble  condition  of  the  only  survivor 
on  the  engine;  Dubois,  no  definite  idea 
can  be  had  as  to  what  caused  the  acci- 
dent. 

THREE  LIVES  LOST. 

By  the  Igniting  of  Qas  in  a  Newark,  N. 
J-,  Factory. 

Newark.,  N.  J.,  Feb.  3.- A  terrific 
explosion  took  place  in  J.  Rummell  & 
Co's.  hat  factory  early  last  evening. 
The  plumbers  and  an  apprentice  were 
at  work  repairing  an  alcohol  condenser 
and  it  is  supposed  the  plumbers'  torch 
ignited  the  gas  from  some  le.-ik.  The 
explosion  resulted  in  the  immediate 
spread  of  flames  and  the  i?o  employes 
escaped  by  jumping  from  the   windows. 

The  dead  are  Oscar  Leuisch,  plumber, 
Alfred  Anderson,  plumbers'  helper,  ig 
years  old;  Dan  Okeefe,  of  Newburg,  N. 
Y..  helper,  20  years  old.  The  loss  is 
about  $20,000.

A  Clever  Invention. 
Newport,  R.  \.,  F»?b.  2.  A  submarine 
mine  for  coast  defense,  the  invention  of 
Lieut.  .Marshal  of  the  United  States  navy, 
was  tested  here  yesterday.  In  shape  the 
mine  is  more  like  a  coffin  than  a  cask, 
and  is  made  of  sheet  iron.  Its  total 
weight  is  480  pounds.  It  contains  a 
charge  of  gun  cotton  equivalent  to  102 
pounds  of  dry  gun  cotton.  The  mine  is 
so  constructed  that  it  may  be  fired  from 
shore  or  by  contact  at  will.  The  test 
yesterday  was  in  every  way  a  most  per- 
fect success.

Jones. 

Margaret  Mather's  Mother  Dead. 
Detroit,  Feb.  3.  -Mrs.  Ann  Finlay- 
son,  mother  of  Margaret  Mather,  the 
actress,  dropped  dead  here  last  evening. 
She  was  taken  sick  at  a  grocery  store, 
dying  before  she  got  home.  Her  maiden 
name  was  Mather  and  she  was  born  in 
England  73  years  ago,  having  lived  here 
for  32  years.  She  lived  in  poor  circum- 
stances and  one  would  never  imagine 
her  the  mother  of  the  talented  woman 
bearing  her  name. 

Stole  the  Mail  Pouches. 
New  York,  Feb.  3. —Seven  pouches  of 
mail  matter,  mostly  letters,  were  stolen 
from  two  mail  vans  last  night  while  on 
the  ferry  boat  from  New  York  to 
Hoboken.  The  mail  was  mostly  for  New 
York  state  points.  Apparently  the  doors 
of  the  vans  had  been  opened  by  skeleton 
beys,  but  there  is  as  yet  no  clew  to  the 
mystery. 

Murdered  the  Station  Agent. 
Pine  Bluff,  Ark.,  Feb.  3.— The  body 
of  W.  A.  McKemie.  station  agent  at 
Wabbesika,  on  the  St.  Louis  Southwest- 
ern road,  was  found  lying  on  the  floor  of 
the  station  yesterday  morning  by  the 
crew  of  a  train  that  stopped  for  orders.

Washington,    Feb.    3.— The     house 
committee    on    agriculture   today  heard 
arguments  on  the  bill  introduced  by  Mr. 
Hatch,  of  Missouri,  defining  options  and 
futures    and    imposing     special     taxes 
thereon.      C.  Woods    Davis,   a    farmer, 
representing  the  board  of  trade  of  Wich- 
ita, Kas.,  said  that  since  1870    tHfe  prices 
in  farm  products  had  been   low   and   the 
prices  in  wheat  had  continued  to  shrink. 
He  said  that  the  depression  caused  him 
to  look  into  transportation  rates  and   he 
had  found  them   to   be   in   favor  of  the 
American  farmer.     He  thought  the  tariff 
enhanced   the   value   of  farm   products, 
but  he  had  found  in  the   last  10  years   a 
system  of  board  of  trade  selling  of  fic- 
titious products.    The    system  of   short 
selling  hasiiecome  a  growing  disturbing 
fcictor  and  he  had  been  told  by  a  Chicago 
banker  that  there  was  more  money   tied 
up  in  margin  sales  than    could    pay   for 
moving  the  entire    crops.     He    thought 
that  there  was  too  much    pork   barreled 
for  speculation  which  got    old    and   was 
as  a  consequence    sold    cheap    and   the 
only  people  who  could  eat   it  were    dys- 
peptics and  the   negroes  on   the    cotton 
plantations. 

The  wheat  sold  on  the  board  of  trade 
of  New  York  in  one  year  equaled  the 
production  of  the  world,  and  there  were 
28  boards  of  trade.  The  prices  were  not 
fixed  in  Liverpool,  but  were  made  in 
Chicago  by  three  or  four  men.  At  this 
point  he  requested  thf  clork  to  read  a 
telegram  which  he  had  received.  It  was 
as  follows:  "Partridge  is  bigger  than  the 
market  and  sold  freelv." 

He  said  that  man  dominated  the  mar- 
ket. On  Saturday  last  he  sold  4,000,000 
bushels  of  privileges,  .ind  no  one  has 
been  able  to  fix  the  prices  in  Chicago. 
The  witness  continued  to  quote  letters 
showing  that  Partridge  controlled  the 
Chicago  market.  He  thought  it  possible  to 
put  a  stop  to  dealing  in  futures. 

WORK  OF  THE  SENATE. 


Privy  Councillor  Hubbenet  Peremptori- 
ly Dismissed  by  the  Czar. 

St.  Petersburg,  Feb.  3.— A.  T.  Hub- 
benet, privy  councillor  and  minister  of 
ways  and  communications,  has  been  dis- 
missed from  his  place  in  the  cabinet  by 
the  peremtory  dictum  of  the  czar.  Itap- 
pears  that  Col.  Wenderich,  engaged  un- 
der imperial  direction  in  the  inspection 
of  Russian  railways,  found  himself 
thwarted  in  his  efforts  to  make  a  genu- 
ine inspection  and  that  the  adverse  in- 
fluences came  direct  from  the  ministry 
of  ways. 

Councillor  of  State  Witte,  director  of 
the  department  of  railways,  showed  a 
sincere  desire  to  sustain  Col.  Wenderich 
but  was  himself  obstructed  by  his  supe- 
rior. Minister  Hebbenet,  who  was  desir- 
ous of  shielding  corrupt  and  inefficient 
management  of  the  railway  lines.  Witte 
sent  his  resignation  to  the  czar.  The 
latter  had  Witte  summoned  before  him 
and  asked  him  the  ground  for  his  resig- 
nation. Witte  thereupon  told  how  he 
had  been  hampered  and  the  work  of  in- 
spection obstructed.  Two  hours  later 
came  the  order  dismissing  Hubbenet  in 
disgrace.  The  radical  action  of  the 
czar  has  caused  dismay  in  corrupt  official 
circles.

Senator    Kyle    Arcues  in  Favor  of  a 
National  Marriage  Law. 

Washington,  Feb.  3. — Mr.  Sherman, 
chairman  of  the  committee  of  foreign 
relations  presented  an  invitation  from 
the  German  government  asking  the  par- 
ticipation of  the  LTnited  States  in  the  in- 
ternational art  exhibition  to  be  held  in 
Munich  from  June  i  to  Oct.  i,  1892.  Ac- 
companying the  invitation  was  a  letter 
from  the  state  department  recommend- 
ing an  appropriation  of  S5000  to  enable 
the  department  of  state  to  organize  a 
commission  to  secure  a  creditable  re- 
presentation of  American  art  at  the  exhi- 
bition. Secretary  Blaine  suggested  that 
the  prompt  acceptance  of  the  invitation 
would  tend  to  insure  a  liberal  response 
from  (iermany  to  send  her  great  works 
of  art  to  the  Chicago  exhibition.  Re- 
ferred to  the  committee  on  foreign  rela- 
tions. 

Mr.  Dolph  reported  adversely  a  num- 
ber of  new  Chinese  immigration  restric- 
tions and  prohibitory  bills,  and  as  a  sub- 
stitute therefor,  reported  senate  bill  540 
continuing  all  existing  laws  prohibiting 
and  restricting  Chinese  immigration  for 
a  period  of  10  years.     Calendar. 

Air.  Kyle,  of  South  Djikota,  according 
to  notice,  called  up  his  joint  resolution 
proposing  an  amendment  to  the  consti- 
tution of  the  United  States  making  uni- 
form laws  in  regard  to  marriage  and  di- 
vorce and  read  a  prepared  speech  upon 
the  subject. 

Mr.  Kyle  said  that  although  his  own 
state  had  secured  an  unenviable  reputa- 
tion in  regard  to  divorce  its  laws  in  that 
respect  were  no  more  lax  than  those  of 
other  states.  But  he  would  admit  that 
the  provision  authorizing  a  divorce  after 
go  days  residence  was  productive  of 
fraud  and  perjury  and  often  made  di- 
vorce a  farce.  A  national  law  would 
remedy  all  this.  Parties  married  in  one 
state  would  be  married  in  every  state, 
those  divorced  in  one  state  would  be  di- 
vorced in  every  state;  the  sanctity  of  the 
family  would  be  maintained  and  the  le- 

fitimacy  of  children  would    be    placed 
eyond  Question. 

He  asked  that  his  resolution  be  re- 
ferred to  the  judiciary  committee,  and  it 
was  so  ordered.  Mr.  Vest  called  up  the 
bill  for  a  postoffice  building  not  to  ex- 
ceed $25,000  in  every  town  where  postal 
receipts  exceeded  $3000  per  annum.  He 
said  the  number  of  buildings  would  be 
about  800  and  the  total  cost  about  $6,000,- 
000.  The  bill  would  make  a  great  sav- 
ing in  rentals. 

A  debate  on  the  general  policy  regard- 
ing public  buildings  followed.  The  bill 
was  still  under  discussion  when  the  hour 
of  2  o'clock  arrived,  and  the  senate  re- 
sumed the  consideration  of  the  Mander- 
son  public  printing  bill. 


A  Minnesotian  Rewarded. 
The  attorney  general  has  appointed 
George  G.  Robinson,  of  Massachusetts, 
special  assistant  attorney  in  the  prose- 
cution ot  cases  against  the  officers  of  the 
Maverick  bank  of  Boston;  also  Robert 
G.  Evans,  of  Minnesota,  special  assistant 
attorney  in  the  prosecution  of  suits 
against  the  Northern  Pacific  Railroad 
company. 

In  the  House. 

Washington,  Feb.  3.— The  considera- 
tion of  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
rules  was  resumed,  the  pending  amend- 
ment being  one  offered  by  Mr.  Boatner, 
of  Louisiana,  striking  out  all  that  part 
of  the  rules  giving  permission  to  attach 
riders  to  appropriation  bills  when  in  the 
interest  of^  retrenchment  and  expendi- 
tures. 

In  support  of  his  positicn  Mr.  Boatner 
said  he  did  not  think  the  increased  ex- 
penditures were  due  to  the  increase  in 
clerks  in  the  departments,  but  to  the 
large  expenditures  for  pensions,  public 
buildings  and  other  national  improve- 
ments. 

Mr.  Bowers,  of  California,  said  the 
people  in  the  West  wanted  congress  to 
give  them  back  the  money  they  had  paid 
for  public  lands  in  excess  of  $1.25  per 
acre  an  the  promise  of  building  rail- 
roads. He  would  advise  the  democrats

Two  Memphis  High  Flyers  Disappear 
Into  Space  With  $50,000. 
Memphis,  Tenn.,  Feb.  3. — Nothing  has 
been  learned  of  the  whereabouts  of  W^al- 
ter  R.  Jones  and  R.  Jones,  the  cotton 
men  who  suddenly  left  the  city  yester- 
day. The  nature  of  their  transactions 
became  known  today  when  it  was  learned 
that  they  had  defrauded  for- 
eign creditors  to  the  amount 
of  $100,000.  The  firm  has 
been  doing  extensive  business  and 
dealing  heavily  in  futures.  Some 
months  ago  they  became  involved  and 
only  staved  off  an  assignment  by  mort- 
gaging all  of  their  real  estate.  Credit- 
ors began  to  press  them  and  as  a  last  re- 
sort they  maae  a  large  shipment  of  or- 
dinary cotton  to  Bremen  and  drew  for  it 
classed  as  middling.  WMth  this  money 
they  went  into  short  time  futures,  but 
lost  heavily.  It  is  thought  they  had 
$50,000  in  cash  when  they  left  the  city. 
New  Grleans  parties  are  caught  for  $10,- 
000,  and  the  Mechanics  bank  here  held 
small  amount  of  paper  against  them. 

Mrs.  Barnaby's  Will. 
Providence,  R.  I ,  Feb.  3. — The  will 
of  Mrs.  Barnaby,  for  whose  death  Dr. 
Graves  was  convicted,  which  was  made 
in  Chester,  Pa.,  and  known  as  the  Wor- 
rell will,  was  admitted  to  probate  today. 
There  was  no  contest,  but  the  appoint- 
ment of  Dr.  Graves  as  executor  accord- 
ing to  the  terms  of  the  will,  was  deferred 
until  Feb.  23. 

Wedded  in  Death. 
WiLKESitARRK,  Pa.,  Feb.  3— Anthony 
Brown,  of  Pittstown,  and  Miss  Harriet 
Rutledge,  of  Duryea,  came  here  last 
night  to  get  married,  but  arrived  too  late 
to  obtain  a  license  and  went  to  a  hotel. 
This  morning  the  woman  was  found  dead 
in  bed  and  Brown  died  this  afternoon.

THE  DULUTH  CLUB. 


A  New  Social  Organization  for  Young 
Men  Which  Will  Be  a  Success. 

The  Duluth  club  was  regularly  organ- 
ized last  Monday  evening  at  an  enthusi- 
astic meeting  of  young  men  held  in  the 
office  of  the  Duluth  Real  Estate  ex- 
change. For  a  long  time  many  of  the 
f (regressive  young  men  of  the  city  have 
elt  the  need  of  suitable  club  rooms 
where  unoccupied  evenings  may  be 
spent  with  congenial  friends.  The  re- 
moval of  the  Kitchi  Gammi  club  to  its 
new  quarters  opened  the  way  to  the  pur- 
chase of  the  annex  to  their  present 
home  on  Second  street  which 
was  promptly  done  by  several  of 
those  interested  in  the  scheme.  As  soon 
as  this  became  known  over  100  men 
signed  a  paper  declaring  their  intention 
of  becoming  members  of  the  new  organi- 
zation. A  call  for  a  meeting  was  issued 
and  at  this  meeting  a  constitution  was 
adopted  and  officers  for  the  coming  year 
elected. 

The  directors  have  purchased  the 
"Annex"  and  it  is  now  being  moved 
across  Second  street  to  a  lot  near  the 
Cheltenham.  A  high  basement,  entirely 
above  ground,  is  to  be  placed  under  the 
building,  to  provide  for  the  bowling 
alleys  and  to  give  room  for  Indian  club 
swinging.  The  first  floor  will  have  a 
large  readingroom  with  open  fire  place, 
with  billiardroom  at  the  back.  The 
second  floor,  which  is  reached  by  a  stair- 
case from  the  readingroom,  will  have 
rooms  for  games,  smoking,  etc.  The 
entire  building  will  be  heated  by  hot 
water. 

The  names  of  the  officers  chosen  need 
only  to  be  mentioned  to  show  the  strong 
hold  this  new  club  will  have  upon  the 
voung  men  of  Duluth:  President,  Rev. 
W.  M.  Barker;  vice-president,  O.  C. 
Hartman;  secretary,  W.  G.  Wrong; 
treasurer,  C.  D.  Shepard.  These  offic- 
ers with  Jas.  C.  Hunter,  W.  M.  Prindle 
and  Geo.  Mackenzie  form  the  board  of 
directors  for  the  first-  year.  The  en- 
trance fee,  until  the  association  numbers 
150,  has  been  placed  at  $10,  after  which 
it  will  be  advanced  to  $20.  Annual  dues 
are  $12.  The  club  has  placed  the  limit 
of  membership  at  200.  and  from  present 
appearances  the  limit  will  soon  be 
reached.

THK  KE>1;LT  and  IT-i  CAIKKS. 
The  Herald  h.is  very  little  to  say  to- 
day regarding  the  election,  further  than 
to  review,  in  a  manner  as  modest  as 
may  be,  the  closing  scene,  and  name  a 
few  of  the  many  causes  that  led  thereto. 
It  is  not  becoming  to  thoughtful  men  in 
a  free  country  where  government  is  of 
and  for  the  whole  people  rather  than  a 
select  and  favored  few,  to  wax  boastful 
over  political  results.  And  it  would  be 
far  from  the  duty  or  purpose  of  The 
Herald  which  has  been  a  guide,  philoso- 
pher and  friend  rather  than  a  partisan 
advocate,  to  depart  from  its  consistent 
and  dignified  course  to  indulge  in  any 
wild  and  woolly  demonstrations. 

The  Herald  took  its  position   thouj;ht- 
fuUy  and   honestly    for   d'Autremont    in 
the  full  belief  that  such  a  course  was  in 
the  interests    of    Uuluth.      The    result, 
therefore,  is  very  gratifying,  and  we  may 
safelv  .idmit    that    much.  *  During   the 
progress  of  the  campaign   wc  made   no 
idle  boast,  and  every  statement  was  sin- 
cere and  honest.     In  these    colunms   we 
estimated  the  total    vote    at    5500,    and 
d'Autremont's  at  2500.   The  result  shows 
the  total  to  be  5434    and    d'Autremont's 
vote     2558,    a    little     more    favorable 
to     our     candidate      than      the      esti- 
mate   we    made.      These    figures  were 
based    on    reasonable    grounds.     In  the 
fall  of  1890,  T.  T.   Hudson   as  candidate 
for  the  legislature,   received    in    round 
figures  1800  votes  in  Duluth    proper.    A 
few  of  these  votes  were  cast  by   republi- 
cans, but  J.  M.  Martin,  of    West  Duluth, 
received  at   the   same   time   1500  demo- 
cratic  votes    in    this  city.     It  therefore 
seemed  reasonable  to   believe  that  with 
the    growth    of     the    city    d'Autremont 
would  get  1800  straight  democratic  votes 
yesterday.      With   union    labor    nearly 
solid  for  him,  and  with    some  accessions 
from  the  republican  ranks,  we  felt  confi- 
dent he  would  add7ooto  this  if  the  total  vote 
reached  5500.     This,  wc  were  fully  satis- 
fied, would  elect  him.   The  result  proves 
that  The  Herald  was  not    only  fair  in  its 
estimate,  but  that  it  was  remarkably  cor- 
rect. 

As  to  Long,  Davis  and  Mannheim, 
there  was  no  sure  grounds  for  an  esti- 
mate, and  with  I'hc*  Herald's  figures  for 
d'Autremont  it  was  of  little  moment  how 
the  balance  ot  the  votes  were  divided. 
The  total  vote  of  these  three  was  2S76, 
or  only  318  more  than  d'Autremont 
alone  received,  so  that  a  change  of  160 
votes  to  d'Autremont  would  have  given 
him  a  majority  over  all.  Long  and 
Mannheim  were  certain  to  get  enough 
to  overcome  this,  if  our  figures  on 
d'Autremont  were  approximately  cor- 
rect, and  we  w  ere  naturally  very  confident 
of  the  result.  The  Herald  arrogates  to 
itself  no  especial  political  wisdom,  but 
in  this  case  it  felt  sure  it  had  a  known 
and  winning  factor  in  its  hand.  It  was 
right. 

We  gave  Davis  300  plurality  west  of 
the  point  of  rocks,  and  althrough  the 
Sixth  ward  went  stronger  for  him  than 
we  had  calculated,  the  Fifth  a  little 
more  than  overcome  it  and  he  received  a 
plurality  in  both  of  271.  It  was  thought 
the  Sixth  would  be  about  even,  and  the 
99  plurality  for  Davis  was  a  mild  sur- 
prise. The  Second,  the  home  of  d'Au- 
tremont and  Long  was  regarded  as  close 
between  the  two  leading  candidates,  and 
it  went  to  Davis  by  3  plurality.  This 
was  more  than  offset  by  the  fact  that  the 
Fourth,  the  home  of  Davis  and  Mann- 
heim, went  for  d'Autremont  by  a  plural- 
ity ot  318  and  a  majority  of  84  over  all. 
In  this  ward  Mannheim  received  31  of 
his  total  vote  of  62,  while  Long  got  234. 
D'Autremont  received  838,  though  his 
committee  claimed  only  750. 

Powell  and  Winje,  the  democratic 
nominees  for  the  regular  and  special 
municipal  judgships,  were  endorsed  by 
the  people's  party,  and  because  of  some 
republican  indescretions  in  the  conven- 
tion, Powell's  election  was  assured  from 
the  start.  His  majority  is  1076.  Winje 
had  nobody's  blunders  to  help  him,  but 
won  by  470,  and  it  seems  that  both  would 
have  won,  under  circumstances,  the 
most  favorable  to  their  opponenft.  The 
parties  back  of  them  had  the  most  votes, 
and,  as  the  candidates  were  worthy  men, 
that  settled  it.  Gearhart  ran  close  to 
Davis,  receiving  a  total  of  1987  votes  or 
more  than  twice  as  many  as  the  head  of 
his  own  ticket.  Judge  West  was  but  lit- 
tle behind  his  running  mate,  receiving 
1898  votes,  which  is  also  more  than  dou- 
ble that  received  by  Long.  The  boys 
can  therefore  congratulate  themselves 
all  around. 
The  Herald  made  no  particular  fight 


everv  voter  to  go  to  the  polls  and  use 
his  best  judgment  in  voting  for  the  best 
men.  There  were  too  many  good  men 
on  the  tickets  for  all  to  win,  buU  it  is 
pretty  safe  to  say  that  no  bad  man  was 
successful.  This  is  glory  enough  for 
one  day. 

Among  the  causes  which  brought 
about  the  results  here  narrated,  a  few 
may  be  mentioned: 

So  far  as  the  democrats  are  concerned, 
their  chief  victory  was  won  in  the  town 
hall  when  they  put  up  a  strong  ticket 
without  a  single  weak  man  to  drag 
another  down. 

And  as"  to  the  republicans  they  met 
their  Waterloo  in  the  town  hall  when 
they  nominated  Long.  It  is  fair  to  be- 
lieve that  the  delegates  who  nominated 
hi  m  stood  by  him  yesterday ,but  the  repub- 
licans as  a  party  may  well  feel  proud  at 
the  meagerness  of  his  vote.  The  Her- 
ald was  in  earnest  when  it  declared  be- 
fore the  convention  that  he  was  not  the 
man  for  mayor  and  that  only  humilia- 
tion could  come  from  such  a  choice. 
The  statement  was  as  true  as  it  was  sin- 
cere. 

Then  there  were  frictions  in  the  re- 
publican convention  that  aroused  the 
latent  feelings  of  many  voters  and 
helped  to  swell  the  tide  that  engulfed 
their  party  nominees. 

The  people's  party  has  not  yet  gained 
the  confidence  of  the  public  so  far  as 
business  sagacity  and  executive  ability 
is  concerned,  and  the  most  thoughtful 
voters  were  against  it. 

The  present  administrati-m,  which  is 
not  invulnerable,  was  held  up  as  a  model 
of  excellence  which  nothing  else  could 
approach,  and  the  whole  campaign  of 
that  party  was  run  on  a  false  issue. 

The  newspaper  champion  of  that 
party,  assuming  a  purity  that  would  be 
soiled  by  touch  with  the  everyday  world, 
began  from  the  start,  and  before  the 
nominations  were  made,  a  campaign  of 
slander  and  falsehood  which  ended 
in  the  most  humiliating  retractions  and 
the  open  acknowledgement  that  it  had 
wilfully  lied. 

Then,  too,  several  ministers  over- 
reached in  trying  to  form  a  new  union 
of  church  and  state,  turning  the  houses 
of  God  into  ward  headquarters,  so  that 
many  who  revere  religion  were  nau- 
seated and  turned  away. 

The  true  condition  of  things  in  the 
city,  and  the  inefficiency  of  the  present 
government,  was  plainly  and  fairly  pre- 
sented in  the  columns  of  The  Herald, 
and  by  an  aggressive  campaign  the  pre- 
tenders to  high  morality  were  put  on  the 
defensive,  a  position  they  would  not 
discuss  .ind  could  not  maintain. 

Hesides,  the  democrats  had  a  thor- 
ough organization  in  every  precinct,  and 
the  city  committee  was  composed  of 
solid  men  who  were  careful  in  every  de- 
tail, made  no  breaks  nor  boasts,  and 
brought  strength  to  their  party,  for  they 
had  the  confidence  of  all. 

The  opposition  parties  were  not  so 
well  organized,  nor  in  either  case  was 
the  campaign  management  in  such  ear- 
nest and  competent  hands. 

A  most  important  factor,  too,  was  the 
attitude  of  union  labor,  which  because 
of  the  action  of  the  other  papers  and 
the  abuse  it  had  received  from  them, 
was  almost  solid  for  The  Herald's 
candidate.  This  was  a  power  in  itself, 
and  a  force  that  cannot  be  overlooked. 
The  dastardly  act  of  the  republican 
candidate  or  committee  in  circulating  a 
libelous  dodger  on  the  day  of  election, 
changed  a  considerable  number  of  votes 
to  the  other  parties,  and  justified  The 
Herald's  warning  against  roorbacks  that 
could  not  be  contradicted. 

The  falsehoods  repeatedly  uttered  by 
the  News  and  proved  against  it,  broke 
down  its  influence  and  reacted  in  favor 
of  d'Autremont.  -When  we  named  it  the 
nemesis  we  were  quite  in  earnest. 

There  are  other  causes  that  could  be 
mentioned,  and  possibly  we  may  allude 
to  them  at  some  other  time;  not,  how- 
ever, in  any  spirit  of  adulation,  but  as  a 
mere  matter  of  current  history  and  as  a 
basis  for  future  action.  It  was  a  demo- 
cratic victory  in  the  sense  that  the  demo- 
crats put  up  candidates  who  com- 
manded a  support  stronger  than  their 
party,  and  the  lesson  that  all  parties 
should  learn  from  it  is  that  good  and 
able  men  must  be  put  to  the  front.  If 
The  Herald  in  its  feeble  way  has  helped 
to  teach  this  lesson  it  is  content. 

The  happiest  remark  of  election  day 
was  iiMide  by  a  voter  not  very  familiar 
with  the  English,  tongue  who  declared 
he  voted  for  Mr.  Dynamite.  "Dote" 
did  blow  up  the  hopes  of  oome  of  the 
other  fellows. 


They  make  no  mistake  in  holding  up 
morals  and  good  government  as  stan- 
dards to  be  attained  to,  but  when  they 
enter  into  a  personal  campaign  and 
clearly  champion  from  the  pulpit  the 
cause  of  any  man,  they  place  their 
churches  on  a  level  with  Tammany  hall 
and  make  them  no  more  worthy  of  res- 
pect. If  ministers  wish  to  climb  into  the 
political  arena  they  should  step  out  of 
the  pulpit  to  do  so,  and  the  while  claim 
no  reverence  for  their  sacerdotal  robes. 
Otherwise  they  will  lose  their  great  in- 
fluence for  good  and  should  look  to  cam- 
paign committees  for  their  support,  by 
their  fruits  we  know  them.

There  is  a  man  in  one  of  the  state  in- 
sane asylu  ns  whose  case  presents  a  sad 
example.  He  is  a  dangerous  lunatic 
now,  and  the  history  of  his  mania  is 
briefly  this: 

Before  the  telephone  was  in  actual 
public  service,  he  became  very  much  in- 
terested in  the  accounts  of  the  scientific 
experiments  in  connection  with  the 
then  imperfect  instrument.

It  is  hardly    possible    that    Alderman 
Long  still  doubts  the  fact  that  bis  cam- 
paign was  a  scalp  dance,  or  that   he  was 
mthe  hands  of  his  friends.     His  vote  was 
not  enough  to  make  a   creditable    show- 
ing.    His  was  not  a  simple  defeat  it  was 
a  rout  with   Long    nowhere.      The    run 
made  by  Mr.  Davis  was  a  good  one.    He 
carried  as  was  expected   the    Fifth   and 
Sixth  wards,  but  his  majorities   were  not 
large  enough  to  overcome   the  vote  cast 
for  d'Autrcmont.     The  popularity  of  the 
latter  was  a  surprise  to  the  general  pub- 
lic.   For  a  week  The    Herald    has    pre- 
dicted his  election  and  yesterday  from  in- 
formation received  was  able   to   predict 
it      almost       with       certainty.        Still 
there     was     much      in     the     returns 
to  surprise  any  one.     In  the    First   ward 
the  vote  was  expected  to  be   very   close, 
with  a  little  advantage  for  Davis   and  in 
the  Second  Long  was   expected  to  have 
a  victory.     d'Autreniont  carried  the  First 
and  Davis  the  Second  though  in  the  lat- 
ter the    plurality    was    only    3.     In  the 
Third  and   Fourth   wards    d'Autreniont 
had  everything  his    own    way   carrying 
them  by  pluralities  of  257  aud    318    res- 
pectively. 

The  judgeship  contest  came  out  much 
as  was  expected.  Powell  was  elected 
by  a  little  larger  plurality  than  was  cred- 
ited him  perhaps,  but  West  had  not 
strength  to  help  pull  Long  through  and 
Long  could  give  him  no  help.  Gearhart 
shared  the  fate  of  his  ticket  but  did 
a  little  better  than  West. 

The  ward  contests  for  alderman  were 
unusually  close  in  most  instances.  The 
surprise  among  them  was  the  remarka- 
ble way  Haskins  ran;  if  the  old  clothes 
had  held  out  he  might  have  been  elect- 
ed. As  it  was  he  lost  only  by  10  votes. 
Another  surprise  was  the  defeat  of  Ash, 
who  was  thought  to  have  as  good 
chances  as  any  candidate  in  the  field. 
He  was  badly  beaten.  In  this  ward  the 
council  loses  an  excellent  man,  but  gets 
a  good  one.  Morris  Thomas,  who  de- 
feated Lemieux  is  another  good  man, 
who  has  already  had  a  seat  in  the  coun- 
cil. Alderman  Hugo  surprised  his 
friends.  His  chances  in  popular  opinion 
were  looked  upon  as  doubtful  and  yet  no 
one  had  a  better  victory  than  he. 

The  returns  were  received  at  several 
places  last  night,  but  the  largest  crowd 
was  at  the  city  hall.  City  Clerk  Hurke 
opened  the  council  chamberand  here  the 
returns  of  the  precinct  judges  were  read 
as  they  were  brought  in.  An  immense 
amount  of  interest  was  felt  as  could  be 
seen  from  the  crowd  which  packed  the 
room  to  its  utmost  capacity.  It  was  of 
all  parties  too  and  the  cheers  were  in- 
discriminate. The  vote  came  in  slowly 
and  at  10  o'clock  only  eight  precincts 
had  been  heard  from  and  the  last  did 
not  arrive  until  1 1 :30.  The  only  one  of 
the  candidates  to  be  seen  at  the  city  hall 
was  T.  W.  Hugo.  When  the  full  re- 
turns from  his  ward  were  in  and  a  mag- 
nificent victory  was  assured  him,  a 
shout  was  sent  up  for  him 
and  he  was  given  a  regular  ovation.  He 
was  a  favorite  with  the  crowd,  there 
could  be  no  question  as  to  that.  He  re- 
sponded in  a  few  words  of  thanks  and 
appreciation  and  promised  as  faithful 
service  in  the  future  as  he  had  endeav- 
ored to  give  in  the  past. 

When  it  was  known  that  d'Autrcmont 
was  elected  the  crowd  scattered,  but  col- 
lected again  on  the  streets  and  marched 
up  and  down  shouting  for  the  demo- 
cratic candidate  and  celebrating  his 
election.

A  Reminiscence. 
On  the  Fourth  day  of  February,  1861, 
the  first  so-called  "Confederate"  congress 
assembled  at  Montgomery,  Alabama. 
Thirty-one  years  ago!  It  is  not  a  long

A.  R.  Macfarlane  was  chosen  foreman 
and  after  the  usual  charge  by  the  judge 
upon  the  matters  which  would  properly 
come  before  them  the  jury  was  sent  out 
to  decide  what  of  the  prisoners  in  the 
county  jail  will  have  to  take  their  chanc- 
es with  the  trial  jury.

Over  a  Million  of  Treasury  Stock  Sold 
Yesterday. 

One  of  the  largest  sales  on  record  was 
that  of  the  treasury  stock  of  the  Mesaba 
Mountain  Iron  company  which  took 
place  yesterday  at  the  office  of  the 
treasurer,  Mr.  L.  J.  Merritt.  All  the

The  New  York  .Stock  Market  Fluctuated  Dur- 
ing the  Session  and  Closed  Dnll  With 
Little  Cltauge. 


The  weakness  of  the  opening  here  was 
followed  by  a  further  steady  decline. 
The  weakness  was  mainly  due  to  the 
sluggishness  in  foreign  demand  and  the 
continued  and  growing  depression  in 
foreign  prices  for  American  wheat. 
London  and  Liverpool  cables  reported 
the  market  !<d  lower  for  spot  and  fut- 
ures. The  belief  seemed  to  be  preva- 
lent that  surplus  wheat  was  piling  up 
everywhere,  especially  abroad,  and  there 
was  a  general  tendency  to  even  up  the 
conditions  as  between  the  shorts 
and  the  longs.

a  member  of  the  Chicago  board  of  trade, 
said  that  that  board  was  heartily  in  favor 
of  the  bill  so  far  .is  it  relates  to  the  Krst 
clause.  He  said  that  upon  the  floor  of 
the  Chicago  board  of  trade  there  was, 
as  in  all  boards  of  trade  a  considerable 
amoimt  of  trade  that  was  not  proper  and 
the  board  had  spent  several  thousand 
dollars  trying  to  prevent  it  and  would 
welcome  a  law  that  would  eradicate  ille- 
galities. 

In  his  opinion,  however,  this  bill  would 
be  disastrous  to  the  farmer.  He  contra- 
dicted the  statement  of  Mr.  Davis,  who 
said  yesterday  that  there  was  money  tied 
up  in  Chicago  that  would  move  the 
whole  crop.  He  said  that  in  1880  there 
was  the  largest  kind  of  trade  in  Chicago 
and  the  commission  merchants  could  not 
handle  it  and  some  wheat  was  delivered 
to  people  that  was  never  paid  for. 

Answering  a  (|uestion  by  Mr.  Moses, 
of  Georgia,  he  said  th.it  supply  and  de- 
mand, not  legislation,  should  regulate 
the  prices,  business  should  be  allowed 
to  take  its  course.  He  could  not  make 
an  estimate  of  fictitious  sales  in  Chicago; 
no  sales  are  recorded  in  the  Chicago 
board  of  trade,  not  even  actual  sales  and 
no  record  was  kept  of  car  coads  sales  or 
of  samples. 

He  said  in  answer  to  a  ciuestion  by  Mr. 
Hatch,  whether  the  board  declined  to 
keep  a  record  of  fictitious  sales  in  order 
to  hide  them  from  the  public  that  the 
buestion  h.id  never  been  dis- 
cussed by  the  board.  Privileges  are 
not  legal  contracts.  The  board 
wants  to  get  rid  of  fictitious  tr.iding. 
Such  trading  is  only  done  in  the  corri- 
dors and  on  the  streets.  The  cause  of 
the  prosperity  of  the  Northwest  is  its 
large  crops,  and  when  Europe  is  short 
the  dem.-ind  increases  prices.  Privileges 
reduced  prices,  but  the  board  was  unable 
to  stop  them. 

Mr.  Sawyer,  of  Minneapolis,  said  rail- 
roads practically 'controlled  prices  of 
wheat  in  his  vicinity.  No  one  else  was 
rich  enough  to  handle  wheat.  The  rail- 
roads are  unable  to  ship  all  the  wheat 
bought  and  what  is  left  after  shipments 
is  sold  to  gamblers. 

Still  Harping  on  Rules. 
In  the  house  today  the  senate  bill  to 
pay  West  X'lrginia  ji  ji.ooounder  the  di- 
rect tax  law  was  laid  before  the  house. 
Mr.  Wilson,  of  West  \irginia,  objected 
to  immetliate  consideration  and  the  bill 
was  referred.  Senate  bill  to  create  a 
Fourth  judicial  district  in  I'tah  was 
passed.  The  consideration  of  the  rules 
was  then  resunied. 


The  Famous  London  Physician  Ex- 
pires Suddenly  at  His  Home- 
Lo.NDON,  Feb.  4. -Sis  Morrell  Mac- 
Kenzie,  the  eminent  physician,  died  un- 
expectedly at  10  o'clock  tonight.  Dr. 
MacKenzie  was  made  a  knight  in  1877. 
Besides  being  consulting  physician  of 
the  hospital  for  the  disease  of  the  throat, 
he  was  for  some  time  physician  to  the 
London  hospital  and  vv.is  the  author  of 
"Hygiene  of  the  Vocal  Organs"  and 
other  works. 

His  fame  as  a  throat  physician  caused 
him  to  be  called  upon  by  recommen- 
dation of  (jueen  \ictoria  to  attend 
the  late  Emperor  P'rederick,  then 
crown  prince,  when  the  affection  of 
the  throat,  which  ultimately  proved 
fatal.  beg.in  to  develop  itstU  seriously. 
M.-icKen/.ie  took  the  ground  that  the  af- 
fliction of  the  crown  prince  was  not 
necessarily  incurable,  a  position  which, 
from  a  political  s^and  point,  was  highly 
important  and  gratifying  to  the  crown 
prince  and  his  English  relatives,  as  an 
incurable  disease  would  have  disquali- 
fiee  him  for  the  German  thrown.  His 
connection  with  the  case  brought  him 
world-wide  fame  and  also  much  annoy- 
ance. He  published  a  defense  of  his 
treatment  which  excited  much  attention

Senator  Washbnrn  is  Confident  of  Its 
Adoption. 

W.^smxcTON,  Feb.  4.  It  need  create 
no  surprise  among  those  who  oppose  the 
Washburn  bill,  if  the  house  committee 
on  agriculture  should  report  favoring 
its  pc-issage.  The  hearing  before  the 
committee  yesterday  was  very  interest- 
ing. Many  of  those  in  favor  and  op- 
posed to  the  bill  were  present.  A  prom- 
inent Chicago  man,  who  is  opposed  to 
the  bill,  said  after  the  hearing  closed 
ttiat  he  would  stake  almost  any  amount 
that  the  committee  would  report  it  fa- 
vorably.

LET  US  REJOICE. 

The  Louisiana   '"Something  for  Noth- 
ing" Lottery  Curse  Will  Retire. 

New  Orleans,  Feb.  4.— John  A.  Mor- 
ris, the  principal  owner  and  director  of 
the  Louisiana  Lottery  company,  will  give 
notice  in  the  newspapers  today  that  he 
intends  to  withdraw  his  proposition  for 
the  recharter  of  the  company  and  that 
the  concern  will  wind  up  its  affairs  and 
retire  from  the  the  field,  when  the  char- 
ter expires  in  i8t;4. 

This  action  is  the  result  of  the  decis- 
ion of  the  United  States  supreme  court 
declaring  the  anti-lottery  law  constitu- 
tional. This  ends  forever  the  great  lot- 
tery war  which  has  been  waging  in  this 
state  for  some  time  past,  and  which  has 
brought  about  a  split  in  the  democratic 
party  .ind  the  nomination  of  two  demo- 
cratic state  tickets. 

En^rland  at  the  Fair. 
London,  Feb.  4.  -The  Standard  in 
discussing  the  Chicago  World's  fair 
comments  on  Col.  Sadler's  report  by  say- 
ing that  nations  of  the  whole  world  will 
be  in  competition  there,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  manufacturers  and  business 
men  of  Great  Britain  will  awake  to  this 
great  fact.  At  present  it  seems  as  if 
England  did  not  realize  the  importance 
of  the  opportunity  offered,  as  only  iji^,-

Omaha,   Neb.,    Feb.    4.-The    guber- 
natorial  imbroglio    has    resolved    itself 
into  a   waiting    game.    Governor    Boyd 
states  that  unless  the  office  is  voluntarily 
turned  over  to  him  by    Thayer  he    will 
wait  the  issuance  of  the  supreme  court's 
mandate  February  2y,  and  then  equipped 
with  the  proper  authority  will    make  the 
formal  demand  allowing  for  time  of  trans- 
mission and  action  of  the  state  supreme 
court  upon  the  mandate  it  will  probably 
be  March  4  before  he  will  be  restored  to 
his  office.

A  Relative  of  Young  Waterbury  Proves 
the  Chief  Conspirator. 

Gref.nwich  Village,  Conn.  Feb.  4. 
—The  substance  of  the  confession  made 
by  one  of  the  two  men  arrested  last 
night  for  the  kidnapping  of  little  Ward 
Waterbury  is  to  the  effect  that  the  chief 
conspirator  is  Charles  E.  Waterbury,  the 
nephew  of  Charles  P.  Waterbury,  whose 
child  was  stolen;  he  conceived  the  plan 
and  induced  others  to  go  into  it.  Yes- 
terday as  soon  as  he  learned  the  consta- 
bles were  on  his  track  he  disappeared, 
but  it  is  said  he  will  be  arrested  this 
rnorning.

A  Priest  Would  Redeem  France  by  Re- 
storing the  Catholic  Kings. 
Paris,  Feb.  4.— Father  Barbe,  a  popu- 
lar priest,  has  created  a  sensation  by  an 
attack  on  the  government  while  preach- 
ing in  the  cathedral  at  Bazas,  depart- 
ment of  Gironde.  The  reverend  father 
said  that  France  was  governed  by  execu- 
tioners and  sectarians,  and  that  the  only 
way  to  redeem  the  French  government 
from  their  deplorable  condition  was  to 
restore  the  ancient  line  of  catholic  kings. 
This  utterance  was  greeted  with  hisses 
and  shouts  of  protest  and  also  some  cries 
of  approval.

Been  Perpetrated  on  Paris  Bankers. 
Paris,  Feb.  4.— There  is  considerable 
excitement  on  the  bourse  today  owing,  it 
is  alleged,  to  the  fact  that  several  banks 
are  in  difficulty.  The  exact  nature  of 
the  difficulties  is  not  known,  but  the 
rumor  is  that  extensive  frauds  have  been 
perpetrated  upon  these  financial  institu- 
tions. It  is  known  that  several  arrests 
have  already  been  made  in  connection 
with  the  trouble  and  some  startling  de- 
velopments may  be  expected  shortly. 

Republicans  Getting  in  Line. 

New  York,  Feb.  4.  The  republican 
state  executive  committee  has  been 
cilled  by  Chairman  Husted  to  meet  in 
this  city  on  Feb.  13.  The  early  calling 
together  of  the  state  committee  will  be 
considered  and  also  the  time  for  holding 
the  republican  state  convention  to  elect 
delegates-at-large  to  the  national  con- 
vention at  Minneapolis.  It  is  thought 
that  the  meeting  of  the  state  convention 
will  be  held  in  April. 

The  republican  state  committee  of 
North  Carolina  met  at  Raleigh  yester- 
day and  called  a  state  convention  to 
meet  April  14  to  elect  delcptes  to  the 
national  republican  convention. 

Grain  Blockade  in  Kansas  City. 
Kansas  CiTV,  Feb.4.  There  is  another 
grain  blockade  here  and  the  Burlington 
h.-is  notified  the  members  of  the  board  of 
trade  unless  relief  was  given  either  by 
unloading  or  transferring,  no  more  cars 
would  be  loaded  for  Kans.-is  City  and 
those  in  transit  would  be  sidetracked  out 
on  the  road.  Other  roads  are  practically 
in  the  same  condition.  The  trouble 
seems  to  be  that  the  commission  men  are 
lefting  too  much  grain  come  in,  for 
which  there  is  no  market,  and  to  save 
the  cost  of  storage  allow  it  to  remain  in 
the  cars. 


WIGWAM  FOR  TAMMANY. 

Hill  and  His  Warriors  Will  Battle  on 
the  Lake  Front. 
Chicago,  Feb.  4.— The  local  commit- 
tee of  democrats  to  provide  for  the  com- 
ing national  convention  has  abandoned 
all  hope  of  securing  the  exposition 
building  and  decided  to  build  a  wigwam 
capable  of  seating  15,000  people  in 
which  the  convention  will  be  held.  A 
site  on  the  lake  front  on  which  to  erect 
the  building  will  probably  be  secured. 

Shot  His  Sweetheart. 
New  York,  Feb.  4.— At  a  late  hour 
last  night  Maggie  W^eissmuller,  20  vears 
old,  a  servant  employed  by  Mrs.  Rhue 
at  24  East  One  Hundred  and  Twenty- 
sixth  street,  was  shot  and  killed  by 
Frederick  Zeller.  a  young  man  about 
her  own  age.  Zeller  and  Miss  Weiss- 
muller  were  lovers.  They  had  been  out 
together  during  the  evening  and  about 
II  o'clock  reached  the  girl's  home. 
They  stood  in  the  areaway  together  for 
some  time  and  finally  Zeller  put  his  arm 
around  the  girl's  necic  and  with  his  dis- 
engaged hand  drew  a  revolver  which  he 
placed  against  the  girl's  head  and  fired. 
She  dropped  to  the  pavement  and  Zeller 
fled.  It  is  stated  that  Zeller  was  insane- 
ly jealous  of  the  giri.

Madrid,  Feb.  4.— A  hurricane  swept 
over  this  city  last  night  and  did  much 
damage.  Houses  were  unroofed,  chim- 
neys toppled  over,  signs  and  boardings 
blown  down.  Dozens  of  people  were 
injured  by  flying  fragments  and  taken 
to  the  hospitals.  The  telegraph  wires 
were  prostrated  in  all  directions.  Noth- 
ing has  been  heard  yet  from  the  country 
which  was  in  the  line  of  the  storm.  The 
dam.ige  done  must  have  been  very 
heavy  as  the  wind  had  the  force  of  a 
cyclone  and  was  accompanied  by  tor- 
rents of  rain. 


Tascott!  Where  Art  Thou? 

Pittshurgh,  Feb.  4.  -Police  oflficials 
here  think  that  Fred  C.  Fitzsimmons, 
the  murderer  of  Detective  Gilkinson,  of 
this  city,  is  either  Tascott  or  had  a  hand 
in  the  Sncll  murder.  Fitzsimmons 
broke  jail  here  several  months  ago  and 
is  now  under  arrest  in  New  Orleans.  It 
was  discovered  that  Fitzsimmons  was  in 
Chicago  when  the  Snell  murder  was 
committed  and  left  there  about  that 
time.  Since  then  he  would  never  go 
near  Chicago  and  has  told  his  friends 
m.iny  times  that  that  was  the  only  city 
in  the  United  States  that  he  would  not 
visit.  This  leads  to  the  belief  that  if  he 
is  not  Tascott  he  was  concerned  in  the 
Snell  murder  in  some  way. 

Later--A  telegram  from  New  Orleans 
states  that  murderer  Fitzsimmons,  who 
recently  killed  Detective  Gilkinson  and 
made  a  remarkable  escape  from  the 
Alleghany  county  jail,  cut  his  throat  in 
the  parish  prison  at  New  Orleans  this 
morning  and  will  die. 
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Socialists  Not  in  It. 

Berlin,  Feb.  4.— No  member  of  the  .so- 
cialists party  has  been  invited  to  the  re- 
ception to  be  given  by  the  emperor  to 
the  chamber  of  delegates.  No  discrim- 
ination is  made  against  other  delegates. 
This  reception  is  regarded  as  of  deep 
significance  in  view  of  the  present  con- 
flict over  the  education  bill.  The  em- 
peror and  Chancellor  Caprivi  have  evi- 
dently taken  this  method  of  indicating 
their  resentment  of  the  determined  op- 
position offerred  by  the  socialist  dele- 
gates to  the  bill.

Stillwell,  of  Scranton,  to  contract  for  the 
building  of  a  fish  car,  for  which  the 
necessary  appropriation  was  made  at  the 
recent  Session  of^  the  legislature.

The  commissioners  propose 
having  an  extensive  representation  of 
Pennsylvania's  fishery  interests  at  the 
Chicago  exposition,  the  expense  of 
which  to  the  Pennsylvania  Worid's  fair 
commission  shall  not  exceed  $3000. 

Fire  Insurance  Rates  Advanced. 
Chicago,  Feb.  4.— The  Chicago  Fire 
Underwriters  association  has  recently 
advanced  rates  on  buildings  over  100 
feet  high  about  30  per  cent  over  the  old 
rates.  As  the  underwriters  association 
has  a  monopoly  of  the  insurance  busi 
ness  in  Chicago,  the  owners  are  taking 
steps  for  the  organization  of  a  big  Chi^ 
cago  mutual  company  for  carrying  in- 
surance on  all  fire  proof  buildings  with- 
out regard  to  height. 


The  Specie  All  Landed. 
London,  Feb.  4.— Work  upon  the 
stranded  Eider,  ashore  off  Atherfield, 
Isle  of  Wight,  was  continued  this  morn- 
ing. The  great  maritime  experts  who 
have  examined  the  Eider  say  that  the 
steamship  is  in  a  hopeless  condition  and 
that  only  a  miracle  will  ever  float  her. 
The  salvage  people  are  working  like 
beavers  to  relieve  the  Eider  of  her  cargo, 
but  as  some  portion  of  the  freight  at  the 
very  bottom  of  her  lower  hold  has  al- 
ready washed  ashore,  it  is  feared  that 
there  must  be  a  terrible  hole  in  her  bot- 
tom.

NOT  WISE  TO  DO  SO. 

The  morning  News  continues  to  blun- 
der though  the  campaign  is  past.  In  its 
issue  today  it  says: 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  pulpit  to  inculcate  (?i>od 
morals,  Ix'cause  they  are  an  essential  feature  of 
religion.  .Vnylhing  that  will  promote  morality 
in  the  city  is  therefore  projK-rly  a  subject  for 
consideration  in  the  pulpit?,  and  if  it  is  the  hon- 
e.«t  belief  of  the  minister  that  only  one  candi- 
date in  an  election  is  cominitted  to  a  moral  pol- 
icy it  is  his  privilege  and  als«i  his  duty  to  say  so. 
That  is  what  the  ministers  of  Duluth  did. 

The  Herald  does  not  believe  that  the 
ministers  of  Duluth  themselves  will  en- 
dorse si:ch  sentiments.  Certain  it  is  that 
those  of  their  number  who  are 
recognized  as  the  wisest  guides 
did  not  fall  in  line  with 
such  ideas.  If  the  claim  is  true  "where 
only  one  candidate  is  committed  to  a 
moral  policy,"  then  it  must  also  be  true 
when  the  minister  thinks  one  is  commit- 
ted to  a  better  moral  policy  than  the 
other,  arid  it  can  hardly  happen  that  an 
election  great  or  small  should  pass  w  ith- 
out  the  minister  having  such  a  convic- 
tion; and,  indeed,  it  is  ever  a  question  of 
degree,  for  no  one  asserts  there  is  not 
some  moral  principle  on  both  sides.  As 
a  result  of  such  argument,  if  it  is  the 
"duty"  of  the  minister  under  such  condi- 
tions to  champion  the  candidacy 
of  some  particular  candidate,  our 
pulpits  would  soon  become  nothing 
more  than  political  rostrums  and  there 
by  lose  their  great  power  for  good.  We 
have  never  denied  the  right  of  a  minis- 
ter to  talk  about  anything  he  wishes  in 
the  pulpit,  but  we  question  the  wisdom 
and  expediency  of  such  a  course.  If  the 
bench  feels  the  restraint  of  its  position, 
though  no  one  questions  the  right  of  a 
judge  to  act  as  other  men,  why  not  also 
the  pulpit? 

There  are  those  who  believe  with 
Gladstone  that  the  tariff  is  a  moral  issue, 
but  it  would  not  be  wise  for  a  minister 
holding  such  views  to  hound  his  pulpit 
in  pieces  with  a  tariff  schedule.  He  can 
accomplish  more  good  in  another  way, 
and  therefore  it  is  not  his  duty  to  tackle 
it.  The  ministers  of  Duluth  are  certain- 
ly aware  that  the  News  reiterated  false- 
hoods throughout  the  campaign,  and  they 
must  deplore  such  conduct,  but  we  do 
not  think  it  would  be  wise  for  them,  nor 
is  it  their  duty,  to  denounce 
the  News  from  their  pulpits  and 
urge  a  larger  circulation  for  The 
Herald,  a  truthful  journal  which  moves 
on  a  higher  moral  plane.  There  are 
some  questions  which  it  is  just  as  well  to 
let  other  people  settle  among  themselves 
to  the  end  tkat  tfTe  pulpit  may  keep  it- 
self above  reproach  and  in  the  confidence 
of  all.  The  Herald  acknowledges  no 
bounds  in  the  field  of  the  pulpit  or  press, 
but  maintains  that  both  should  be  wisely 
guided  to  subserve  the  greatest  public 
good.  The  News  and  one  or  two  pul- 
pits in  Duluth  have  of  late  shown  the 
need  of  a  managing  editor.

The  Herald  is  in  receipt  of  a  marked 
copy  of  the  \'oice,  the  national  organ  of 
the  prohibition  party,  published  in  Tam- 
many town,  in  which  it  is  charged  that 
copies  of  that  paper,  prepaid  by  a  spe- 
cial fund  and  mailed  to  farmers  through- 
out the  country,  are  not  delivered  at  the 
point  of  destination.

The  Herald  is  in  receipt  of  several 
communications  on  election  matters,  the 
publication  of  which  would,  we  think, 
serve  no  public  end,  and  without  any 
criticism  on  their  contents  we  deem  it 
wise  to  give  our  readers  a  rest.

destroy  them. 

Italy,  a  countrv  of  pitch. 

Gaul,  modern  France,  signified  yellow 
haired,  as  yellow  hair  characterized  its 
first  inhabitants. 

Caledonia  is  a  woody  region. 

Hibernia,  the  country  of  tin,  as  there 
were  great  quantities  of  lead  and  tin 
found  on  the  adjacent  island.  The 
Greeks  called  it  Albion,  from  the  white- 
ness of  its  shores,  or  the  high  rocks  on 
the  western  coast. 

Corsica,  signifies  a  woody  place. 

Rhodes,  serpents  or  dragons,  which  it 
produced  in  abundance. 

Sicily,  the  country  of  grapes. 

Scylia,  the  whirlpool  of  destruction. 

Syracuse,  signifies  bad  savor,  from  the 
unwholesome  marsh  on  which  it  stood. 

Etna,  signifies  a  furnace,  or  dark  and 
smoky.

The  report  of  the    health  office    for 
January    was    issued    this   morning  and 
while    the    fi^jures    are    not  so  good  as 
those   for    last   month,   the  comparative 
statement    of    January     189!     and     1892 
gives  much  cause  for  congratulation.    A 
year 'ago   Duluth     was    suffering    from 
what  was  called  an  epidemic  ot   t\phoid 
fever  and  the  death  rate  was  the  highest 
Duluth  has  ever  had.    The  fever    which 
had  begun  in  November  was    then  at  its 
worst    and    from   that  cause  alone  there 
were  18  d  *aths,  while   new    cases    were 
being  reported  daily  in    large    numbers. 
This  year  the  state  of  affairs  is   entirelv 
different.     There  is  no  typhoid    fever   to 
speak  of  and  last  month  there   was  only 
one  death  from  this  cause.    There  are, 
too,  very  few    cases    of    diphtheria.     In 
fact,      the     records     of     the     depart- 
ment       show    only      three,    and    one 
of  these  is  of  three    week's    standing,  in 
which  the  patient  is  now  out  of  danger. 
For  Janui.rv,  i3q2,  the  total    number    of 
deaths  for  the   month    was    35,    divided 
among  the  various    causes    as    follows: 
Diphtheria,  5;    pneumonia,    5;    infantile 
convulsions,     4;     premature    birth,    3; 
tuberculosis,  2;  accident,  2;    phthisis,  2; 
marasmus,  2,  and  one  each    from    these 
causes,    intestinal    obstruction,    typhoid 
fever,  acute  gastritis.heart  disease,  mem- 
braneous   croup,     capillary     bronchitis, 
pleurisy,    entero    colitis,     cyanosis    and 
placenta  praevia.      Of  those  dying   12 
were  under  i  year  of  age,  six  between    i 
and  5,  four  between  5  and    10,    two    be- 
tween 10  and  20,  seven  between   20   and 
40,  and  four  between  40  and  60;  17  were 
females  and   18    males.    28    single    and 
seven  married.  The  births  for  the  month 
show  a  total  of  67,  36  male  and  31  female. 
Twins,  i;  stillborn,  4;  illegitimate,  2.

There  has  been  a  great  deal  of  grip  in 
the  city,  but  it  has  had  no   effect  on   the 
mortuary  report  so  far  as   can   be    seen. 
Dr.  Goffe.  the   health    officer,   said    this 
morning  in  relation  to  the    matter,  "I  do 
not  know  of  a  single  case   where    death 
can  be  attributed  to  the  grip.     In  fact   I 
do  not  see  any  reason  why  what  we   call 
the       grip       here        should       produce 
death.     There  is  nothing   in  it  to  die  of. 
There    have   been  cases   of   pneumonia 
pid  to  be  complicated  with  the  prevail- 
ing  malady  which   have  been   fatal,  but 
pneumonia,  if  given  the  opportunity,  can 
do  its  work  without  any  assistance.     We 
have  had  grip  here  very  lighttv.  A  great 
many  people  have  been   ill  with   it.      A 
great    many  more    have    imagined  that 
they  were,  but  it  is  nothing  to  be  alarmed 
about,  and  if  not  complicated  with  other 
disorders  very  serious   in    themselves    it 
will  do  no  great  harm.     If   things  go  on 
the  rest  of  the  year  as  thcv  have  so  far, 
we       shall       be       able      to      make       a 
splendid    showing  in  our  annual   report 
in  April.     There    arc    no    cities    in  the 
country  the  size  of  Duluth  where  a    rate 
of  12  or  even  15  is  not   considered   a  re- 
markably low  death  rate;   20  would   not 
be  considered  excessive.     With   us  it  of- 
ten runs  down   below  10,    sometimes  as 
low  as  7,  and  the  rate  rarely  goes   above 
II.     Duluth    is    a    remarkably    healthy 
city,  and  if  one  will   live   in  a'citv  at  all 
he  can  hardly  find  one  wherejhis  chances 
for  long  life  will  be  better.

so  worn  and  tired  on  Monday   from    the 
going  all  day  Sundav  that  I  can  just   do 
nothing         but         rest;'*         is        that 
resting         as         God         coaimanded? 
There  is  no  reason  whv  all  these  church 
services  might  not    be'  held    any    week 
day  with  perfect   propriety    and    pastor 
and  people  be  permitted  to  rest    indeed 
on  the  sabbath.    Custom  has  sanctioned 
this  so  long  that    no  one   stops    to    con- 
sider, but   the   sabbath    is    given    up  to 
hurry,  bustle,  and  strain  from  early  morn 
until  late  in  the  evening. 

Again,  does   any    fair-minded    person 
think  that    these    same    ministers    who 
have  preached   "red-hot"    political    ser- 
nions,  have  won    respect    for    their  call- 
ing?    Have  they  not  lowered    their  own 
standard  and  that  of  Christ's    by    drag- 
ging it  in  the  political   mire?     Is    it  any 
wonder  that  they  hold  meetings   to  con-

KILLED  ON  THE  TKACK.

The  victim  of  the  accident  has  been 
about  Duluth  and  Superior  ever  since 
navigation  closed.  He  was  not  specially 
industrious  and  has  served  terms  both 
here  and  in  Superior  for  vagrancy.  No 
inquest  was  held  over  his  remains.

CITY  BRIEFS. 


The  first  verdict  of  the  February  term 
of  the  district  court  was  returned  this 
morning  in  the  case  of  Bradley  vs.  the 
Street  Railway  company,  an  appeal  from 
the  award  of  the  commissioners  in  con- 
demnation. The  verdict  of  the  jury 
gave  Mr.  Bradley  damages  in  the 
sum  of  $3250.  By  the  award 
of  the  commissioners  he  was  given  $3000. 
J.  Arthur  Robert,  appellant,  vs.  Duluth 
Street  Railway  company,  a  similar  case, 
is  now  being  tried.  It  may  go  to  the  jury 
this  afternoon.  In  Martha  Miller  vs. 
Kdward  E.  Collins  a  verdict  by  default 
was  entered  this  morning  for  all  claimed, 
there  being  no  appearance  on  the  part 
of  the  defense.  In  Charles  A.  Johnson 
vs.  Worrell  Clarkson  there  was  also  judg- 
ment for  the  plaintiff. 

Other  cases  were  disposed  of  this 
morning  as  follows:  James  I.  Garrett, 
administrator,  vs.  Duluth  &  Iron  Range 
Railroad  company,  continued;  Margaret 
Eyster  vs.  William  F.  Marvin,  Kate  Cul- 
ver Whitelaw,  et  al..  placed  at  foot  of 
calendar,  and  I.  Freimuth  vs.  G.  H. 
Holden.  transferred  from  jury  to  court 
calendar.  On  the  civil  calendar  the 
case  on  call  is  Ohio  Coal  company  vs. 
Henry  Ohlberg  and  Charles  Peterson, 
co-partners. 

The  grand  jury  so  far  has  returned 
two  indictments.  The  first  is  against 
John  Lohty  charged  with  assault  in  the 
second  degree.  Lohty  is  alleged  to  have 
stabbed  a  citi/en  who  was  assisting  an 
officer  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty.  The 
affair  occurred  on  the  Mesaba  range. 
The  other  indictment  is  against  Elmer 
Petit  who  is  charged  with  having 
stolen       a        telescope  from       the 

residence  of  H.  W.  Pearson  and  who  was 
arrested  in  Minneapolis  while  hiding  in 
a  cemetary  vault.  The  indictment 
against  him  is  for  grand  larceny  in  the 
second  degree.  John  Gelant,  who  has 
been  held  for  some  time  in  the  county 
jail  on  a  charge  of  forgery, was  dismissed 
yesterday  afternoon  on  motion  of  the 
county  atto'-ney.  the  grand  jury  having 
failed  to  find  an  indictment  against  him. 
He  was  given  a  lecture  by  Judge  Ensign 
and  discharged.  The  grand  jury  was  in 
session  all  this  morning,  but  as  yet  have 
returned  no  further  indictments.

Rumor  Already  Busy  Dividine  the  City 

Offices  Among  the  Democrats. 

Mr.  d'Autremont's  election  was  hardly 

assured  before  the    political    wise    ones 

were  beginning    to    divide    up    the  ap- 

¥ointive  offices  under  the  new  regime, 
he  most  important  ofifice  under  the 
mayor  is  the  chief  of  police. 
This       place       is  not         definitely 

filled  as  yet,  but  it  will  probably  go  to  j. 
K.  Shaw.  The  Herald  has  it  on  good 
authority  that  the  position  will  be  ten- 
dered him.  Chief  McOuade  will  rec- 
ommend Dan  Horgan,  and  if  Mayor 
Davis  had  remained  in  office  the  present 
captain  would  have  received  his  well  de- 
served promotion.  A  change  in  the 
head  of  the  department  may  make  some 
alterations  among  the  subordinates,  but 
not  niuch.  The  mayor  has  also 
this  spring  to  appoint  a 

member  of  the  board  of  public 
works,  a  member  of  the  board  of  fire 
commissioners,  a  private  secretarv  and 
two  members  of  the  health  board.  These 
latter  must  be  members  of  tHe  council. 
Dr.  Phelan  also  retires  from  the  health 
board  but  his  place  must  be  filled  by  an 
election  of  the  council.  Who  the  mayor 
will  appoint  for  these  places  has  not  yet 
been  announced  and  it  is  doubtful  if  he 
himself  can  tclt  w'm  they  will  be.  Dr. 
GofTe,  the  health  officer,  holds  over  an- 
other year  and  is  in  no  way  affected 
by  the  change.  Mr.  Cooley,  the  city 
assessor,  will  have  a  successor  not  yet 
decided  upon.  For  the  office  of  city  at- 
torney there  are  numerous  men  who 
woulcl  accept  the  place.

DESERTED  AND  DESTITUTE. 


The  Sad  Case  of  a  YounK  German  who 
Loved  n^t  Wisely. 
A  rather  pathetic  case  of  destitution 
and  desertion  has  been  reported  to  the 
city  authorities,  a  story  with  a  sad  sort 
of  romance  in  it.  Some  months  ago, 
nearly  a  year,  a  German  girl  employed 
in  the  city  as  a  domestic  fell  in  love 
with  a  fellow-countryman  of  hers,  Carl 
Lauerdorf.  Mathilda  Beowler  was  her 
name  and  she  had  always  borne  a  good 
reputation  for  industry  and  thrift.  Her 
love  was  unfortunate,  however,  for  it 
was  another  case  of  "not  wisely  but  too 
well."  The  girl  soon  found 
herself  in  a  condition  where  a  husband's 
care  was  very  necessary  to  her  and 
she  appealed  to  Lauerdorf  to  carry  out 
his  promise  and  make  her  his  wife.  He 
did  not  refuse  to  do  this,  but  neglected 
the  matter  until  finally  she  was  about  to 
begin  a  criminal  action  against  him. 
Then  he  decided  that  the  honest  course 
was  the  best  one  and  he  made  the  girl 
his  wife.  This  was  some  five  months 
ago  and  since  then  the  two  have  lived 
together.  He  was  employed  at  the  Fit- 
ger  brewery  and  he,  too,  seems  to  have 
been  a  sober  and  honest  workman. 
Some  days  ago,  just  before  his  wife's 
confinement,  he  left  Duluth  saving  he 
was  going  to  look  after  a  farm  which  he 
owns  in  the  western  part  of  the  state. 
His  wife  thought  nothing  of  the  matter 
other  than  it  was  strange  he  should 
want  to  be  away  at  such  a 
ime.  Her  baby  was  born  and  she  began 
to  be  anxious  about  the  non-return  of 
her  husband.  She  spoke  to  friends  of 
hers  about  the  matter  and  they  looking 
upon  his  absence  as  decidedlv  remark- 
able decided  to  look  up  his  whereabouts. 
A  telegram  was  sent  te  the  place  where 
he  was  supposed  to  be  and  the  fact 
came  out  that  he  was  not  and  had  not 
been  there  since  leaving  Duluth.  It  is 
understood  that  when  going  from  here 
he  took  with  him  about  $200  which  his 
wife  had  saved  up  while  a  servant 
girl.  He  represented  to  her 
hat         he  wanted  this  to 

clear  a  mortgage  on  the  farm  in  ques- 
tion. Since  Lauerdorf  left  Duluth  noth- 
mg  has  been  heard  from  him,  and  it  is 
quite  certain  that  he  did  not  apply  his 
wife's  money  to  the  purpose  for  which  it 
was  given  him.  This  being  true,  there 
seems  no  doubt  but  that  he  deliberately 
deserted  •  his  wife  at  a  time  when  she 
needed  him  most.  It  is  also  said  that  he 
sold  his  farm,  and  with  the  proceeds  has 
departed,  intending  never  to  come  back. 
This,  however,  would  not  take  from  the 
wife  her  share  in  the  farm,  as  she  has  not 
signed  any  papers  transferring  it,  and  a 
deed  without  her  consent  would  not  be 
legal.

VVhereas  a  married  woman  by  direc- 
tion and  sanction  of  her  husband  and 
acting  under  a  power  of  attorney  at- 
tempted to  make  a  sale  and  conveyance 
of  his  land,  an  improved  farm, 
for  a  consideration  paid,  and  ex- 
ecuted a  deed  therefor  under 
such  a  power,  the  deed  a  is  invalid 
on  account  of  the  wife's  disability,  but  if 
the  consideration  is  accepted  and  re- 
tained by  him,  and  the  possession  deliv- 
ered and  accepted  by  the  purchaser  with 
his  consent  as  upon  an  executed  con- 
tract of  sale,  and  in  pursuance  thereof 
he  with  knowledge  of  the  facts  acquies- 
ces in  the  transaction  and  the  possession 
of  the  purchaser  and  his  assignee  for 
many  years,  he  will  be  stopped  to  deny 
tlvat  the  latter  is  the  cquitaole  owner  in 
rightful  possession  or  the  premises.

PERSONAL  INJURY. 

Daniel  McLaren,  respondent,  vs.  Hor- 
ace Williston,  et  al.,  appellants.  Sylla- 
bus: 

The  plaintiff  was  employed  as  a  brake- 
man  upon  a  train  of  logging  cars  oper- 
ated upon  a  short  railway  track  with 
ordinary  locomotive  engines  as  motive 
power  in  connection  with  defendant's 
sawmill.  The  cars  were  built  very  low, 
and  the  draw  bars  thereof  used  for  coup- 
ling were  so  much  lower  than  that  of  the 
engine  that  when  the  engine  was  backed 
up  to  a  car  the  draw  bar  of  the  car  passed 
under  that  of  the  engine,  and  there  was 
nothing  to  prevent  the  tender  from  strik- 
ing and  colliding  with  the  body  of  the 
car  unless  the  engineer  was  careful  to 
stop  it  in  time.  The  facts  were  well 
known  to  the  plaintifT,  and  the  risk 
and  danger  of  coupling  the 
engine  and  and  cars  under  the 
circumstances  were  obvious.  PlaintifT 
required  no  further  instruction  to  notify 
him  of  such  danger.  Held  that  he  as- 
sumed the  risk  of  this  condition  of  cars 
and  engine  and  the  danger  of  going  be- 
tween them  to  couple  and  uncouple 
them. 

Considering  that  the  case  does  not  fall 
within  the  statutorv  rule  established  by 
chapter  13,  laws  1887,  plaintiff  also  took 
the  rise  of  the  negligent  acts  or  conduct 
of  the  engineer  in  the  common  employ- 
ment. The  case  presented  by  the  record 
is  not  one  in  which  the  negligent  act  of  a 
fellow  servant  co-operates  with  the  ac- 
tionable negligence  of  the  master  in  fur- 
nishing unsafe  instruments.  Order  re- 
versed. \'andkrhurgh,  j. 

INSOLVENT   COK  I'ORATION.S. 

H.  A.  .Spooner  et  al.,  appellants,  vs.  Bay 
St.  Louis  Syndicate  et  al,,  defendants, 
and  Charles  Gibson,  respondent. 
.Syllabus: 

In  a  proceeding  against  an  insolvent 
corporation  under  chap.  76,  (General 
Statutes,  to  wind  up  its  affairs  and  dis- 
tribute its  assets  among  the  creditors,  a 
creditor  mav  be  allowed  by  the  court 
upon  a  proper  showing  to  come  in  and 
become  a  party  to  such  proceedings  after 
the  expiration  of  the  time  previously 
limited  for  such  purpose.  Evidence 
upon  such  an  application  considered  and 
the  order  granting  it  held  not  an  abuse 
of  its  discretion  by  the  court.

THOJIPSOxN  TALKS. 

He  was  Before    a    House  Committee 
Again  Yesterday. 
Secretary  Thompson    was  before  the 

house  committee  on  rivers  and  harbors 
again  yesterday  and  made  a  statement 
regarding  the  improvements  in  this  sec- 
tion which  he  thought  this  congress 
should  provide  for.  The  farmers  alli- 
ance representative  from  the  Fifth  dis- 
trict did  not  appear  to  know  that  there 
was  anything  going  on  before  the  rivers 
and  harbors  committee  affecting  his  dis- 
trict. 

Secretary  Thompson  spoke  in  behalf 
of  Agate  bay,  Duluth  harbor,  St.  Louis 
bay  and  St.  Louis  river.  He  dwelt  at 
some  length  upon  the  canal  at  Duluth, 
and  in  answer  to  a  suggestion  by  Mr. 
Blanchard  of  the  committee  that  a  por- 
tion of  the  property  where  the  canal  was 
being  constructed  was  in  dispute.  Mr. 
Thompson  said  that  it  would  be  unjust 
to  the  other  improvements  that  were 
going  on  in  the  harbor,  St.  Louis  river 
and  down  the  canal  to  tie  up  money 
while  the  question  of  settlement  for  this 
property  was  in  litigation. 

It  is  thought  Mr.  Thompson  convinced 
the  other  members  of  the  committee  that 
it  would  be  unwise  to  tie  up  the  appro- 
priation, and  it  was  stated  afterward 
that  Blanchard  only  objected  to  the 
sxpenditure  of  over  $2,000,000  on 
the  permanent  stone  work  on  the 
canal,  and  thitt  he  was  willing  the 
work  of  cutting  it  through  and  deepen 
ing  it  for  large  vessels  should  proceed. 
Capt.  Miller,  who  is  superintendent  of 
the  harbor,  also  made  a  statement  be- 
fore the  committee  as  to  the  necessity^of 
the  work  that  was  being  urged  by  Mr. 
Thompson.

SETTLED  SATISFACTORILI, 


There  Has  Been  and  Will  be  no  Street 
Car  Strike. 
The  promised  street  car  strike  did  not 
materialize  and  all  day  the  cars  with 
their  old  motormen  and  conductors  have 
been  running  as  usual.  The  men  it  is 
said  were  dissatisfied  with  the  hours  of 
work  contemplated  under  a  new  schedule 
which  went  into  effect  yesterday,  and 
which  they  thought  made  some  of  the 
runs  too  long.  A  represent.Uion  to  this 
effect  was  made  to  Superintendent 
Wardwell,  and  he  was  askea  to  consider 
the  matter  and  state  to  the  men  what 
changes  would  be  made  in  the  proposed 
change  of  time  which  would  be  to  their 
advantage.  An  answer  from  him  was 
requested  at  10  o'clock.  There  was  not 
positive  statement  to  this  effect,  but  it  is 
understood  that  if  no  settlement  had 
been  reached  by  the  tmie  men- 
tioned a  general  tie-up  would 
have  resulted.  Those  conversant 
with  the  situation  and  who  would  have 
been  greatly  inconvenienced  by  a  stop- 
page of  the  street  cars,  watched  the  line 
as  the  hour  of  10  approached  with  a 
good  deal  of  interest,  and  theie  was  a 
very  general  relief  when  after  half  an 
hour  it  was  found  that  the  cars  *  ere  run- 
ning as  usual  and  that  any  immediate 
danger  of  a  strike  was  over.  The  pres- 
ent management  is  very  unwilling  to 
have  any  difficulty  with  its  men  and 
there  will  be  no  strike  if  it  can  possiblv 
be  avoided.  There  are  in  all  only  about 
60  motor  men  and  conductors,  and  their 

E laces,  it  is  said,  could  be  readily  filled 
y  men  who  are  more  than  anxious  to  jjo 
to  work,  b  t  t'le  company  does  not  de- 
sire any  diliiculty  with  its  present  force 
and  is,  moreover,  unwilling  to  put  on  new 
men. 

It  is  understood  that  an  agreement 
was  reached  between  Superintendent 
Wardwell  and  the  men  which  was  satis- 
factory to  all,  and  that  the  new  schedule 
will  be  in  some  way  modified  so  that  it 
will  more  nearly  correspond  with  the 
ideas  of  the  men. 

Superintendent  Wardwell 
this  morning  said  in 
to  the  matter,  "there 
no  real  trcuble.  what 
wish  is  something  we 
much  as  they  do.  Since  we  put  the  Du- 
luth line  in  operation  there  have  been 
some  of  the  runs  with  rather  arduous 
hours.  The  average  is  not  bad,  but  some 
days  they  are  long.  We  have  been  try- 
ing to  correct  the  matter  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  We  are  just  changing 
from  a  little  country  line  to 
a  metropolitan  system  and  must 
suffer  the  difficulties  incidental  to  such  a 
change.  There  is  and  has  been  no 
danger  of  a  strike,  or  even  a  difference 
of  opinion.  What  the  men  ask  is  some- 
thing we  have  been  trying  to  arrange  for 
six  weeks.  This  morning  I  made  tem- 
porary arrangements,  and  as  soon  as 
possible  will  introduce  what  is  known  as 
the  "swing  system."  By  this  arrange- 
ment we  will  have  three  crews,  who  will 
alternate  on  two  cars.  There  will  not  be 
a  great  difference  in  the  number  of  hours 
the  men  work,  but  the  arrangement  of 
them  will  be  much  better  and  more  satis- 
factory to  the  men  aud  to  the  company."
